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REPORT. 



To the Hon. John A. Martin, Governor of the State of Kansas : 

Sir — Pursuant to the requirements of the provisions of section 6 of an 
act of the Legislature of this State, approved March 6, 1883, concerning 
railroads and other common carriers, we have the honor herewith to submit 
to you the third annual report of this Board. 

This report embraces statements and statistics from the reports and returns 
to this oflfice, showing the doings in transportation, and the financial result 
of railroad operations in this State for the year ending June 30, 1885. We 
have also incorporated herein, reports of such of the decisions of the Board 
in the settlement of complaints against railroad companies, and the de- 
termination of controversies, as would in our judgment tend to throw light 
upon the workings of the system of railroad transportation in this State, 
and the effect of the law, as a feature of regulation, applied thereto. 

Numerous complaints come to the Board from shippers, and others hav- 
ing business relations with railroads, the settlement of which is frequently 
accomplished either through correspondence, or personal conference with 
the manager of the railroad complained of, and without the necessity of 
formal decision on our part; the complaint in such instances involving no 
particular principle, but arising from misunderstanding between an officer 
or agent of the company and a shipper, or through mistake of agent. To 
publish the correspondence in all such cases would unduly swell this report, 
and be productive of no useful purpose. We have, however, given a list of 
such cases in this report. 

Up to the close of the past fiscal yeai> there were 87.73 miles of new road 
added to the railroad mileage in this State. Since the close of the year, 
viz., June 30, 1885, several additional railroads have been put under con- 
tract, and their construction is, at this writing, being proceeded with; and 
it is evident that a very considerable increase in the railroad mileage of 
Kansas will be effected by the close of the current year. The extreme 
western part of the State is settling up with almost unexampled rapidity, 
and railroads are sure to press closely upon the march of population. 

FINANCIAL KEVIEW FOR THE YEAR ENDING JUNE 30, 1885. 

During the past year there has been a general falling-off of railroad rev- 
enue or earnings, although the traffic returns show a very considerable in- 
crease in the volume of freight hauled. The reduced tariffs for the leading

liDes operating in this State did not go into effect until five days prior to 
the close of the fiscal year 1884, and the effect of those reductions appears 
for the first time in the reports of the year ending June 30, 1885. It will 
be both instructive and interesting to direct special attention to the result 
in this report, especially so since it is not uncommon to hear it quite confi- 
dently asserted that no reductions have been effected in railroad freight 
rates since the establishing of this Commission. 

The number of miles of railroad reported to this office, with their traffic, 
earnings, etc., is 9,371.46, of which 4,102.97 miles are within the State of 
Kansas. The aggregate of reductions hereafter noted do not all apply to 
Kanstis traffic, but the people of this State get their full proportion of the 
benefits accruing from reduced tariffs. 

The Atchison, Topeka & Santa F^ Company reports 1,867.94 miles, 891.92 
of which are operated within the State. The freight traffic done over this 
mileage is represented by the number of tons hauled one mile, viz. :

It will be seen from the above, that although the volume of freight traffic 
increased nearly thirty-seven millions of tons hauled one mile, the revenue 
derived from it was less by $427,033.26. Applying the tariff of 1884 to the 
freight traffic of 1885, and the eiamings would have amounted to the sum of 
$11,037,461.16, or $1,268,693.62 in excess of the earnings actually received 
under the present tariff; and this last sum represents the aggregate amount 
saved to the people upon one year's business upon the Atchison, Topeka & 
Santa F6 Railroad.

The Union Pacific Railway Company reports to this office a mileage, ex- 
clusive of its Kansas branches, of 1,832.45 miles, 483.17 miles of which is 
operated in Kansas. The number of tons hauled one mile of freight over 
the Union Pacific road, for the year ending June 30, 1884, was 761,120,438. 
The number of tons hauled one mile over the same road during the year 
ending June 30, 1885, was 797,869,041 — being an increase of per-mile 
freight tonnage for the year 1885 over the year 1884 of 36,748,603 tons. 

Notwithstanding this large increase in the freight tonnage, the receipts 
from the freight traffic, 1885, were less than were yielded by the smaller 
traffic of 1884 by $566,750.93 — the freight earnings for the year ending 
June 30, 1884, being $12,568,348.27; and for the last year, $12,001,597.34. 
The average rate per ton of freight, per mile, through and local, for 1884, was 
.01.71 cents; the average rate per ton, per mile, 1885, was .01.50 cents. 
Computing the tonnage for the last year by the rate prevailing the year be- 
fore, and the freight earnings would have amounted to the sum of $13,643,- 
560.60, or $1,641,963.26 in excess of the actual revenue derived from the 
freight traffic of the past year. This sum represents the decrease of the 
transportation tax or charge upon the shipping interests, for one year, over 
a single railroad system. 

The people of Kansas are more immediately interested in the Union Pa- 
cific Railway, Kansas Division, and the showing with respect to that road 
ifl as follows : 

The freight tonnage for the year ending June 30, 1884, was 129,080,032 
tons hauled one mile; for the year ending June 30, 1885, the freight tonnage 
was 150,497,924 tons hauled one mile — an increase in the past year, over 
the previous year, of 21,417,892 tons. The freight earnings for 1884 were 
$2,207,368.54 ; for 1885, $2,357,468.86. If the tarifi* rate for 1884 had been 
charged on the freight tonnage of 1885, the freight traffic would have yielded 
a revenue upon this division of $2,573,514.50, or a sum of $216,045.64 in 
excess of the actual receipts. 

The passenger earnings on the Union Pacific road have also decreased the 
past year, compared with the previous year, the decrease being $473,439.12. 
The total earnings for 1884, from all sources, were $19,077,483.93; for 1885 
they were $17,836,731.48 — a decrease for the year in gross earnings of 
$1,240,752.46. 

On the other hand, the operating expenses have been reduced from $9,767,- 
713.02, in 1884, to $8,376,511.06— a decrease of $1,391,201.96. 

Upon the Kansas part of the line, the earnings from all sources for the 
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year ending June 30, 1886, were $3,328,010.49 — an increase over the year 
before of $95,415.19. 

The operating expenses in Kansas, on the Kansas Division, for 1884, were 
$1,984,694.02; for 1885, $1,736,078.87— showing a reduction of $248,615.15. 

The Central Branch reports 388 miles of road, all in Kansas. The traffic 
on this road has rapidly and largely increased the past three years. Its 
tonnage of freight for 1884 was 46,078,891 tons hauled one mile. The ton- 
nage hauled one mile over this line in 1885 was 73,202,101, showing an in- 
crease of 27,123,210 tons. This is the greatest ratio of increase in freight 
tonnage that can be shown by any road in Kansas, and the singular part of 
it is that the total increase of freight tonnage on this road, covering 388 
miles, approximates closely to the total incretise on the Atchison and Union 
Pacific systems respectively, though each of the systems named embraces 
nearly five times the mileage of the Central Branch. 

The freight tariff* charged per ton per mile on the Central Branch road 
for 1884 was .02.65 cents. The per ton per mile rate, in 1885, .01.98. 

The freight earnings upon this road for 1884 were $1,222,247.87; for the 
year ending June 30, 1885, $1,449,742.67. 

Computing the tariff* rate in existence at the time the present Board came 
into oflice, upon the freight tonnage of last year, and the freight earnings 
would have amounted to $1,939,855.68. This denotes a difference saved to 
the people of Kansas on this road in one year, by tariff* reductions, amount- 
ing to $490,113.01. 

This road is purely a local line. It has no through or foreign freight. 
Its business is Kansas business, and whatever is gained on reductions in 
trafi^c rates inures to the benefit of the people of Kansas exclusively. 

The Missouri Pacific Company reports the earnings, expenses, traffic and 
tariff* of 995 miles of road, 195 miles of which are within the State of 
Kansas. This embraces only the Missouri Pacific proper. 

In its report to this office for the year ending June 30, 1884, this com- 
pany reported a tonnage represented by 417,843,415 tons hauled one mile. 
The average tariff* rate for that year per ton per mile upon this traffic was 
.01.53 cents. This produced freight earnings for that year of $6,391,637.15. 

The freight traffic for the year 1885 over that road is represented by a 
freight tonnage of 397,577,190 tons hauled one mile — ^a decrease in the 
amount of tonnage of 20,266,225 for the ptist year compared with the pre- 
ceding year. The rate of freight charged on this tonnage was .01.38 cents 
— a decrease in the rate of T^<fiy. The gross freight earnings for the year 
ending June 30, 1885, were $5,468,397.82 — a falling-off* in the revenue de- 
rived from its freight traffic, compared with the year 1884, of $923,239.33. 

Computing the tonnage of the last year by the rate of 1884, the freight earn- 
ings of that system would have amounted to $6,082,931.01, or $614,533.19 in 
excess of actual receipts. This last amount shows the aggregate saving to 
the shipping interests by the reductions in the tariff* upon the last year's 
business.

The total earnings for the year ending June 30, 1885, were $8,686,130.84. 
For the year 1884 the total earnings were $9,304,498.18 — showing a de- 
crease of gross earnings of $719,367.34 for the year compared with the pre- 
vious year.

The Missouri, Kansas & Texas Railroad embraces 1,386 miles, 237 of 
which are operated in Kansas. The total freight traffic of this road for the 
year 1884 was represented by a tonnage hauled one mile of 419,608,134 tons. 
For the last fiscal year the number of tons hauled one mile over that line 
was 399,717,661 — a decrease in freight tonnage the last year, as compared 
with the previous year, of 19,890,573 tons. 

The tariff for 1884 was .01.31 cents per ton per mile, and the total freight 
earnings for that year amounted to $5,482,503.86. The average freight rate 
per ton per mile for 1886 was .01.24 cents, and the total freight earnings for 
that year were $4,960,669.46 — showing a falling-off in freight receipts for 
the year of $631,944.39. If the rate of 1884 had been charged upon the 
freight tonnage of 1886, the freight receipts for the past year would have 
exceeded those derived from the business that year by $286,740.68. This 
last sum represents the aggregate reduction in the freight charges to shippers 
the past year over that line.

The Kansas City, Fort Scott & Gulf Railroad embraces a mileage of 
388.66 miles ; 266.94 miles are within this State. Its freight traffic for the 
year 1884 is represented by a tonnage of 92,760,216 tons hauled one mile. 
The tonnage for the year 1886 was 136,210,266 tons hauled one mile. 
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The rate charged per ton per mile upon the tonnage of 1884 was .01.48 
cents, which produced a revenue of $1,587,801.26. The rate per ton per 
mile charged on the increased tonnage of last year was .01.21 c^its. This 
produced a revenue of $1,735,809.80. The rate charged in 1884 upon the 
last year's tonnage would have swollen the freight receipts upon the business 
of 1885 to $2,003,577.62, or $367,767.72 in excess of the actual freight re- 
ceipts. 

The St. Louis, Fort Scott & Wichita Railroad reports- 216 miles of road 
to this office in operation within the State. 

The amount of the freight traffic on that road the past year has very ma- 
terially increased over that of the preceding year. In 1884 the amount of 
freight tonnage over the line was 13,849,178 tons hauled one mile. For the 
year ending June 30, 1885, the tonnage was 20,024,267 tons hauled one mile. 
The rate per ton per mile charged in 1884 was .02.39 cents, and the freight 
earnings for that year were $331,173.93. For the year ending June 30, 1885, 
the average freight rate charged was .01.996, and the freight revenue was 
$399,663.98. The reduction in the freight rate for 1885, compared with the 
rate charged upon the tonnage of 1884 is 16.5 per cent. If the average rate 
for 1884 had been charged upon the tonnage of 1885, the company's receipts 
from freights would have been larger by $78,916. This last sum represents 
the aggregate reduction of the freight charge upon that road for the past 
year. 

The roads whose earnings we have here reviewed are the lines upon which 
reductions have been chiefly effected by the action of the Board, and the 
conditions of traffic. 

The earning of the branch lines connected with the Atchison, Topeka & 
Santa F^ system are merged in the freight returns of the main line. They 
are treated, both in the arrangement of their tariffs, their operation, and the 
account kept of the freight traffic over them, as integral parts of the system. 

The several branch lines connected with the Kansas Division of the Union 
Pacific road are reported independently to this office. The reductions in 
the general tariff applied to these also, but their earnings are comparatively 
small. We shall not attempt to estimate the aggregate result of reductions 
on these branches, for the reason that nothing can be arrived at with cer- 
tainty in this respect as to them. Their tariffs are not independent, but 
are a continuation or extension of the tariffs applying to traffic upon the 
main line. The saving to the people in the rate reductions upon these 
branches are not shown in the result on the main line. But casting these 
out of the count, we may reach approximately the aggregate result of re- 
ductions in the average tariff rate as applied to the freight traffic for the 
year ending last June. The sum total of the reductions of tariff, as shown 
in the freight earnings of the Atchison, Topeka & Santa F6, the Union Pa- 
cific, the Central Branch, the Missouri Pacific, the Missouri, Kansas & 
Texas, the Kansas City, Fort Scott & Gulf, and the St. Louis, Fort Scott <fe 
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Wichita roads, covering the last fiscal year as compared with the year pre- 
ceding, is $4,747,727.38. The proportion of mileage of roads operated 
within this State to the mileage of the system with which the Kansas rail- 
roads are connected, is 43.78 per cent. The proportion of the aggregate 
reduction in the freight charge upon Kansas traffic, estimated upon a mile- 
age basis, is $2,078,555.05. That this is a fair estimate, we think one or 
two simple considerations will show. The reductions upon the local traffic 
tariff are equal to those upon through freight. Those roads whose business 
is mainly local exhibit the largest ratio of reductions. 

If the character of freight hauled over these roads had been materially 
changed during the past year — as for example, if the cheaper classes of 
freights had been carried in greater proportion than usual — this would 
affect the average tariff rate ; but an examination of the reports will show 
that the usual proportions in the different classes of freights transported for 
the past year have been pretty evenly maintained. 

A reduction in the freight rate, wl^jih upon the large majority of indi- 
vidual shipments seems almost too smalfr to be appreciated, when applied at 
hundreds of points along a railroad, and to hundreds of thousands of ship- 
ments made over it during the year, amounts to a very large sum to a rail- 
road company.

KECAPITULATION. 

The total tonnage reported to this office by the railroad companies operat- 
ing in Kansas, for the year ending June 30, 1885, is 2,789,314,544 hauled 
one mile; the amount of the tonnage for the year ending June 30, 1884, was 
2,682,644,551 ; increase in 1885 over the year 1884, 106,669,993 tons. 

The freight earnings for 1884 were $44,183,029.01 ; for the year 1885 the 
total freight earnings were $42,051,275.75 — showing a decrease for 1885 
compared with the year 1884, notwithstanding the largely increased freight 
tonnage for 1885, of $2,181,753.32. 
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The total amount of dividends paid by all roads reporting to this office 
for the year ending June 30, 1884, was $9,494,628.67; for the year ending 
June 30, 1885, the total amount of dividends paid was $6,714,915.71 ; amount 
paid in 1885 less than in 1884, $2,779,712.96. The total amount of stock 
represented by all railroads in this report is $262,570,765.55. Distributing 
the amount of dividends paid on all stock, and the average is 2.56 per cent. 

Note. — Owing to the delay in forwarding the report of the A. & N. road, we are an- 
able to include the operations of that road in this review. 

DIFFERENTIAL RATES AS BETWEEN CAR-LOADS AND LESS THAN 

CAR-LOADS. 

The difference now existing in the freight rate upon ear-load lots and lots less 
than car-loads, is a matter that is being earnestly discussed and considered at 
the present time. It is a matter of first-class importance in the transportation 
business, and this more than any other element in the problem affects the mer- 
cantile interests of the country. The present classification of manufactures 
and mercantile products for purposes of shipping, covering nearly all articles 
of the mercantile class offered for shipment over railroads, to which the rail- 
roads in Kansas conform, is of uniform operation throughout the Western 
States. Recently, much fault has been found with it by jobbers and whole- 
sale dealers in Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Louis ; and the business interests 
of those cities especially are cooperating to bring about a change in the 
classification of freight which would be more favorable to them. In the 
classification as it exists to-day, and the rates of charges based thereon, very 
considerable concession is made to straight car-load lots — the difference 
varying from five to one hundred per cent., and in some instances exceeding 
the latter figure. This difference, it is claimed, is unjust to the jobbing in- 
terests of the cities above named, ^nd an earnest effort is being made to re- 
duce the difference, or wholly abolish it, and charge the same upon straight 
and mixed car-loads. 

The purpose is to prevent the development and growth of jobbing and 
wholesale business west of the Mississippi river, and, in the States northwest 
of Chicago, east of it. It is to compel all this vast territory to remain trib- 
utary to the cities named. Instead of building up healthy trade centers 
within our own borders, and ministering to our own wealth and importance, 
it is sought to divert the channels of commerce from our own doors, and 
pour the great tides of trade and wealth into the lap of Chicago, St. Louis 
and Milwaukee. This can only be done by raising the prices of jobbing 
merchandise to the Western buyer, and this result is sought to be accom- 
plished by raising the freight rates on certain classes of shipments, 

The argument of the St. Louis jobber is this : With the present rates of 
freight upon merchandise in car-load lots, we cannot compete with the West- 
ern jobber in his own territory. The Western jobber undersells us ; put the 
prices up on him, by enhancing his freight charges, so that the Western re- 
tailer will find it pleasant and profitable to trade with us, paying our prices. 
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rather than with the home dealer. The railroad companies are thus urged 
to tax the people of the Western States by increasing the cost to them of all 
leading merchandise articles embraced in the classification of freights, to 
build up the trade and commerot of three large cities, and correspondingly 
break down local trade where it has become established, and to prevent its 
farther growth in the Western territory. 

It is true, the argument is not put in this precise form, but that this is the 
import of it, and its effect, there can be no doubt. It is claimed that such 
a change in the classification would equalize advantages as between Eastern 
and Western jobbers. It would do so by depriving the Western jobber of the 
natural advantages he derives from his contiguousness to the territory which 
hk trade supplies. 

The present classification of freights has been evolved from prolonged 
experienoe in the transportation business, and afber most mature delibera- 
tion of experts, and consideration of all details. While we shall not con- 
tend that it is perfect, we believe that its main features are sound, and 
founded upon correct business principles. Any radical change, such as is 
now sought to be introduced, would create wide-spread and profound dis- 
turbance of established business interests. 

The less rate upon straight car-loads is founded upon economical reasons, 
as for example : the lessened cost to the railroad company of handling the 
freight in loading and unloading, economizing -car capacities, and in reduc- 
ing the liability and risk of loss to^ the company by damage to freight in 
mixed car-loads. It not unfrequently happens that a railroad company is 
called upon to pay damages to an expensive article of freight to the full 
amount of the freight charge upon the car-load, occasioned by its being 
loaded into the same car with other dissimilar freight. In mixed car-loads, 
the freight is usually distributed. or delivered at differents points along, the 
line, and this necessitates either the transfer of remaining freight, after de- 
livery of a part of the cargo, to other cars, to be carried to its ultimate 
destination, with the cost of handling and. loss of time, or- the hauling of the 
half-empty car to the further point for the freight charge upon a partial 
load. The straight car-load, on the other hand, is hauled from its initial to 
its point of destination; hence there is also involved the economizing of car 
facilities. 

With the constant tendency that prevails to reduce the rate of charge for 
transportation services, corresponding measures of economy must be intro- 
duced to reduce the cost of the service to the railroad companies, and one of 
the essential elements in this problem is to increase the number of large 
shipments, rather than to encourage the opposite tendency. 

The point of the complaint is, that Chicago and St. Louis dealers supply 
the Western retailer in small lots, which take the less than car-load rates, 
while the Western jobber orders in straight car-loads, and the goods he sup- 
plies his customers take the higher rates for the less distance. This is an 
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ftdvantage of location, made available by an established usage among rail- 
roads, of no recent origin, but of long standing, and of recognized validity. 
It is difficult to perceive upon what ground St. Louis and Chicago can legit- 
imately lay claim to the territory west of them, as though its trade was in- 
herently tributary to those cities. They possess the undoubted right to 
compete for its business, but only upon established and existing conditions. 
Certainly they have no claim to ask that those conditions be changed to 
meet new exigencies of coihpetition, and render the strife on their part 
more easy and successful. 

Already, in Kansas, a considerable jobbing trade has been established, 
but upon conditions which are sufficiently burdensome now. The change 
proposed would destroy it. Other towns in the interior are striving to es- 
tablish wholesale trade in the different departments of mercantile business, 
with every reasonable prospect of soon becoming prosperous and important 
trade centers. Such a change would extinguish their aspirations and their 
growth. The experiment would be in the highest degree hazardous to rail- 
road interests, and we believe there is no disposition on the part of railroad 
managers in this State to invite such an experiment. 

The argument is put forth as an inducement to railroads operating in the 
West, to adopt such a change in the classification that it would largely in- 
crease their revenues, by enhancing the rates upon the larger shipments. 
We presume that railroad men would be the first to realize the delusiveness 
of such an argument. It is infinitely easier to level down than to level up 
in railroad rates. It is urged that the increase proposed would afiect the 
dealer, and not the consumer. But this is put forth upon the assumption 
that the retailer would be content to pocket the loss himself, and not seek to 
share it with his customers. Even if we grant the assumption, it leaves the 
matter in but little better plight. The persons engaged in mercantile pur- 
suits are a numerous and influential body. They cannot be expected to 
suffer an abridgment of their accustomed profits without manifesting an 
amount of dissatisfaction which would make itself felt in a manner most 
disagreeable to railroad companies. But it is highly probable that whatever 
the additional burden should be, it would be duly charged to the consumer. 
But whether the burden should fall upon the Western dealer or consumer, 
what moral or other warrant can there be to impose an additional tax upon 
Western trade or Western consumption, to protect the trade of St. Louis and 
Chicago ? 

It is further argued that such a change in the classification would be in 
accord with the tendency of Western legislation upon the subject of rail- 
road rates. We do not regard the reference as fortunate. It is true, various 
attempts have been made to introduce a leveling process by means of legis- 
lative maximum-rate bills ; but the injury they inflicted upon local interests 
became so marked that that they were promptly revoked. A system of rates 
that looks mathematically fair upon its face, may violate the plainest busi- 
ness principles, and bring ruin to numerous business interests. 
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The management of railroads cannot afford to neglect those things that 
promote the growth and prosperity of communities through which they 
operate their lines. To secure the safety and permanent prosperity of rail- 
roads it is all-important to foster trade, manufactures, and a diversified in- 
dustry, to the end that the territory served by them shall nourish a busy 
and numerous population. In this way only can railroads hope to swell the 
volume of those classes ^f traffic over their lines which bear the higher rates 
and yield the highest and most secure profits upon their service. 

But the scheme put forth we regard as utterly impracticable. It would 
be an easy matter, perhaps, to classify freights upon paper precisely as the 
merchants of St. Louis and Chicago desire them. The attempt to enforce 
such a classification upon the railroads of the West, would affect disastrously 
so many interests, and would encounter such strenuous opposition, that the 
attempt would prove futile. 

The business interests of communities adapt themselves to the general 
policies of railroads. Investments are made and enterprises established 
upon the faith of a continuance of those policies. Any radical departure 
which would materially affect such interests, would imply bad faith, and 
invoke the severest condemnation from those whose good-will is of inesti- 
mable value to railroads. 

INTER-STATE CX)MMERCE. 

The subject of inter-state commerce is one that interests deeply the public^ 
and the regulation of that part of it which is done over railroads, by con- 
gressional legislation, is engaging the attention of Congress, and of the 
country. A select committer was appointed by the United States Senate to 
investigate and report upon the subject. The Board received an invitation 
from the committee to state their views upon the subject, in the following 
letter and circular, to which we did not respond. Later, in July, the com- 
mittee again asked a response from the Board on the subject, and with this 
request the Board complied. 

We include our response in this report, it being a discussion germane to 

its general scope and purpose, and pertaining to a matter of great public 

interest :

Dear Sir : A select committee has been appointed by the United States Senate to investigate the 

qaestioDs involred in the regulation of inter-state commerce by Congress, and has been especially 

instructed to inyeatlgate and report upon the subject of the regulation of the transportation of freights 
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and paasengen between the several States by railroads and by water routes in connection or in compe- 
tition with said railroads. 

In carrying oat these instructions, the committee propose to take testimony at some of the com- 
mercial centers of the coantry, and to give representatives of every interest affected an opportunity to 
be fully and fairly heard ; and in order to make the testimony taken as valuable and compact as possi- 
ble, it is desired that the various organizations, associations, corporations and branches of trade and 
production concerned in legislation upon this subject shall officially authorise one or more persons to 
represent them before the committee, and present their views, either in person or in writing. 

As the chief object of this investigation is to obtain information that will be of practical value to 
Congress in framing legislation for the regulation of commerce between the several States, it has been 
deemed advisable to direct the attention of those willing to aid the committee in its undertaking to the 
line of investigation which it is proposed to pursue, and to some of the subjects upon which information 
is especially desired. 

The general purpose of the Investigation is to ascertain what substantial grounds of complaint now 
exist in any part of the United States as to the methods of operation of transportation companies en- 
gaged in inter-etate commerce, and as to their relations with those who have dealings with them, and 
to what extent and in what manner legislation by Congress can remove these grounds of complaint. 

This inquiry will involve the consideration of a number of incidental questions that may be briefly 
outlined as follows: 

1. The best method of preventing the practice of extortion and uQjust discrimination by corpora- 
tions engaged in inter-state commerce. 

2. The reasonableness of the rates now charged by such corporations for local and through traffic. 

3. Whether publicity of rates should be required by law ; whether changes of rates without public 
notice should be prohibited ; and the best method of securing uniformity and stability of rates. 

4. The advisability of establishing a system of maximum and minimum rates for the transportation 
of inter-state commerce. 

5. The elements of cost, the conditions of business, and .the other factors that should be considered 
in fixing the tariffs on inter-state traffic. 

6. Should any system of rebates and drawbacks be allowed? If so, should such transactions be reg- 
ulated by law, and be subject to official inspection or approval? or should they be entirely prohibited? 

7. Should pooling contracts and agreements between railroads doing an inter-state business be per- 
mitted, or should they be entirely prohibited by law? If they should be regulated by law, would it be 
sufficient to require the terms of such agreements to be made public, and subject to official approval? 

8. Should provision be made by law for securing to shippers the right to select the lines and parts 
of lines over which their shipments shall be transported? 

9. By what method can a uniform system of rates for the transportation of passengers and freights 
by all the corporation engaged in inter-state commerce be best secured? 

10. Should corporations engaged in inter-state commerce be permitted to charge a lower propor- 
tionate rate for a long than for a short haul? Does the public interest require any legislation on that 
subject? 

11. Should any concessions in rates be allowed to large shippers, except such as represent the actual 
difference in the expense of handling large shipments over small shipments, and should such conces- 
sions be made known to the public? 

12. Should corporations engaged in inter-state commerce be required to adopt a uniform system of 
accounts? 

18. Is it desirable that such corporations should be required to make annual reports to the Govern- 
ment? If so, what information as to their earnings, expenses and operations should such reports 
contain? 

14. In making provision for securing cheap transportation, is it or is it not importaht that the Gov- 
ernment should develop and maintain a system of water routes? 

15. In what manner can legislation for the regulation of inter-state commerce be best enforced? 
Should a commission or other special tribunal be established to carry out the provisions of any law 
Congress may enact? 

The committee will not be prepared to hold formal sessions to take testimony for several weeks yet. 
In the meantime, attention to this circular is respectfully requested, and it will greatly facilitate the 
work of the committee if those to whom this circular is addressed will submit in writing their views in 
relation to the subjects covered by the above inquiries, and forward them to the chairman at Spring- 
field, Illinois, as soon as convenient before the 10th of May next.

M. Oullomj Chairman of Select Committee on Inter-Staie Commerce, United States 
Seriate — Dear Sir: We have heretofore been deterred from entering upon a discuseioD 
of the subject of your circular, embracing numerous questions pertaining to the subject 
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of inter-state commerce legislation, from the number and comprehensiveness of the 
questions propounded. To answer them, or even a part of them, adequately, would in- 
volve great labor, and presuppose a knowledge of a very great and difficult subject 
which we cannot pretend to possess. 

To your later invitation to state to the committee, in a general way, our views upon 
such of the matters referred to in the circular as we deem of the most importance to the 
public, we feel inclined to respond. 

In the first place, we are of the opinion that a National Commission should be estab- 
lished, vested with certain supervisory powers over the subject of inter-state commerce. 
Generally, these powers should be confined to the functions of regulation, and not to the 
management of the business of inter-state commerce. In this connection it may be ob- 
served, that in our judgment it would serve no useful or practical purpose to give to such 
a commission the power to establish maximum rates for either passenger or fr^ht 
traffic over inter-state lines of railways. The subject is too large and intricate to be in- 
telligently dealt with by a single body of men, even though, composed of men trained in 
the study and business of railroad affiiirs. This largely results from the fact that, the 
situation, or conditions, in which railroads engaged in inter-state traffic are found and are 
operated, are quite diffi^rent in almost every State. 

Bates of charges upon railroad traffic, when they become the subject of public or 
State interference, should, in order to conform to the common-law requisite of reasonable- 
ness to the carrier as well as to the shipper, have relation to

and of bringing the roads up to their present condition ; in all cases, at least, where the 
expenditures for betterments, or cost subsequent to original construction, have become 
capitalized in the debt or stock of the road; the volume and character of traffic, both 
local and inter-state, which each road is able to command ; the expenses incident to the 
operation and management of the roads ; and the amount of net revenue derived from 
the business available to meet the necessary or fixed charges, and to answer reasonable 
demands upon the company for fair dividends to stockholders. 

To fix maximum rates without reference to these elements and conditions would in- 
volve the exercise of arbitary power on the part of the State, and in so far as it defeated 
the £ur and just expectations of those whose means have been invested in these impor- 
tant enterprises, they would suffer a despotic invasion of their legitimate interests. Such 
is the diversity of conditions existing among the numerous railroads of the country en- 
gaged in inter-state traffic, both in respect to physical condition, character and amount 
of business, and their respective abilities to earn money — each road, in fact, possessing 
a development peculiar to itself — that any attempt, either by Congress or a commission 
under its authority, to establish maximum rates for the regulation of inter-state traffic, 
would result in fixing rates sufficiently high as to enable the less-favored class of roads 
to operate under them without detriment to their permanent prosperity, and this would 
be necessary if the principle of reasonableness of rates were to prevail ; in which case 
the rates would be wholly inoperative, and furnish no criterion to the more-favored class 
of roads of the -amount to be charged for a service rendered, or else in prescribing rates 
which, though not unfair to the last-named class, would be unjust to the former class of 
roads. 

A result so undesirable could only be obviated by establishing a separate tariff' for the 
numerous roads in detail, adapting the tariff' to the situation and conditions existing 
upon each line. This would be a work of such gigantic proportions that no single body 
of men, no matter how expert they might be in the work, could undertake with the 
slightest hopes of success. Yet something like this would have to be attempted, if the 
rate-making power were given to a commission. 

2 
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There are two classes of inter*state traffic over railroad lineS) viz. : commerce from and 
to points in the interior, to and from the seaboard; and commerce that covers State lines, 
but is still local. In the former case, the great bulk of the commerce is carried over 
great distances, crossing a number of State lines, and employing several connecting roads 
to complete the transit. In the other, the freight is carried from a point in one State to 
a point in an adjoining States It is obvious that rates adapted to the hauling of heavy 
and bulky products, comprising the leading productions of the country, over great ditt- 
tances, either for Eastern consumption or foreign export, would furnish no criterion or 
basis for a system of rates for the transportation of the same products for comparatively 
short distances between points in adjoining States in the interior. These products must 
of necessity be moved at very low rates — at rates that do not remunerate the companies 
engaged in the work of transportation, but only furnish a smaU margin of profit over 
the bare expenses incurred in the performance of the service — from the fact that they are 
moved very great distances. The great cereal crops raised in the Mississippi valley, and 
the meat products of the trans-Mississippi, in the continued production of which the 
country is vitally interested, can only be maintained by a system of rates for their trans- 
portation to the seaboard, which, while they involve no absolute loss, but rather a margin 
of profit, would, if the same rates 

WERE OBLIGATORY UPON THEM 

as to all traffic carried over their lines, consign every road engaged in the business into 
absolute bankruptcy. 

It is a fact, known to every man who has given any thought to the subject, that the 
rates now prevailing upon that part of inter-state commerce which is concerned with the 
movement of Western products to the Eastern seaboard, are very much lower than were 
ever before devised by any railroad in the world ; so low, in fact, that were rates on their 
local traffic proportioned or adjusted to these trans-continental rates, there is no road now 
in existence in this country that would derive sufficient revenue from its business to pay, 
in addition to its operating expenses, its fixed chaiiges. 

To devise a system of maximum rates, covering every species of inter-stato traffic, on 
the basis of rates for long hauls from the extreme West to the East, would paralyze 
every railroad engaged in the business. On the other hand, to equalize the rates as be- 
tween long and short hauls, i. e., to introduce a proportionate equality in the ratos be- 
tween local and continental inter-state traffic, would, if railroad property is to be 
preserved, and its efficiency maintained, advance the rates on great distances to such an 
extent as to put an embargo upon the movement of the cereal crops of the extreme West, 
or the trans-Mississippi region — a result which would be little less disastrous to the East 
than to the West. 

It has been rendered possible for the great West to reach a rapid and prosperous de- 
velopment by a system of low rates upon the movement of the leading productions of 
that region to tide-water. The attractions of the West, enhanced and made available by 
the unparalleled creation of railroad facilities, have induced a movement of population 
from the Elast to the West, thus relieving an overburdened labor market, and reducing 
those causes of discontent and restlessness among the employed laborers of the country 
that eventuate in serious disturbances of her established industries, and frequently 
threaten the public peace. 

On the other hand, the abundant production of food by the utilization of the Western 
land8, and its cheap distribution by railway lines to remote distances, lighten the burdens 
of the laborer and increase the ability of the country to jc^rry on its industrial develop- 
ment. 

It will be seen that the benefits derived from the low system of rates prevailing on the 
great movements of food products as compared with rates upon movements more local 
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in character, are shared by each section of the country. And since these benefits are felt 
alike in every part of the country, it is no ui^jost discrimination to discriminate in the 
charges made upon long and short haals. 

It may be further remarked, that this differentiation in rat^ is the result that has been 
brought about by no conventional or voluntary arrangement between companies operating 
inter-state lines of railway. But it has been forced by the natural laws of commerce 
operating apon geographical lines, which cannot be changed without changing the dis- 
tribution of land and water on the continent, or by annihilating distance without the aid 
of steam ; and any attempt by the law-making power to contravene these natural laws 
thus necessitated by our geographical situation, would end in diastrous derangement of 
oar commercial system. 

It would draw out this paper to an undue and tedious length to point out in detail the 
evil consequences which would attend an attempt to force upon the carrying business of 
the coantry a system of maximum uniform rates applying to inter-state traffic. It would 
appear to be sufficient to say such a scheme would be utterly impracticable. The reasons 
already stated, we think render this obvious ; but others might be given — as, for example, 
that a system of rates for inter-state traffic over trunk lines operating between gr^t com- 
mercial centers, like Chicago and New York, where the volume of traffic has reached a 
maximum limit, and the most commercial terminal facilities have been provided for the 
cheap and expeditious handling of freights, would be nnadapted to roads further west, 
whose traffic was of less volume, whose hauls were shorter, and whose terminal facilities 
were inferior. The impracticability, then, of establishing a system of

to apply to all inter-state commerce, would necessitate, if the power to. make rates was 
conferred upon a national commission, the making of differential rates substantially con- 
forming to those aystems now in existence, and this would involve the minute study of so 
vast a variety of interests, the adjustment of so many conflicting rights, and such an in- 
finitude of detail, as to render such a project chimerical. 

The ra{Hd decline in rates within the past five years, especially those pertaining to 
inter-state traffic carried on over the leading lines of the country, coupled with the fact 
that the causes which have brought about the reduction are still operating with undi- 
minished energy, would seem to obviate any necessity of conferring upon a national rail- 
road commission the rate-making power. The rapid development of immense wheat 
areas in India and Australia, and cheap ocean tranBi>ortation from these new sources of 
supply to common points of consumption of the surplus of wheat-producing regions, sup- 
ply additional factors of competition to those already existing. 

While the power to establish maximum rates to govern inter-state traffic could not, as 
we believe, be wisely or usefully employed by a national railroad commission, such a body 
might usefully exercise the functions of entertaining complaints from shippers of undue 
and unreasonable charges on the part of railroad companies, and judge of the reasonable- 
ness, or otherwise, of the charges complained of. In this way, a prima facie case might 
be made for the courts. Whether or not any given rate or charge for a specific service 
18 a reasonable charge, is frequently a question depending upon a great variety of facts, 
many of which are not readily accessible, and the pertinency and value of which can only 
be adequately judged by experts; so that if the shipper is left alone to pursue his ordinary 
remedy at law, without the preliminary aid which a commission may afford to him, the 
remedy, in most cases, is impracticable and valueless. Comi)laints of alleged extortion 
and of unjust discriminations might be investigated in like manner, and when evils of 
the classes named were found to exist, and remained uncorrected in accordance with the 
judgment of the commission, an adequate and appropriate remedy could be invoked 
through the courts, the remedy being facilitated and remedied practicably by the pre- 
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vious investigation of the commission. Nearly all causes of complaint on the part of 
shippers, arising in the business of transportation, except those wherein unliquidated 
damages are involved, might usually be committed to the investigation and correction of 
such a commission, and we feel safe in expressing the opinion, based upon the experi- 
ence of State commissioners, that cases would seldom arise in which coercive power would 
have to be invoked to make the correction effectual. 

There is one other question embraced in the circular that we will touch upon, but 
ruther by way of suggestion than argument, viz., the importance of maintaining uniformity 
and stability in rates. 

We have already pointed out the impracticability and the undesirability of establish- 
ing uniform rates, or rates proportioned to the number of miles hauled, of any given 
product, covering every species of inter-state traffic. But this reasoning will not apply- 
to rates for the transportation of freight between two given points — between New York 
and Chicago, for example. 

The maintenance of uniform and stable rates upon all the leading mercantile products 
moved to and from common commercial centers is a matter that deeply concerns the pub- 
lie as well as the railroad companies engaged in the carrying of those products. These 
evils are greatly aggravated where the rates are not required to- be open and public. It 
is plain that where such a state of things exists a portion of the commercial community 
obtains secret advantage over the rest. Their business is placed upon a

They are enabled by this means, in periods of sharp competition, to undersell their 
l<>8s-favored competitors, or when the rates rapidly fluctuate, as is generally the case 
when instability is the rule, and the temporary reduction fails to affect the price of the 
article, the profits of the more favored class of tradesmen are unduly swollen. Indeed, 
in periods when rates are unstable, the benefits of temporary reductions are seldom 
shared with the consumer, but they are so much kdded to the profits of the middle-men. 

Another evil, growing out of the element of instability, is the temptation which is 
offered merchants to take undue advantage of temporary reductions to overstock them- 
selves, frequently involving themselves in the toils of embarrassment. This is the 
source of perhaps the worst forms of unjust discrimination, and introduces into legiti- 
mate business the element of gambling. 

Besides, what are called rate-wars among railroads are not undertaken with any view 
of subserving any public good, and whatever of temporary benefit they may bring to a 
few is more than offset by the injustice and wrong done to the rest, and the disturbance 
they entail upon legitimate business.- But the main object is to disable competitive lines 
from engaging in a fair competitor's share of the business which a few seek to grasp ; 
the ultimate object being not to bring about permanent reductions in rates, but to fasten 
themselves more securely on the country as an unchecked monopoly. 

Bailroads engaged in inter-state commerce are employed also in local traffic. The 
communities which they immediately serve cannot dispense with them. They must have 
a source of maintenance or cease to exist, or exist with a greatly-impaired usefulness and 
efficiency. Inasmuch as their legitimate support is wasted in destructive rate-wars, a 
high standard of local rates must prevail necessarily. Either this alternative must be 
accepted, or, what is worse, the destruction of the efficiency of the road. It is easy to 
perceive that this state of things gives rise to grievous complaints by local shippers, of 
excessive charges and unjust discriminations. 

While it is true that a very considerable disparity must of necessity exist between 
rates for local hauls and those for trans-continental traffic upon the food products of the 
country, for the reason that these, to continue to be produced at a living profit, can bear 
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bat a limited transportation charge, no matter how great the distance hauled, yet the 

difierence shoald not be so great as to give rise to jast complaints of unjust discrimina- 
tion. 

It is probably not within the competence of legislation to wholly eliminate from the 
business of transportation all the evils that are incident to it, or grow out of it. But that 
they may be checked and mitigated by wholesome provisions and vigilant administra- 
tion, may with reason be assumed. 

The business of a common carrier concerns the whole public, and it is in the nature of 
a pablic function. All rates should be required to be made public. The granting of 
secret rebates or drawbacks, or other advantages, to one shipper or a particular class of 
shippers over others similarly situated, should be prohibited under penalties. 

Since the violent fluctuations of rates consequent on rate-wars between rival lines 
result usually in discriminative benefits to a few, at the ultimate expense of the public, 
means should be taken to at least moderate this disturbing element to the business inter- 
ests of the country. As a means to this end, we venture to suggest that contracts or 
agreements between rival companies to carry on inter-state traffic upon given rates, pro-' 
viding such rates ate reasonable and just, should be invested with a legal status, and be* 
enforceable with appropriate sanction. Such agreements should in all cases be first

established by Congress, whose judgment as to the reasonableness of the rates agreed 
upon should be requisite to give such agreement validity. By this riieans the public 
would be guaranteed against unreasonable orexodssivd rates upon inter-state* commerce, ' 
and the. railroad companies be afforded : some protection against practiced proceediugs 
among tjiemselves, and against each othe^. This suggestion is made upon the assump- 
tion that, for a.service rendered, a railroad company is entitled to a fair and reasonable 
remuneration, and that it is neither fair nor good policy to ask that it be done for less. 
Upon this basis, and with proper guarantee that this condition be secured, it is difficult 
to conceive what fundamental objection could exist to the enforcement of this character 
of contract. 

We venture to refer to another matter, though it is not embraced in your circular — 
the organized combinations among the various classes of railroad employ^, through 
which claims are made upon the companies, and compliance with these demands coerced 
by strikes, entailing serious losses both on companies and the public by arresting the op- 
eration of railways affected, 

GIVE PROMISE OP GREATER TROUBLE 

in the future unless some method' can bie devised to settle the disputed claims without 
resort to strikes; - Some of these organizations have adopted rules which hamper and in- 
terfere with the company's right to manage its own property and business.. They assume 
for these organizations the right to sit in judgment upon and revise and reverse the action 
of the manager or other executive head appointed by owners of property in matters per- 
taining to the employment and pay of employes. In thus denying the right to the com- 
pany of freedom of contract, these organizations, so far as they are concerned or affected, 
assume a joint management of the business in their own interests. While companies may 
for a time yield to superior force embodied in these organizations, they cannot recognize 
the claims or assamptions on the part of their employes as valid. On the other hand, 
workingmen feel that so long as they remain faithful and efficient in the line of their 
employment they ought to be able to feel secure in the permanency of such employment; 
that, when liable to be discharged, either for or without cause, at the arbitrary will or 
pleasure of one man — a man who practically commands their means of sustenance^ — 
they, to a certain extent, surrender their own rightful freedom. The strikes that most 
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frequently occur take place upon inter-state lines of railway, the striking combination 
extending into two or more States. 

It is submitted that to a national railroad commission might be submitted the power 
to arbitrate and settle disputes arising between the companies and their employes under 
such legal regulations as might be appropriately provided, and under such arbitration 
should be compulsory.

THE MISSOUKI PACIFIC KAILROAD STRIKE. 

We deem it not inappropriate in this place to give a brief account of an 
occurrence of very grave importance in connection with the operation of 
the Missouri Pacific railroad system, inasmuch as the cooperation of the 
Board was invited by the Governor, with a view to effecting a peaceable and 
just settlement of the matters in difference between the company named, 
and a portion of its employes, which gave rise to the occurrence. 

In the fore part of April last, the men employed in the shops of the com- 
pany named, except those in the shops situated in the city of St. Louis, 
struck simultaneously by preconcerted arrangement, and refused longer to 
work until certain matters were arranged to their satisfafction. This, of it- 
self, would not have seriously embarrassed the company, since the places of 
the striking employ^ could have been, without much difficulty, filled with 
other mechanics and workmen. The workmen, however, both revised to 
work^ or to vacate their places. The company tendered them their pay up 
to the time they quit work, and notified them of their discharge ; they re- 
fused ; to receive the one, or recognize the other. They remained in and 
about the shops and yards of the company, and assumed the custody and 
care of its property. They arrested the operation of the trains upon the 
company's lines in Missouri, Kansas, and Texas, except passenger trains 
carrying the United States mails, and thus entirely suspended all freight 
traffic, and paralyzed a great railroad system during the period of eight 
days. 

This was accomplished without resort to open and active coercion or force. 
The strikers, at the different points where the strike prevailed, viz., at 
Atchison and Parsons in Kansas, at Sedalia and Kansas City in Missouri, 
and at Fort Worth and Denison in Texas — points that practically com- 
manded the whole railroad system of this company — "advised" the en- 
gineers upon locomotives upon their arrival at each of the stations above 
named, to run them under cover, and draw their fires. At inferior division- 
stations the same procedure was pursued. It is perhaps needless to say that 
the engineers heeded the admonition thus given. While this advice to the 
engineers was not in form coercive, the latter, professed to understand that 
disobedience would be attended with seriously-ill consequences to themselves. 
The number of striking employes did not exceed 1,500, but they kept idle 
for the space of eight days an army of ten thousand men, besides a vast 
amount of rolling stock ; and delayed a large volume of freight upon the 
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tracks, entailing heavy pecuniary losses upon the company, and numerous 
parties Who were in no wise responsible for the cause. 

The inconvenience ^nd loss occasioned to the business public by the total 
cessation of traffic over a great railroad, especially where its operation is 
arrested for a considerable space of time, can hardly be estimated. So 
dependent is the public upon the continued operation of railroads for their 
usual supplies, that a prolonged strike may create much suffering and want. 

Soon after the strike developed, Gov. Martin was requested by the com- 
pany, through its attorneys, to interpose with the military power of the State 
for the restoration of the company's property to its own possession and con- 
trol. The Governor at once dispatched the Adjutant Greneral to Parsons, 
and proceeded himself to Atchison, inviting the cooperation of the Railroad 
Commissioners to investigate and ascertain the true situation of affairs, to 
preserve, if necessary, the public peace, and bring about a just and speedy 
settlement of the trouble. The situation at Atchison was characteristic oi 
the condition of things existing at other places where the strike prevailed. 
There was no riot, tumult, or other breach of the peace. There was no at- 
tempt to injure or destroy any of the company's property, or to- forcibly ob- 
struct the operation of the works ; nor any resistance to any public officer. 
The men were quiet, orderly and sober in their demeanor, and while the 
works and trains were lying idle, they guarded the company's property from 
injury by other intruders. By their acts the men were not incurring any 
criminal liability under the statutes of the State. They were present upon 
the company's premises in numbers ; th^ir presence there tended to intimi- 
date the other employ^; they were trespassers, since they were there without 
invitation or consent of the company, and were subject to removal from the 
shops and grounds by civil process. This would be unavailing in such a 
crisis, unless an injunction were resorted to to restrain and enjoin a continu- 
ing trespass, attended with consequences 6f innumerable and irreparable 
injuries. No process had been issued, and the civil power had not been 
regularly invoked, when the Governor was requested to interpose the mili- 
tary arm. It was plain to be seen that no cause existed to justify such a 
proceeding. 

The Governor at once set about investigating the differences existing be- 
tween the strikers and the company, and the justice or otherwise of the de- 
mands of the former upon the latter. 

The chief cause of the strike was a reduction of 10 per cent, in the 
wages of the mechanics and other employ^ in the shops on the first of Octo- 
ber previous, and a failure on the part of the company to restore the former 
standard of wages with the opening of the spring months. This reduction 
was somewhat aggravated in the minds of the men by the circumstance that 
the reduction took effect on the 1st of October, and they did not receive 
their notification of it until ten days thereafter. With the commencement 
of the winter, moreover, there was less demand for labor in the shops than 
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previously, on account of diminished business and less use for rolling stock, 
and the number of working hours had been cut down. Besides this, some 
misunderstanding had arisen with reference to pay for extra labor beyond 
the regular time. 

Information was sought and obtained as to the amount of wagies paid 
similar grades of workmen in the shops of the other nlilroad companies 
operating in the same territory, and upon comparison it was found that the 
reduction in the wages of the Missouri Pacific workmen, made in October, 
denoted the difference substantially between the wages paid this class of 
workmen by this and other companies. Full working time had been re- 
stored. 

The Governor and the Railroad Commissioners remained on the s^round 
at Atchison the greater part of the week. The leading men connected with 
the strike there were citizens whom the Governor had known many years, 
and whom he esteemed for their probity and intelligence. An accurate 
statement of the condition of affairs was telegraphed to the chief executive 
officers of the company at St. Louis, and this led to an invitation to the 
Governors of Kansas, Missouri, and Texas, and the Kailroad Commissioners 
of the respective States named, to meet those officers in St. Louis, to confer 
upon ' the existing situation of affairs, and provide, if possible, a solution of 
the difficulty. If bare compliance with the demands of the strikers had 
presented the only difficulty, it would have been an easy matter to have 
ended the strike. But other questions had arisen, in the progress of the 
strike, of much graver moment. ' The strikers had illegally held possession, 
and excluded the owners from the possession and management of their own 
property. They had been tendered full pay in discharge ai the company's 
obligations to them, and duly notified that the company would thereafter 
dispense With their services. To treat directly with them now would amount 
practically to an abdication, on the part of the cotnpany, of the manage- 
ment of its own property, and the direction of its own affairs. It would 
amount to a tacit recognition of the claim, impliedly put forth by the strik- 
ing employes, that the company possessed no power to discharge them unless 
they chose to consider themselves discharged. While the company's chief 
executive officers believed that the greater number of its employes desired 
to be loyalto the company's interest, yet they had placed themsielves under 
the direction of leaders whose ambition would be likely to grow by what it 
fed on, and whose demands, growing more arrogant in future, would render 
intelligent and efficient management of the property impossible, impair to 
the point of destruction its value, and bring the owner and master into a 
condition'of slavery to the servant. Such was the aspect which this ques- 
tion presented to the company at the moment of intervention by the repre- 
sentatives of the States of Missouri and Kansas. The result of that 
intervention is set forth in the following circular, accompanying which is 
the prefatory Associated Press dispatch, which briefly tells the story : 
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THE RAILROADS YIELD TO ARBITRATION. 

St. Louis, March 14. — The conference appointed to he held here to-day between the 
leading officials of the Minsouri Pacific Railroad Company and the Governors and other 
representatives of the States of Missouri and Kansas, on the subject of the strike existing 
along that, company's lines, took place this afternoon. After a long discussion, during 
which the situation was fully set forth, the representatives of the two States formulated 
a proposition which was immediately accepted by the railway officials. Subsequently 
Vice President Hayes issued a circular which has been sent to the officers and agents of 
the company at all affected points, and which tells the whole story, as follows: 

CIRCULAR. 

f he following auggestfdns have been presented to the undersigned as a solution of the difficulties at 
present impeding the operations of these railroads: 

2b Captain R,S. Hayes, First Vice J*resideni. and chi^ executive (^f the Missouri Pacific Railroad Cotnpany 
and associated roads : 
Whebeas, On acoonnt of the strike among certain eibploy^s of the Missouri Pacific Railroad Com- 
panj in the States of Missouri and Kansas, resulting in the stoppage of all freight traffic over said 
company's lines in said States, to the great detriment of the business interests and rights of the people 
of said States and the continuance of which endangers the public peace and safety of the comt>an7*s 
property ; and 

Whereas, The undersigned, representing the States above named, are anxious to restore harmor 
nions relations between the said company and its employes, and to restore to the public the unobstructed 
a8et>f said lines of railroad, we do reeommend and request the said company to restore to its-striking 
employes in Missouri and Kansas the same wages paid them in September, 1884, including one and one- 
half price for extra time worked, and to restore all said striking employes to their several employments' 
withoutprejudioeto them on account of the strike. . ' i . •. 

Believing that the foregoing^ will constitute a just and fair settlement, we recompiend th,eir accept- 
ance by the striking employes, as well as by the Missouri Pacific Railway Company.

THE MANAGERS CONCUR. 

With the desire to concur in the recommendations expressed above by the Statiei officials, and to open 

the usual avenues of commerce, and with a spirit of amity and harmony towards the employes of these 

companies, this is to give notice: that the rates of wages and terms above specified will go into effect 

on Monday morning, March 16th inst;, and be in effect from and after that date. Hereafter said rates 

will not be changed except after thirty days' notice thereof, given in the usual way.

No other strike has occurred during the year affecting any railroad 
operated in' Kansas, although strikes have taken place elsewhere, and it is 

evident that the relations existing between employer and employ^ have been, 
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and continue to be, of so strained a character as to excite gnwe apprehen- 
sions. The falling-off in traffic and earnings has compelled a number of the 
larger railroad companies to introduce corresponding measui^es of retrench- 
ment and economy during the past year or two ; besides, the diminished use 
of rolling stock, consequent of temporary depression in business, lessens the 
demand for labor engaged in the making and the repair of these ponderous 
cars and machines. At such times, either a part of the workmen must be 
discharged, and turned out of employment at a time when it is impossible 
to obtain employment elsewhere or in other similar avocations, or the whole 
be put upon short time and reduced wages. The latter course has been 
deemed the most humane, and it has been the course adopted. The great 
mass of workingmen, in the employ of a railroad, cannot always understand 
and appreciate the necessity which compels the company to such a couise ; 
they feel the pinchings of short allowance, and grow discontented. Other 
<;auses may combine to produce or swell the amount of dissatisfaction and 
uneasiness among the army of workmen. 

The question of strikes and their prevention is a matter of sufficient pub- 
lic importance to merit suggestions in this report, which, while they may 
not offer a solution of a problem presenting the greatest practical difficulties, 
may nevertheless tend towards an amelioration of those strained relations 
periodically arising between corporate capital and its employes. 

Strikes are exceedingly wasteful methods of obtaining redress of griev- 
ances, either real or imagined. They entail irretrievable losses upon the 
omploy^ themselves, and they inflict great injury on the public, and the 
companies whose works are stopped by them. Besides this, they tend to 
oreate unfriendly feelings between managers and their workmen. They 
constitute an appeal to force rather than to reason, and threaten serious dis- 
turbances of the public peace. Even if the material losses, and the incon- 
veniences occasioned the public, whose commerce and business is dependent 
upon the uninterrupted and orderly operation of railways, which are the 
arteries of our commercial system, were the only consideration, this would 
surely seem sufficient to induce attempts to devise some methods more con- 
sonant with reason, by which differences of the nature referred to should be 
settled before they eventuate in strikes. But considerations of even a 
graver character are involved. 

The law governing the respective rights and relations of employers of labor 
and their employ^ is well settled, and admits of no doubt as to its signifi- 
cance and bearings. It recognizes the right of the employ^ to accept or reject 
the terms offered, and precisely the same freedom of contract is left to the em- 
ployer. The one cannot be coerced to work upon unsatisfactory conditions, 
nor can the other be lawfully forced to comply with demands which he 
deems unjust, or which for any other reason he regards it inexpedient to 
grant. The employed may combine to present their demand, and may re- 
fuse to continue work if it is not complied with ; they may present to their 
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employer the alternative of retaining his workmen by granting their de- 
mand, or losing them by rejecting it. To the employer is left, by the law, the 
freedom of weighing the advantages to himself of adopting one course or the 
other, and of choosing either alternative. But when the employ^ goes be- 
yond this, and seizes his employer's property, and arrests the operation of 
his works, he has committed an unlawful trespass. This must be so, and 
continue to be the case so long as the law shall recognize individual rights 
in property. It must be evident, that if such a method of settling disputes, 
or rather of enforcing demands, is tolerated and becomes generally operative, 
it will be attended with the gravest consequences, in which the chief sufferer 
will be the workingman. Without the investment of capital in industrial 
enterprises, labor must go unemployed; and it is hardly conceivable that 
capitalists will continue to employ their money in these avenues, when it 
comes to be recognized that by so doing they are practically placing it be- 
yond their own control. It can admit of no doubt that such a practice tends 
to produce a paralysis of our industrial system. Moreover, the display of 
combined forces in unlawful directions, irrespective of the ends to be attained, 
tends to the overturning of our legal system, and of its orderly administra- 
tion, in the maintenance of which every citizen possesses a vital stake. 

It must not be supposed that strikes are always without provocation ; but 
they can never be justifiable when they go to the extent of seizing the em- 
ployer's property, and by force or intimidation prevent its being operated. 

The wages of the mechanic who receives the highest rate of wages paid 
to wage-workers are hardly more than sufficient to sustain, by the practice 
of a prudent economy, an ordinary family. Many of the conveniences and 
rational enjoyments of life craved by intelligent' men must be foregone, since 
these can only be obtained by the sacrifice of things of greater and com- 
moner necessity. This is the condition of things even at times when labor 
is in steady demand, and wages reach their maximum limit. When the con- 
trary is the case, and the men are called upon to submit to reductions in the 
rate of wages or the hours of labor, or perhaps both, a pinching economy 
must be practiced that excludes from the workingman's household many of 
the ordinary comforts of life. The case is still worse with the man who re- 
ceives the wages of an unskilled workman. 

The great majority of American workmen feel themselves able, with a fair 
chance, to earn a decent support for themselves and those, dependent upon 
them, and they are ambitious to do so — an ambition the country cannot 
afford to suppress, but should rather encourage, since the gratification of it 
produces a desirable condition of contentment, and serves as an incitement 
to a display of thrift and skill which has raised the American mechanic to 
a position where he may fairly claim in skillfulness and celerity of work- 
manship superiority to similar grades of workmen in the most advanced 
industrial countries in the world. 

In periods of industrial depression an unusual quantum of labor remains 
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unemployed, competition for work becomes sharp, and the tendency in the 
rates of wages to fall is most decided. At such times especially is the work- 
man insecure, and, standing alone, in a situation of utter helplesinress. Com- 
binations in labor organizations are felt by the army of workmen to be a 
necessary concomitant of their situation. To adjust the relations between 
capital and labor in such way as to avoid conflict or serious friction is, in 
the present condition of society, an impossible task. The disturbing ele- 
ments are so various, numerous and unforeseen that no possible settlement 
could provide against them all. But this should not deter from rational 
efforts to bring the two into greater harmony, and reduce inevitable evils to 
the lowest minimum. 

The manner in which the strike in this instance was brought to a close 
is itself suggestive. The principle of arbitration substantially employed >■ 
may not be free from objections; arid it is not pretended that it would be of 
universal application irrespective of the character of the works subjected 
to the stress of a strike. 

80 far as the regulation of the relations between railway corporations and- 
their employes id concerned, the matter assumes a different' phase than is 
presented in the case of employers, whether private persons or corporations? 
whose business does not directly affect the public. While in liegal theory 
the same freedom of contract is accorded to all, without diritittction, yet 
railway corporations, by reason of their more genei'al and direct relations 
to the public, the vast powers which they necessarily control in the pTosecu- 
tioiri of the business intrusted to them, the exercise of the right of eminent 
domain j the engrosisment of almost the entire traffic and travel of the coun- 
try, bringing their powers and functions into direct contact with the material 
interests of nearly every citizen, have been subjected by the State to greater 
coiitrol and regulation in the operation of their works than have the inter- 
ests of other classes of corporations. While the corporation which owns 
and operates the property is a private body, the roads themselves are held 
to be in a sense public works, constituting the great highways and thorough- 
fares of the country. The power and right of the State' to regulate their 
methods of management of these works, and to limit the pOW6r of ta-xation 
which the exercise of these functions involves, is established beyond dispute. 
If the State may make distinct requirements upon the management of these 
works, deemed necessary to promote the public safety and convenience,* or 
for the protection of private interests, it is not easy to perceive any good 
reasori why it may not also introduce the feature of arbitration as a pre- 
ventive of strikes^ and the great losses and inconveniences inflicted on the 
public through their agency. In either case there exists, to the extent the 
State assumes Control or regulation, an invasion of the principle of absolute 
right to the unrestrained use of property supposed to belong to ownership. 
The right of use in all species of property is so far subject to modification 
by State control as that the right must be exercised in such manner as not 
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to interfere with the equal rights of others to the enjoyment of theirs, or 
inflict unnecessary injury upon another. The right of State control of rail- 
roads is but an extension of the same principle, extended necessarily from 
the circumstance that a vast variety of interests pertaining to each com- 
munity are directly affected by their existence and management. 

It can hardly admit of doubt that, if the alternative is presented of per- 
mitting the recurrence of strikes, with probably increasing frequency, with 
their wasteful methods and alarming consequences, or their forcible suppres- 
sion by the State, irrespective of the nature of the cause, or a peaceful set- 
tlement of disputes by methods calculated to reach fair conclusions, the 
latter is preferable. 

It is not to be ignored that fears are entertained that in settling disputes 
between railway companies and large bodies of their employes, extraneous 
considerations may enter in and render the board or officer appointed to 
arbitrate, in a measure powerless to resist unjust or unreasonable demands. 
We think that a few considerations will serve to show that the fear is, if not 
unfounded, at least exaggerated. To attempt to maintain a scale of prices 
for the labor of railroad employes considerably higher than those paid to 
similar grades of workmen in other departments of industry would, to- 
gether with the constant employment afforded, render the railroad service 
so attractive as to create an eager demand for this class of service. Such a 
demand would rapidly restore a proper equality in the wage rate. To at- 
tempt to withstand such a demand would be futile. It would be equivalent 
to creating a monopoly of a particular kind of service for the special bene- 
fit of a favored few. Such a course would be so manifestly unjust and un- 
fair as to become intolerable. The evil would supply its own corrective. 

The causes leading to strikes are not confined to the question of wages, 
but other sources of trouble frequently arise between employer and employ^ 
in the railway service, which are keenly felt by the latter : such, for instance, 
as tyrannical conduct on the part of subordinate officers in immediate charge 
of departments of labor; arbitrary dismissals from the service without 
assigned cause; taxation for surgical attendance and treatment in case of 
injuries or sickness, at hospitals remote from the homes and friends of the 
employ 6, and the like. Many of the causes that tend to breed discontent 
among railroad employes may be avoided by the management, by rigidly 
enforcing fair treatment towards employ^ from those intrusted with the 
superintendence of the various departments of the service. 

It is well recognized that there is no occupation that entails upon employes 
so great responsibilities as the railroad service, and in which unskillfulness, 
negligence or carelessness is attended with so grave consequences to the em- 
ployer and the community. Moreover, in the operation of a railroad there 
are many ways in which the expenses incident to operation may be un- 
necessarily increased by wastefulness and carelessness of employ^. Fidelity 
to the company's interests on the part of employ^ is as essential as trained 
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skillfulness, to the efficient management of these works. But it is. certain 
that to secure this, there needs to be as great permanence in the personnel or 
the service as can be reasonably attained, and attachment to the company's 
interests, which long service and fair treatment will tend to create. 

SWITCH CONNECTIONS AT CROSSINGS OF RAILROADS. 

At numerous points railroads cross each other. As roads multiply in the 
State, the number of crossing-points will increase. Wherever it is necessary 
for the transfer of freight from one road to another, there should be con- 
structed and maintained switch connections, so that loaded cars can be 
transferred from one road to another, and avoid the necessity of transferring 
bulk freight from car to car. It is unnecessary to construct such switch 
connections at all crossings. In some instances, railroads cross each other 
at points where there is no town and no depot. At such points it would be 
inconvenient, and generally unnecessary, to make transfers of freight. At 
all convenient points, however, where any considerable quantity of freight 
is transferred from one road to another, the expense to the shipper of unload- 
ing and reloading should be avoided by proper switch connections. The 
need of such connections is felt to-day at several points of crossing where 
they do not exist. 

The law does not provide how or by whom they shall be built. One 
company has no right to build upon the right-of-way and track of another 
without the latter's consent, or by condemning the right-of-way. Besides, 
it sometimes occurs that neither company desires to make such connections 
at particular points. The law furnishes no provisions as to which company 
shall build in such cases, nor upon what terms such switches may be main- 
tained and operated. The simplest solution of this matter would be to re- 
quire by law, whenever in the judgment of the Railroad Commissioners a 
public necessity or convenience would thereby be subserved, that each com- 
pany whose roads cross should build one-half of such switch ; or in case one 
company built it, the other should contribute its proportion of the expense. 

We recommend that provisions be made by law, of the tenor above indi- 
cated, providing for the building of such switch connections. 

INSPECTION OF RAILROADS. 

The Board has from time to time during the past year made inspection 
and examination of the different lines of roads operated in this State, and 
also as to the manner of their operation and management with reference to 
the public safety and convenience. Grenerally, it may be said that the phys- 
ical condition of the railroads of Kansas has been improved the past year, 
compared with the preceding year. Upon several, lines in the southern por- 
tion of the State, excessive rains and destructive floods have made great 
havoc with large parts of the tracks, in some instances suspending opera- 
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tion, and requiring considerable extra outlays of money to restore the road- 
beds and bridges. 

The leading lines in the State — those over which the heaviest volume of 
traffic rolls — are in excellent order and condition. The operating depart- 
ments of these roads are conducted with care and skill. There have been 
no accidents during the past year of a serious nature, which, it would ap- 
pear, could have been avoided by the exercise of care. The few that have 
occurred are attributable to sudden and unexpected floods. 

Special mention has been made in the former reports of this Board; as to the 
condition of the Central Branch and the Neosho Division of the M. K. & T. 
railroads. Both of these roads had been very greatly neglected, and they 
had reached a condition where, but for prompt and extensive improvements,. 
they would soon <^ease to be railroads. The attention of the managementa 
was brought to this state of affairs by the Board, and urgent requests were 
made to have these roads put into a proper state of repair. Upon the Cen- 
tral Branch line considerable progress was made in repairing the track a 
year ago, and the management assured the Board that these improvements 
would continue until the road was put into first-class condition. This as- 
surance has been faithfully lived up to, and the public may rest assured that 
the Central Branch road is now in good order and safe condition. 

Since our last report, there have been laid 3,481 tons of additional steel 
rail, and 2,000 tons more are to be furnished and laid in the track between 
this writing and the first of January next. When laid, there will be a con- 
tinuous steel track from Atchison to Clifton, 132 miles. There have been 
placed on the road-bed 122,483 first-quality cross-ties under the new steel to 
replace decayed ones, and to shorten the space between ties. The track thus 
renewed contains from 2,800 to 3,000 ties per mile, making a smooth and 
solid road. The greater portion of the line referred to above has been 
equipped with new frogs, switch-stands, and switch-ties. 

There have been constructed about four and one-half miles of additional 
side-track, located at the following points : Passing-tracks at Vleit's station. 
Blue Rapids, Wetmore, Goff's, Vermillion, Irving, Bigelow, Netawaka, Glen 
Elder, and Scottsville ; coal track at Jamestown ; elevator tracks at Barnes,. 
Muscotah, two at Centralia, one at Beloit, two at Waterville, one at Clifton ; 
freight-house track at Frankfort and Palmer ; and besides additional side- 
tracks at Atchison, Rice, and Yuma. 

A new freight house has been completed at Atchison, and new passenger 
and freight depots have been built at Frankfort and Waterville. Provi- 
sions have been made for a new depot at Randall station, and also for the 
enlargement of the depots at Palmer, Clyde, Ames, Glen Elder, Harlan, 
and Mankato, some of which are now in progress, and all to be completed 
by the first of January next. 

Thirty-nine miles of wire fence have been built along the line during the 
year, and about sixty new cattle-guards. Other important improvements 
are in progress in respect to the water supply, and the preparation and sup- 
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ply of rock ballast to the track. Five new engines have been added to the 
motive force, and pains have been taken to place the car equipment in first- 
class order. The amount expended in maintenance of way during the first 
nine months was $315,00!0; estimated cost for the remainder of the year, 
$130,000 ; total, $445,000. 

With the present rate of improvement another year, the Central Branch 
will be in very good condition over the whole line. The superintendent, 
Mr. Fagan, is anxious to make the Central Branch a first-class road in every 
particular, and we believe that he is using his present opportunity with ad- 
mirable judgment and energy to reach that result. 

The present superintendent of the Missouri, Kansas & Texas Kailroad, 
Mr. E. K. Sibley, has taken hold of the improvements necessary to be made 
upon the Neosho Division, from Junction City to Parsons, and is pushing 
them with vigor. The traffic upon this part of that system has been light, 
and this division — the first to be built — and the parent stem of the great 
system of roads which reaches three States and one Territory, had fallen 
into a condition of decay. It has suffered greatly from repeated floods in 
the lower Neosho valley the past year. Its condition, however, has been 
greatly improved up to the period of this writing. On November 7, 1886, 
the superintendent reported to this Board the amount of new material put 
into the track since January Ist, last, from which we quote: 

"There have been laid on that line, (Neosho section,) from January 1st, 1885, to No- 
vember 1st, 1885, 44^ miles of steel rails, and we have now ready to lay about six miles, 
which will be put in the track during the month of November. This steel has. been laid 
from a point about two miles north of Emporia, and continuous south to a point south 
of Leroy Junction, making a continuous steel rail from two miles north of Emporia to 
seven miles south of Leroy Junction, with the exception of two or three miles of iron 
which was too gopd to take up. The six miles, when laid, will continue the steel track 
south of Neosho Falls. We have put on the same section 45,743 cross-ties and nine sets 
of switch ties. A little over one mile of new siding has been made, about 3,000 feet of 
which was put in at Emporia an4 3,000 feet at Council Grove. We have also put 17^ 
miles 6i rock ballast, and 4^ miles of gravel ballast in the track. A little over 15 miles 
of wire fence have been built. The bridges and trestles have been improved and re- 
newed when necessary," 

The other portions of the M. K. & T. road in Kansas have been well 
taken care of, and the main line and Leroy branch are in excellent condi- 
tion, and upon these a high rate of speed can be attained with comfort and 
safety to passengers. 

The past year has not been a prosperous one for railroads, but it is grat- 
ifying that, notwithstanding this, no effort has been spared to keep up and 
even better the physical condition of the roads in this State. With the 
present rate of improvement continued another year, there will not be a 

mile of poor railroad in the State. JAMES HUMPHREY,

In 1879 the road came under the control of the Union Pacific Railway, who held it in charge and 
operated it until January 1, 1884, when, by action of a majority of the bondholders, it was placed in 
the hands of Geo. B. Smythe, Receiver. 

January 11, 1884, by agreement of the bondholders, the property was again placed in the possession 
of the St. Joseph & Western Railroad Company. 

On May 1, 1885, the Union Pacific Railway Company assumed control; and on June 11, 1885, it was 
sold, and the name changed to St. Joseph & Grand Island Railroad.

The complainant, under date Aug. 11, 1884, filed his complaint, alleging an excessive 
charge upon a shipment of one car of coal from Cherry vale to Elk City. 

The complaint was referred to the respondent company, and answer made by them, 
Sept. 13 and Sept. 19, denying that an excessive charge was made upon the shipment, 
and explaining in full the route of the shipment, and charges made. 

After considering the evidence submitted, the Board rendered the following decision : 

DECISION. 

The complainant in this case purchased in March last one car-load of coal of a 
dealer in Cherry vale, Kansas. Upon the arrival of the coal in Elk City, Mr. Davis was 
called upon to pay charges upon same, amounting to $40.70, which he claims to be excess- 
ive, and asks the excess refunded. 

The investigation in this case shows that the car of coal received by Mr. Davis was 
originally shipped from Cherry vale to one J. A. Stone, of Independence, Kas., who refused 
to receive it, claiming that he had not ordered it. That afterward, acting upon the ad- 
vice of consignors, he consigned it to complainant at Elk City, allowing the accrued 
charges to follow. 

It is shown that the car was weighed at Cherry vale — gross weight, 62,500 lbs.; tare, 

18,500 lbs.; net, 44,000, or 22 tons. The regular tariff rate in effect at that time, (but 

which has since been very materially reduced,) was as follows: 

From Gherryvale to Independence, 85 cents per ton $18.70 

From Independence to Ek City,$1.00 per ton 22.00 

Making a total charge at Elk City, of. $40.70 

At the same time the rate from Cherry vale to Elk City was $1.40 per ton ; and had the 
coal been shipped direct from one point to the other, Mr. Davis would have been charged 
but $30.80 instead of $40.70. 

It is an undisputed fact, that it costs more per ton per mile to transport freight a 
short distance than a long one, and this principle is recognized by all transportation 
companies throughout the country; and as this charge was made for two short hauls, the 
railroad company was clearly entitled to its local tariff rate for each haul. 

The Commissioners are of the opinion that if Mr. Davis was obliged to pay more than 
the tariff rate for a single haul from Cherry vale to Elk City, the fault was not with the 
Southern Kansas Railway Company.

PETITION. 

Constant, Cowley Co., Kas., Oct. 7, 1884. 

We, the undersigned petitioners, respectfully represent that we are each resident land- 
owners of Pleasant Valley, Beaver, and Creswell townships, Cowley county, State of Kan- 
sas. That we are situated between Winfield and Arkansas City, on and adjacent to the 
line of the Atchison, Topeka & Santa F^ Railroad Company, and that there is no depot 
or side-track between Winfield and Arkansas City. That the surrounding country is en- 
tirely composed of agricultural lands, and is thickly populated. That the convenience 
and accommodation of the public demand a depot and side-track with switches upon the 
following-described tract of land, in Pleasant Valley township, Cowley county, Kansas, 
to wit: The south half of the southeast quarter of section thirty, in township thirty-three 
south, of range four east, at the point of crossing of said railroad, on the south line of the 
above-described land. 

Now your petitioners pray that your honorable Board notify the Atchison, Topeka & 
Santa F^ Railroad Company that a depot, side-track and switches are necessary and rea- 
sonable improvements for the convenience of the public, and that such improvements 
should be made forthwith, at the point above designated. 

Signed by Lucien Walton and 107 others. 

DECISION. 

On the 9th day of October last, a petition signed by Lucien Walton and 107 others, 
residing in the vicinity of Constant post office, was received by this Board, asking for the 
location of a depot building, side-track and other station facilities, at a point where the 
respondent company^s road crosses the section line between sections thirty and thirty-one, 
in township thirty-four south, of range four east, in Cowley county. 

The petition was referred to A. A. Robinson, Esq., General Manager of the respond- 
ent company, who was asked to report to this Board why the request of the petitioner 
should not be complied with. 

On the 12th of November, and before receiving an answer to the letter referring the 
matter to Mr. Robinson, the Board received a remonstrance, signed by Mr. Walton and 
103 others, against the location of depot building, side-tracks, &c., at the point selected 
by the railroad company. On the 18th of the same month, one of the members of the 
Board visited the point where the improvements were desired, and made inquiry in re- 
gard to the surrounding country, and the questions in controversy between the dtizens 
and the railroad company, with a view of determining the necessity of station facilities 
at this point. 

The distance between Winfield and Arkansas City is about 13 miles. The country 
along the line of road being very productive and thickly settled, and there being no 
station facilities between the points named, it was quite evident that the request of the 
petitioners was reasonable, and that they should be accommodated with proper facilities 
for shipping and handling their grain, (&c. 

It seemed that the railroad company admitted that station facilities were needed, for 
they had secured ground and almost completed the grading; had material upon the 
ground to complete the track laying, at a point about one and a half miles north of the 
place designated in the petition, and three-quarters of a mile north of Constant post 
office, which is about half way between Winfield and Arkansas City. 

At Constant post office there is a store, a church, a residence, and an office building. 
The railroad company had recognized this as a flag station, and had placed a platform 
at the side of the track for the accommodation of passengers, but no convenience had 
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been furnished for the shipping or handling of freight. Had the side-track and station 
house been placed at this point, there would have been no complaint from any source, 
as it was generally conceded and believed that when the company established these im- 
provements they would be placed at this point. The location is favorable, the track is 
straight for some distance in either direction, and the grade easy ; but when it was made 
known that the company desired to purchase sufficient ground for station facilities, the 
owner of the land asked $100 per acre for it. The company regarded this price as ex- 
travagant, and tried to purchase the land at the point designated in the petition, and 
were asked $50 per acre for it ; while the citizens further north proposed to donate the 
land required by the company, 300x2400 feet, upon condition that the company would 
make the contemplated improvements thereon. The proposition was accepted by the 
company, and under date of December 15th, the Board was informed that the side-track 
was placed, a depot building erected, and that stock yards will be erected as soon as 
material can be placed on the ground. 

The railroad company exercised great diligence in establishing this station after the 
matter was referred to the Commissioners, and had the same prompt action been mani- 
fested in answering the letter of the Board in referring the petition to Mr. Robinson, it 
is probable that the dififerent factions desiring the location of the depot might have 
been adjusted in such a manner as to have placed these improvements at a point that 
would have been satisfactory to all, and without additional cost to the railroad company. 

The Commissioners are of the opinion that the present location of the station, while 
it may not accommodate so many people, does reasonably accommodate the people of 
that vicinity ; hence it would be unwise and unjust to recommend its removal.

All coal, not owned by the rail- 
way company, is charged 21c. per cwt. from Oswego, a distance of 124 miles. Your 
rate, and established by all other roads, is 9|c. per cwt. from Oswego. We ask that you 
give this your earliest attention. Our town is in need of a bigger coal supply, and our 
merchants in that business are forced to buy elsewhere, therefore want a protection by 
getting your rates. Trusting to have an early effort in our behalf,

COMPLAINT OP JOHN EXTON. 

To the Board of BaUroad CommimonerB^ Topeka^ Kas, : The Trisco railroad refuses to 
give a less rate on coal from Oswego to Wichita than $4.80 per ton, except the coal is 
mined on land on the line of the 'Frisco road — then the rate is $2 per ton for 150 miles, 
which is the distance (a fraction less) from Oswego to Wichita. This discrimination 
seems to be made to prevent shipments, over the 'Frisco road, of coal mined in the 
Indian Territory, at McAllister and other points. Could the 'Frisco Company be com- 
pelled to st6p this discrimination? I think there will be no scarcity of fuel in this part 
of Kansas. The Ft. Scott <& Wichita Kailroad seems to be complying with the legal 
tariff, but as my yards are located on the 'Frisco and A. T. & S. F., I cannot ship over 
the Ft. Scott without having to unload and haul over half a mile in wagons. Will you 
please inform me what steps I shall take to compel the 'Frisco to comply with the 
established rate? Respectfully, John Exton. 

DECISION. 

On December 26th, 1885, the Board took up these cases with Mr. G. W. Cale, the 
General Freight Agent of the respondent company. Upon an examination of the facts 
it was disclosed that the respondent company was charging a higher rate on coal brought 
to their line from the McAllister mines, in the Indian Territory, destined to points on 
the company's road, than was charged on coal mined on the line of the company's road. 

There appearing to be no other reason for making these discriminative rates than to 
favor the mines and the mining industries along the company's own line, the Board 
hold and decide that such discrimination is unjust to othor mining interests situated 
off the company's line. All parties engaged in the same line of business have a right 
to compete on terms, so far as railroad charges are concerned, and their situation will 
permit, of equality. We do not by this intend to deny the right to a railroad company 
to manage its coal traffic in such manner as to place the mining industries on its own line 
upon a full equality with all others with which they are likely to be brought into com- 
petition ; and where by reason of the greater cost of producing the coal at any mines 
along its road over the cost of production elsewhere, a discriminative rate is necessary to 
protect them, we cannot regard such discrimination as unjust, but rather justifiable. 
But there is no element of greater cost of production to justify the discrimination in this 
case. The rate upon coal mined off of the company's line is, as it was intended to be, 
prohibitory as to all such coal in the market along the company's road. 

Besides the right of coal companies to compete on fair terms over all railroads, the 
public have the right to purchase coal from whatever party they desire, or whichever 
coal they choose, without being mulcted with an excessive or unreasonable freight charge. 

These views having been stated to Mr. Cale, the company's General Freight Agent, 
that gentleman at once signified his willingness to adopt one rate for coal carried over 
their road, whether mined on their line or not. 

On January 1, 1885, the company put into effect a revised coal tariff to conform to 
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the opinion of the Board. The following table shows the rates formerly in effect on this 
olafis of coal, and the revised rates of January 1st :

PETITION. 

EosEDALE, Kas., Oct. 29, 1884. 

To the JRailroad Commissionera within and for the StaU of Kanms — Gentlemen : I, 
John 8. Bay, principal manager of the firm of Bay, Smith & Co., known as the Bay 
Coal Mining Company, of Coalvale, Kas., do hereby appeal to you for assistance in the 
vindication of our rights as miners and shippers in the State of Kansas. 

The circumstances of which we complain are as follows : Early last spring we opened 
a mine between Arcadia and Coalvale, Kas., about 50 feet from the track of the Kansas 
City, Ft. Scott & Gulf Bailroad, on the Cherryvale branch, and applied for a spur and 
switch on which to load our coal for shipment, and were indirectly told we could have it 
by paying full cost, which we agreed to do. They sent on a surveyor, surveyed the spur 
and reported the exorbitant charge of three hundred and ninety dollars for 250 feet, we 
grading and tying the same, which we also agreed to ; but they never did it. 

On the 21st of October I went to see the Superintendent of the road, and was told 
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that I could not have a spur or switch on any conditions whatever — that they (the rail- 
road company) were taking up all switches where but little was done, because the large 
companies wanted all the cars they had, and it was less trouble to put a whole train in 
at one place than to drop cars at several places, and it was out of the question to give a 
switch where we only expected to load four or five cars a day. 

The fact is, two or three large firms control this matter and do all they can to keep 
others out, for fear of competition in trade. 

We therefore appeal to you to grant us permission to construct a spur of 300 feet, on 
the north side of our coal banks, and connect the same with the Kansas City, Ft. Scott 
<& Gulf Railroad, at our expense. Yours, John S. Ray. 

DECISION. 

On the 31 St day of December, 1884, the application of John S. Ray & Co., filed with 

the Board on November 3d, 1884, for permission to lay out and construct a spur and 

switch to connect the coal mines of the said applicants with the line of the Kansas City,. 

Fort Scott <& Gulf Railroad, at a point hereafter named, is now considered by the 

Board. The said railroad company and the parties interested have had due notice of 

the said application. It appearing to the Board that the applicant, John S. Ray, is 

operating and working a coal mine under a lease from Mary Jane King and James J. 

King, owners of the following-described land upon which said mine is located, viz. : the 

southeast quarter of the northeast quarter of section eleven, in township twenty-eight, 

in range twenty-five, in the county of Crawford and State of Kansas, with the right 

under the said lease to occupy so much of said land as may be necessary to construct and 

operate such spur and switch thereon, it is ordered by the Board that said applicants, 

John S. Ray & Co., have permission to lay out and construct a spur and switch over the 

land aforesaid, and other lands to which he has or may hereafter acquire the right to 

occupy and use for that purpose, in such manner as will conveniently connect his said 

mines with the line of the said railroad.

The complainant, under dates January 3d, 9th and 17th, complains of discrimina- 
tion against him by respondent company, in that he is charged $57.70 upon the ship- 
ment of a car of wood from Oak Valley to Harper, while other parties pay but $26 per 
car upon shipments from Longton, a point but six miles nearer Harper than Oak 
Valley. 

The complaint was referred to respondent company, and an explanation requested.

liAWRENCE, Kas., Jan. 22, 1886. 
E. J, Tamer, Esq., Sec^y State Board Bailroad CommWs, Topeka, Kas. — Dear Sir : Re- 
garding attached complaint of H. Reed, on May 5, 1884, one W. S. Forrey, asked us 
by letter, for best rates on wood, C. L., from Longton and Oak Valley to Harper ; and in 
reply we advised that, if notified of acceptance before shipments were made, we would 
put in effect, from either point, a rate of $26 per car. On June 18, 1884, Mr. Forrey 
replied: "Please notify agent at Longton to bill four cars wood to me at Harper as per 
your letter of recent date, $26 per car, and oblige." Presuming from this that he had 
made arrangements to get his wood at Longton and not from Oak Valley, the rate was 
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pat in effect from the firet-named point only. Had we been advised that shipments- 
were to be made from Oak Valley^ we would have pat in effect the same rate from that 
point as from Longton. If complainant intends shipping more wood from Oak Valley, 
and will advise us to that effect, we will put in a rate of $26, same as from Longton. 
We have had no correspondence with Mr. Beed> and his complaint is the first notice we 
have had of his shipments. Yours truly,

DECISION. 

The complainant shipped one car-load of cord-wood from Oak Valley to Harper, and 
was charged therefor by respondent company the sum of $57.70. The complaint i» 
based upon the fact that other parties had been shipping the same kind of wood from 
Longton, a point only six miles nearer Harper than Oak Valley, at such a rate as al- 
lowed them to sell the wood at six dollars per cord, which led him to believe that there 
was either an overcharge upon his shipment, or a clear case of discrimination in the 
freight rate charged ; hence the matter was referred to this Board. 

The respondent company admits that a special rate on wood, from Longton to Har- 
per, was made of $26 per car to one W. S. Forrey, and that a similar rate would have 
been given Mr. Beed from Oak Valley had he asked for it ; and the company further 
says : '' If complainant intends shipping more wood from Oak Valley, and will advise us 
to that effect, we will put in a rate of $26, the same rate that obtains from Longton to- 
Harper." 

Section 10, chapter 124, Session Laws of 1883, provides that "no railroad company 
shall charge, demand or receive from any person, company or corporation, for the trans- 
portation of any property, or for any other service, a greater sum than it shall at the 
same time charge, demand or receive from any other person, company or corporation, for 
a like service from the same place, or upon like condition and under similar circum- 
stances, and all concessions of rates, drawbacks and contracts for special rates shall be 
open to and allowed all persons, companies and corporations alike." 

The respondent company having voluntarily fixed a rate on wood which was taken 
advantage of by Mr. Forrey, said company cannot legally charge Mr. Beed a greater 
sum for the same service, and the Board therefore recommends that the Southern Kan- 
sas Bailway Company refund to the complainant the amount charged him in excess of 
the amount charged Mr. Forrey for a similar shipment.

RESPONDENT BEQUESTS RECONSIDERATION OF THE COMPLAINT.

E. J, Turnery Esq., Secretary Board of Railway Commissioners, Topeka, Kas. — Dear 
Sib: Acknowledging receipt of your decision in the case of H. Beed, under date of 
January 23d, allow me to request that you give the matter further consideration, for the 
following reasons : 

1st. The shipment from Oak Valley upon which complaint is based was not from the 
same point from which the rate of $26 was made, and we do not see, therefore, how it 
could come within the meaning of section No. 10, as a case of discrimination. 

2d. The rate charged Mr. Beed from Oak Valley was the rate agreed upon by the 
railroads and Bailroad Commissioners, and declared by the latter to be just and reason- 
able, and it does not appear to us that this railroad should be condemned for enforcing 
said rate. 

3d. In rendering their decision the Board say: ''The respondent company having 
voluntarily fixed a rate on wood which was taken advantage of by Mr. Forrey, said 
company cannot legally charge Mr. Beed a greater sum for the same service." As the 
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shipment was not made by Mr. Beed from the same point, but from Oak Valley, and by 
Mr. Forrey from Longton, it seems to me the wording is wrong, and is calculated to 
lead the complainant to believe that, in the judgment of the Board, this company had 
violated the law, and had willfully discriminated against him, which is a charge which 
I feel the Board did not intend to make against this company, and which I believe the 
Board will agree with me would be unjust. 

Trusting the Board will consider the above reason sufficient to give us a rehearing?

S. B. HyneSy Esq.j OenercU Freight AgevU, Southern Kansas BaUway Company, Latorence, 
Kansas — Deab Sib : Beplying to yours of 2d inst., I am instracted to say, that while it 
is true that the shipment made by Mr. Beed was from Oak Valley, and that made by 
Mr. Forrey was from Longton, making the haul six miles longer in the former than the 
latter case, yet the Board feel justified in their decision, from the fact stated in your let- 
ter to them of January 22d, in which you state : " On May 5, 1884, one W. S. Forrey asked 
us by letter for best rate on wood in car lots from Longton or Oak Valley to Harper, and 
in reply we advised that, if notified of acceptance before shipments were made, we would 
put into effect from either point, a rate of $26 per car." From the above it is quite clear 
that you abandoned the distance-tariff rate, and substituted one of your own. This, of 
course, you had a perfect right to do ; but having done so in the case of Mr. Forrey, you 
have not the right to refuse the same rate to Mr. Beed under similar circumstances. Had 
you not offered Mr. Forrey his option to ship from Oak Valley or Longton, and Mr. 
Reed's shipment involved a haul of six miles farther, your company could not be justified 
in charging $31.70 per car for the additional six miles haul. 

The question of the reasonableness of the rate charged is not considered. It is clearly 
one of discrimination. The Board see no reason for changing the views already expressed 
in their decision.

Respondent again requests reconsideration of the complaint : 

Lawbencb, Kas., February 21, 1885. 

To the Stale Board of BailroadCbmmissioners, Topeka, Kas. — Gentlemen: Regarding 
the complaint of H. Reed for overcharge on a car-load of wood shipped from Oak Valley 
to Harper: I do not think you have yet considered all the facts in the case, perhaps for 
the reason that they may not have been properly presented to you in our correspondence. 
I will therefore, in this communication, endeavor to make the matter plain to you, and 
trust that a proper understanding of the case may induce you to alter your decision 
against us. 

In the first place, the rate named Mr. Forrey was on condition that he advise us of 
acceptance of the same before shipment was made, which condition he complied with on 
his shipments from Longton, and was therefore entitled to the rate named him from that 
point only. Had he made his shipments from Oak Valley instead of from Longton, 
after having advised us that he would ship from the last-named point, he would have 
been charged the same rate as was charged Mr. Reed, and nothing would have been re- 
funded him ; in other words, the situation at Oak Valley at the time Mr. Reed made his 
shipment was such, that a shipment made by Mr. Forrey or any other person, would 
have been charged the same as was charged Mr. Reed. 

The object of having shippers advise us of acceptance of a rate named them, when 
less than the rate at the time in effect, is to enable us to instruct our agents to bill the 
property at such reduced rate, thus avoiding the trouble and expense of making voucher 
for overcharge. 
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I cannot admit that section 10 of the railroad law has any bearing on this case, for 
the reason that there are no like conditions; circumstances are altogether different. The 
conditions were, that we were to be advised before shipments were made, which was done 
by Mr. Forrey, and not by Mr. Keed. Circumstances are different for the reason that 
Mr. Forrey asked us for rates before making his shipment, which was from Longton, 
while Mr. Beed did not on his shipment, which was from Oak Valley. 

If there is any discrimination in this case, it can only be in the fact of our having 
named a confidential rate to Mr. Forrey, without at the same time advising Mr. Keed of 
such rate, and if the charge of discrimination under such circumstances can be sus- 
tained, it will be next to impossible for us, or any other railroad, to avoid violation of the 
law in this particular. We would be obliged to furnish every agent on our line a copy 
of all letters written from our office, in which rates are named less than tariff, besides 
posting copies of the same in all our depots, as we now do our published tariffi. 

The rates as established by the Board were posted in our depot at Harper, where Mr. 
Beed could have examined them and found that the rate then in effect on wood, ftom 
Oak Valley to Harper, was as we charged on his shipment, viz., 18c. per cwt., which, if 
not satisfactory to him, he should have made application for a reduction, the same as did 
Mr. Forrey. 

Besides this, the rate of $26 in effect from Longton was for a car of 20,000 pounds, 
while the car shipped by Mr. Beed contained 31,500 pounds. 

It is our desire to deal justly and fairly with all patrons of our line, and all we ask to 
enable us to do so, is to be advised as to what is wanted, in time to avoid unnecessary la- 
bor and expense. 

Should the Board, with the above facts in view, still decline to alter their decision, 
I would be pleased to have a hearing at any time it may suit their convenience to ap- 
point.

S. B, Hynes, Esq., General Freight Agent, Southern Kansas JRailvHiy Company — Deab 
Sib : Yours of the 21st inst., having reference to claim of H. Beed, of Harper, for rebate 
on account of excessive charge on shipment of wood from Longton to Harper, is received. 
You again desire us to reconsider our action in deciding the charge in question excess- 
ive, and subject to the objection of unjust discrimination against the complainant. You 
think that we have not given proper consideration to ail the facts, or our decision would 
have been difierent. For your information, and we trust satisfaction, we will again 
consider them. The facts are, that you charged complainant $57.70 for carriage of a car- 
load of cord-wood 120 miles, from Oak Valley to Harper. This was, as we learn, the 
fall value of the wood at Harper. For a like shipment from Longton to Harper, a dis- 
tance of six miles less, you charged $26 to another shipper. We think the last charge 
was fair and reasonable, and in this opinion we are supported by your judgment, since 
you fixed the rate. But, if this was a fair rate for 114 miles, $57.70 was grossly unfair 
and unreasonable for 120 miles. And that it was an unfair and excessive charge, we 
need only to refer again to the fact that the charge for transportation consumed the 
total value of the product. 

We thought, and still entertain the opinion, that the difference in the rates charged 
upon the two similar shipments referred to constitutes an unjust discrimination, and a 
violation of the provision of section 10 of the railroad act, which reads: "Nor shall it 
[a railway company] charge more for transporting freight from any point on its line 
than a fair and just proportion of the price it charges for the same kind of freight trans- 
ported from any other point." You will pardon us for saying that in our judgment the 
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reason yoa assign why this case is not within the rale of the last-qaoted provision of 
law, viz.) that in one case yoa were asked for the special rate before shipment was made 
and in the other not, is frivoloas. 

The Board can see no reason for changihg its raling in the case, and therefore ad- 
heres to it.

To the Honorable Board of Railroad Oommiaswners of the SUUe of Kansas : We, the 
undersigned, citizens of Zeandale township, in Biley county, Kansas, represent to your 
Honorable Board, that we are engaged in agricultural pursuits, and have a large amount 
of stock and grain and other farm products to market each year. That the Manhattan, 
Alma & Burlingame Railroad runs through said township, but that there is no switch or 
shipping station on said road, between Manhattan, in Riley county, and Wabaunsee, in 
Wabaunsee county, a distance of twelve miles. 

And your petitioners respectfully. represent that it is necessary for the convenience 
and best interests, and not detrimental to the interests of the said railroad company, that 
a switch be put in at or near the Haines school-house, in said township, at the place 
where there is now a signal station on said railroad. Your petitioners therefore respect- 
fully request that your Honorable Board inquire into the matter herein set forth, and 
take such action thereon as the facts and circumstances shall warrant and demand.

order of the board. 

This is an application from the petitioners to the Board, setting forth the necessity 
for a side-track and shipping facilities at Zeandale, in Riley county, along the Manhat- 
tan, Alma & Burlingame Railroad. The Board, after referring the matter to the rail- 
road company operating the road, without satisfactory result, visited the place at which 
the side-track, etc., are asked to be located, on the 9th of January, 1885, for the purpose 
of making an investigation into the necessities of that locality. We found that the 
stations between which 2^andale is located are twelve miles apart, and that it is seven 
miles from one and five to the other station, the principal station being Manhattan. The 
roads leading to Manhattan are in bad condition, except in dry weather. 

The population of the township is 750. The chief products to be shipped out are 
corn, wheat, oats, cattle, and hogs. It was estimated by several of the citizens whom we 
met there, that the surplus products raised in that vicinity which would be shipped from 
that point would require six hundred cars to move them to market. There is a post 
office and flag station there now, but no shipping facilities of any sort. 

The Board, after a careful consideration of all the facts and circumstances connected 
with the case, are of the opinion that the public convenience requires that a siding and 
switch should be built and maintained by the company at Zeandale, and that a station 
be established there. We refrain from designating exactly where it should be located, 
but think near the present flag station would be most convenient. 

In accordance with this opinion, the Board recommend to the company that a side- 
track of proper length, with switch, be established and maintained at or near the point 
named, as early as practicable.

COMPLAINT. 

Livingston, Kas., January 21, 1886. 

Gentlemen : On Saturday, the 27th day of June last, I shipped from Emporia a 
car of mixed freight. After the ear was loaded the bill was made out and given to a boy 
in charge of the car, there being live stock and other personal property, the cargo being 
denominated "emigrant outfit." The car was loaded the day before shipping, in front 
of the freight oflSce, in the usual place, in a public manner. The written and verbal 
contract from Emporia to Pawnee Bock was forty dollars, but I did not have a copy of 
the contract, as it was given to the boy who had charge of the stock, and did not know 
that the bill he had called for only $40, as I had never seen it, but I knew the verbal 
contract was $40. 

When I reached Pawnee Rock on the first passenger train next day, I found that I was 
charged $116, and that the agent refused to let it be unloaded until the $116 was paid, 
which I had to do, or let the goods remain in the car. So I paid the $116, and had the 
agent write the General Freight Agent, at Topeka. Upon reviewing the matter, they 
sent me $40 as an adjustment. Very respectfully, P. H. Cornbtt. 

Decision. 

On January 21, 1885, the complainant preferred to the Board a complaint against the 
respondent, in which he charges that he had been overcharged upon a car of mixed 
freight transported between Emporia and Pawnee Rock over the respondent's road. The 
charges made for the transportation of the freight in question from and to the points named, 
amounted to $116. It is claimed by the complainant that he had a contract with the 
company, by which the company had agreed to carry the freight for $40. The com- 
plainant paid $116 to the company's agent at Pawnee Rock, that being the amount of 
freight demanded, and then presented a claim for overcharges to the company. The com- 
pany refunded to the shipper $40 of the $116 collected, and with this the complainant is 
not satisfied, and prefers the present claim to this Boai*d. The amount of the freight 
bill paid since the refunding of the $40, is $76; and complainant contends that this is 
$36 in excess of the contract-price. 

The facts as presented by the complainant himself, are as follows: On June 28, 1884, 
complainant shipped over the respondent's road from Emporia to Pawnee Bock, Kansas, a 
distance of 173 miles, an emigrant outfit, including five head of stock, and in addition, 
six new top buggies. The rate for emigrant outfit was $40. The tarifif rate for the new 
top buggies was, if computed upon car-load rates, $76 ; or, if computed by classification 
weights, less than car-loads, $76.50. The company gave the shipper the most favorable 
rate, and by refunding the $40, charged only the tariff rate for the buggies, and nothing 
for the emigrant outfit. 

But the claim is that the car was to be transported with all its contents, whatsoever 
they were, at a price of $40, and that the company had so agreed by contract. A copy 
of the written contract is submitted by the shipper, but the contract covers only the 
emigrant outfit, and contains the ordinary stipulations embodied in live-stock contracts. 
In it there is no mention made of the buggies ; it is simply a contract covering the emi- 
grant outfit, including the live stock, and the charges therefor, viz., $40. The complain- 
ant states that before the written contract was signed by himself and the company's 
agent, there was a verbal contract to the efifect that a charge of $40 was to cover the 
whole of the car-load of freight. It is not deemed material to verify this statement, 
since this Board is bound no less than courts by the rules of law in respect to the rights 
of parties, and by the rules of evidence by which those rights may be sustained or 
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proven. One of the most familiar rules of evidence applicable to the point presented 
here is that the written contract governs, and must be taken as the final expression of 
the understanding and agreement of the parties, and that it cannot be changed by inter- 
polating conversations or alleged verbal agreements had prior to its execution. 

As we have observed, the contract covers only the emigrant outfit, and is silent about 
the buggies. New top buggies intended for sale as merchandise, and not for the personal 
use of the owner, are no part of an emigrant outfit. An emigrant outfit is described in 
the rules attached to the schedule of rates upon that class of freight, as household goods, 
second-hand farm implements, and old wagons, including not to exceed six head of cattle, 
horses, or mules. 

To allow the complainant's claim would result in unjust discrimination, and would 
be a violation of the statute upon that subject. It would allow the complainant, under 
the guise of shipping his merchandise as a part of an emigrant's outfit, a rate nearly 100 
per cent, lower than is charged to others upon the same freight, and would enable him 
to undersell his competitors in the same market. This would be grossly unfair to other 
shippers and dealers in the same line of goods; and if such a practice were tolerated it 
would result in mischief to business interests in communities, which would become the 
subject of just complaints. 

We are of the opinion that the company dealt fairly with the complainant, and re- 
funded of the charge made upon the shipment in question, even more than the letter of 
his contract would have exacted.

What I would like to know is this: Has any railroad company a right, legally, to refuse 
to check a trunk when requested to do so, even if said trunk does contain merchandise?

ANSWER OP BOARD. 

ToPEKA, March 19, 1885. 

Mr, W, C.Rose, Lakeside, Bourbon County, Kansas — Dear Sir: Your letter of the 
16th inst. is received. After stating that the Baggage Master of the St. Louis, Fort 
Scott & Wichita Railroad refused to check your trunk because it contained merchandise, 
you ask: ''Has any railroad company a right, legally, to refuse to check a trunk when re- 
quested to do so, even if said trunk does contain merchandise?" 

We answer that the railroad company has a legal right to refuse to check as baggage, 
a trunk containing merchandise. Merchandise is not baggage, and the law requires 
railroad companies in this State to transport, without extra charge, baggage not exceed- 
ing 100 pounds in weight for each passenger over twelve years old, paying fare. Bag- 
gage consists of articles of personal use, and needed for the use, comfort and convenience 
of the owner while traveling. Merchandise is excluded by this designation or definition 
of baggage. 
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We think it is not only the legal right but the legal duty of railroad companies, to- 
refuse to check merchandise as baggage. If it were otherwise, a part of those engaged 
in trade would get their goods, or a ]>art of them, transported free, and the rest would 
have to pay transportation charges — an unjust discrimination against those who wouki 
have to pay. And since, if this were the case, the practice of checking and carrying 
merchandise as baggage would become so popular that all who could would avail them- 
selves of the privilege ; those who could not would have to pay increased rates, which 
would aggravate the evils of unjust discrimination, or else the railroads would have to 
stop running for want of adequate support; since all the people, other things being 
equal, share equally the benefits derived from the existence and operation of railroads, 
it has been deemed but just and fair that they should share the burden of their support 
as equally as circumstances will permit, and this rule requires that railroads shall not 
carry merchandise as baggage.

Is it reasonable to demand from 27 to 30 cents for bringing a bushel of clover seed 
from Lawrence to this place? On some garden seeds the rate I have to pay is 69 cents 
per cwt. Is this reasonable? I think this thing needs changing, and I hope it will re- 
ceive your attention.

DECISION. 

An examination of the expense bills in this case shows that the charges are in con- 
formity with the established tarifiT and classification. 

The shipment of grass seeds and garden seeds is not a large item, nor a burdensome 
one on the public, as they are sold in small quantities, and the freight is a very smalt 
matter to the consumer; and as freights have necessarily to be higher on some things 
than others, it is better that they be allowed to be higher in such matters as this. Also^ 
as charges are in accordance with regular tariff, we could not make a general change in 
them upon complaint of an individual shipper, but only upon application of mayor and 
council of a city, or the trustee of a township. We therefore decline to make any change.

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mond, Indiana, to this point via the San Francisco Railway, and the Southern Kansas 
Kailway Company charged me $40 to transfer and bring said car of machinery from 
Gherryvale to this point, a distance of about eight miles, when they only charged me 
eight cents per hundred weight for local freight from same point here. 
Can you give me some relief, as the charges seem outrageous ?

DECISION. 

This is a complaint filed March 9, 1885, complaining of overcharges made by the 
respondent company upon a car-load of machinery, shipped originally from Richmond, 
Indiana, and destined to Liberty, Kansas, to the complainant consignee. The charges at 
St. Louis were $40, and the freight from that point to destination was $102. Complain- 
ant evidently supposes that the $40 charge was made by the Southern Kansas Railway 
for its share of the service, viz., hauling from Cherry vale to Liberty. This is a mistake^ 
as above indicated. 

The shipment was made upon a through rate of 51 cents per 100 pounds, from St. 
Louis to Liberty, Kansas. What proportion of the through rate was paid to the respond- 
ent company does not appear, and it would be quite immaterial if it did. This ship- 
ment was made upon a through bill of lading from St. Louis to Liberty, and constituted 
inter-state commerce, and the rate charged is beyond the power of the Board to inter- 
fere with or to determine what proportion of the total sum charged each company should 
receive. It moreover does not concern the shipper how the companies doing the business 
divide their joint earnings, so long as the total charge does not exceed the usual rate 
upon the same class of freight. 

We see nothing to correct in the complaint.

Leavenworth, Kas., March 5, 1885. 

To the Hon. Board of Railroad CommiasionerSj Topeka^ Kas. — Gentlemen: I wish to 
call your attention to what would seem to me to be a discrimination in freight on lum- 
ber west from Leavenworth on the Kansas Central Division of the Union Pacific Rail- 
way to Havensville, Kansas, on the line of that road. The rate to Holton, 23 miles east, 
is 8 cents per cwt. ; to Circleville, 15 miles east, is 9 cents per cwt. ; to Soldier, 7 miles 
east, is 10 cents; while to Havensville it is 11 cents per cwt.; as is also about the same 
rate to Onaga, 8 miles west, and also to Wheaton and Butler City, respectively 15 and 21 
miles west of Havensville. By this tariff I am compelled to pay the same freight on a 
car of lumber as my competitors 21 miles west, while those 23 miles east have an ad- 
vantage of 3 cents per cwt. 

Hoping you will examine into this matter, I remain.

DECISION. 

The complaint in this case charges discrimination in the rates on lumber west from 
Leavenworth over the Kansas Central Railroad to Havensville, Kansas. 

The complaint states: "The rate to Holton, 23 miles east (of Havensville), is 8c. per 
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cwt.; to Circleville, 15 miles east, is 9c. per cwt. ; to Soldier, 7 miles east, lOc, and to 
Havensville, lie. per cwt.; and the same rate, viz., lie. to Onaga, Wheaton, and Butler, 
respectively 8, 15 and 21 miles west of Havensville, on the same road." 

The complaint further says that ''by this tariff I am compelled to pay the same 
freight on a car of lumber as my competitors 21 miles west, while those 23 miles east 
have an advantage of 3c. per cwt." 

The point of the complaint seems to consist in the fact that the rates on lumber to 
several points, within a distance of 21 miles west of Havensville, are the same as for the 
less distance to the last-named place. We do not regard this as an unjust discrimination, 
or any discrimination at all. If the rate was less for a longer distance, it would be. 

In arranging a tariff on lumber or other commodity possessing great bulk compared 
to value, and upon which the class of rates must of necessity be low, if the rates were made 
higher at each distance of a station along the line, they would soon become so high as to 
put an embargo upon the further transportation of the commodity. It is necessary in 
such case to give several stations which lie near together the same rate, and raise the 
scale at greater distance than those that exist between stations. 

In this, there is no injustice and no wrong. In the table of rates upon which this 
complaint is based, Easton, Lee, and Winchester, 16, 20 and 25 miles respectively from 
Leavenworth, have the same rate on lumber, and so of other stations. 

We think the complaint is not well founded.

IN THE MATTER OF ADDITIONAL PASSENGER-TRAIN SERVICE ON THE HOWARD

On March 26, the Board made an inspection of the passenger accommodations on the 
above-named branches, and from information acquired we are of opinion that the speed 
of the accommodation train between Florence and Douglass could be increased with ad- 
vantage to the passenger travel on said branch, say to sixteen miles per hour, which 
would fairly accommodate the traveling public for the present. 

On the same day the Board made an inspection of the Howard Branch in regard to 
the matter of passenger accommodations, and they find that the single accommodation train 
leaving Emporia at 7 o'clock a. m. and running to Howard, and returning to Emporia 
at 9 o'clock p. M., is not adequate to the requirements of the demand for passenger ac- 
commodation. They are of the opinion that the amount of passenger travel fairly and 
justly requires the placing upon that branch of a separate passenger train, to leave Em- 
poria sometime after 4 o'clock p. m., after the arrival of the west-bound passenger 
trains on the main line, and leaving Howard in the morning in time to reach Emporia 
and connect with the east-bound passenger trains leaving Emporia at 11:25 A. m. and 
12:10 P. M.; and we recommend the Atchison, Topeka & Santa F4 Railroad Company 
to make such improvement in the passenger facilities. .

E. J. Turner J Eaq.f Secretary Board of Railroad Oommiaaioners, Topeka^ Kansas — Re- 
ferring to yours of the 28th, regarding complaint of W. E. Carey & Co.: Please see your 
decision in the Curd & Monahan claim, and as this is of a very similar nature, according 
to your decision you have no jurisdiction in the matter. However, for your information, 
we will state that this was a shipment consisting of one can of turpentine and one can of 
sulphuric acid. The turpentine all leaked out, for which we paid the gentlemen. The 
acid was taken at owner's risk; it never being taken otherwise, as it is liable t& explode 
at any moment. In this case the acid arrived in good order, but in unloading it exploded ; 
hence we declined to pay it, as we have done in numerous similar claims. So you will see 
t is wholly a matter of loss and damage. In view of the above statement, if you still 
desire to investigate it, advise, and we will at once take it up.

DECISION. 

On the Slst day of July last, complainant shipped one can containing ten gallons of 
turpentine; the can was damaged in transit, and nearly all the turpentine leaked out. 
On the 21st day of August following, complainants shipped one carboy of sulphuric acid, 
which exploded, and the contents were destroyed before it was delivered to consignee. 
These shipments were from Kansas City to Edgerton, via Southern Kansas Railway 
Ck>mpany, where complainants are doing business. 

The railroad company audited the claim for the turpentine, and paid $3.80, which in- 
cluded the cost of the turpentine, and can containing it, but refused to refund the freight 
charges, amounting to 25 cents, for the reason, as claimed, that about one gallon remained 
in the can which complainants received. 

The carboy of sulphuric acid was shipped at owner's risk. The respondent <x>mpany 
says: ''It is a rule with all railway companies to carry this commodity only at owner's 
risk, for the reason that it is liable to explode. We have had perhaps a dozen in- 
stances of this on our road, on none of which has anything ever been paid, and in very 
few cases has claim been made. The explosion of this in a car of merchandise is liable 
to damage goods to many times the value of a carboy of acid, which damage we would 
be liable for. All shippers are as a rule satisfied to have us transport it at owner's risk, 
knowing full well that we would prefer not to take it on any terms whatever." 

Shipments made at owner's risk do not relieve the carrier from damages caused by its 
own negligence, but the amount of such damage must be determined in court, and not 
by this Board. It is, however, the duty of this Board to " inquire into the neglect or vio- 
lation of the laws of this State, by any person, company or corporation engaged in the 
transportation of persons or property therein, or by the officers, agents or employes 
thereof, . . . and a report of the proceedings shall be included in the annual report 
of the Commissioners to the Governor." 

The complainants aver that "if the fact was known, they [the railway company] 
jerked it and slashed it about and broke it." 

In making inquiry in this case, the Commissioners were unable to find any person who 
had knowledge of the manner in which the carboy was handled, except the trainmen 
who handled it, and the agent at Edgerton, who was an eye-witness. It is quite natural 
for these persons to shield the company from loss as far as possible, and more especially 
when loss is occasioned by their own negligence, but there is no evidence to prove that 
it was attempted in this case. The respondent company says that "we have statements 
from both our agent and trainmen, who were eye-witnesses to the unloading of the car- 
boy of acid for Carey & Co., which was handled with extreme care, and the breakage of 
the carboy was no more or less than the explosion of the acid, which so frequently oc- 
curs." 

These statements have not been contradicted, except by the complainants, who have 
no personal knowledge of the manner in which the carboy was handled ; and as the in- 
vestigation of the Board has failed to produce any evidence tending to disprove these 
statements, it must be concluded that their statements are true, and that the company 
was not guilty of carelessness in the handling of the carboy of acid.

March 18, 1885, the complainant filed with the Board a statement of the amount and 
value of lumber furnished hj him in making grain doors, for use upon respondent's cars, 
ordered by him for shipment of grain, and complained that the company refused to re- 
fund him the amount so expended. 

March 31, 1885, the respondent answered the complaint as follows: 
"Replying to yours of 28th inst., inclosing copy of bill of A. C. Sherman for lumber 
furnished for grain doors, I have to say that we declined to pay this bill on the ground 
that we had issued notice that we would not pay for grain doors furnished by shippers — 
that we would furnish the grain doors ourselves. It is the practice with a great many ship- 
pers to place boards on top of the grain doors, in order to get more grain into the car, 
and in such cases cars are loaded beyond their capacity. I do not know whether this 
bill was for lumber used in this way, or not.

decision. 

The complainant, Mr. Sherman, is a shipper of grain and other merchandise over the 
railroad of the above-named company. He complains to the Board of the refusal of the 
company to repay him for the cost of lumber bought and used by him in making doors for 
cars furnished him by the company, in which to load grain for shipment. The amount 
which he claims to be due him on this account is $20.50. This account is duly verified 
by the oath of J. F. Buel, complainant's agent at one of the shipping points where he 
transacts his business. This matter has been duly referred to the company, whose Super- 
intendent, Mr. J. O. Brinkerhoff, responds that the company had declined to pay this 
bill, on the ground that notice had been issued that the company would not pay for 
grain doors furnished by shippers, and that the company would itself furnish the grain 
doors. to its cars. Further, that the Superintendent did not know whether this lumber, 
the company was called on to pay for, had been used for grain doors or not. The com- 
plainant further states, that neither he nor his agent knew anything of the notice re- 
ferred to in the company's response, and that these doors were furnished by him after 
the company's agent had been requested to do so, and to prevent delay in loading and 
shipping. 

The Board recognizes the right of the company to furnish its own car doors, and pro- 
viding it does so, or offers to furnish them upon reasonable request by shippers, to decline 
to pay for doors ofl&ciously supplied by others. It is, moreover, the duty of a railway 
company to furnish cars to shippers when called for, in a condition fit for use, and rea- 
sonably adapted to the particular purpose for which they are wanted. This duty seems 
to be recognized by the company in its response in this instance. Ordinarily the shipper 
ordering a car would have no right to interfere with it, with a view to render it better 
fitted to receive and carry his freight, and if he suffered unreasonable, vexatious and ex- 
pensive delays from the company's neglect to put the car in proper or fit condition, his 
remedy would be in damages against the company in fault. Certainly he could not 
lawfully, without the company's consent, make any alteration in the car itself to better 
adapt it to his purpose. 

The furnishing of grain doors to cars delivered to the shipper to be loaded with 
grain, minus those attachments, we think stands upon a different footing. These form 
no part of the car ; they are used only when the car is put to this particular service. 
By reason of not being fastened to the car, they are liable to, and frequently do, get lost 
or broken. They are of trifling cost, and easily made. Neglect on the part of the com- 
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pany's agent to supply them when their use is necessary, and reqaest is made by the 
shipper, may, we think, very properly give ground to the latter to infer that he has the 
company's consent to supply them at its own expense. This, we think, in the absence 
of a positive prohibition brought to the notice of the shipper, is a more reasonable in- 
ference than that the company preferred to let its cars stand unnecessarily idle on the 
track, and in the meantime delay shippers who are waiting to do the loading. 

The company has the right to furnish, in every instance, its own grain doors, and to 
insist upon the exercise of that right to the exclusion of all others; but unless it asserts 
and acts upon that right in such way as to render the conduct of shippers in furnishing 
the like appliances unnecessary and officious, it can hardly expect to escape liability for 
the cost of those furnished by others. 

From the evidence before us we are impressed with the fact that the grain doors fur- 
nished by the complainant were supplied under circumstances which support an implied 
liability on the part of the company for their cost, and we so decide. 

The Board deem this matter of sufficient importance (similar complaints having 
reached us from other quarters) to discuss it at some length, and to state quite fully our 
conclusions.

and State, and that all freight and passenger trains have been discontinued over said road 
between said points, to the great injury and inconvenience of the public. That two 
daily trains are now run over said road from Pleasant Hill, Missouri, to the city of Ola- 
the, and that a daily train could be run over said road between said city of Olathe and 
DeSoto Junction, at a very small additional expense to said railroad company. 

Wherefore, complainant respectfully asks your honorable body to make an examina- 
tion of the condition and operation of said railroad, and to take such action in the prem- 
ises as will secure regular trains over all portions of said railroad.

decision. 

This is a complaint made to the Board by the Trustee above named, to the effect " that 
the Pleasant Hill and DeSoto Railroad (now controlled and leased by the Southern 
Kansas Railway Company ) is not now, and for several months past has not been, operated 
over that portion ( 10 miles) of its line between the city of Olathe, in Johnson county, 
Kansas, and DeSoto Junction, in Lexington township, in said county and State, and 
that all freight and passenger trains have been discontinued over said road between said 
points, to the great injury and inconvenience of the public." 

The complaint asks the Board to make an examination of the condition and opera- 
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tion of said railroad, and to take such action in the premises as will secure regular trains 
over all portions of said railroad. 

The complaint was referred to the General Manager of the railroad complained o^ 
who responded, November 1, 1884, that the Atchison Company, which formerly owned and 
operated the Pleasant Hill & DeSoto Bailroad, sold the property to the Kansas City, 
Clinton & Springfield Railroad Company, on the 15th of October of that year. 

The subject-matter of the complaint was afterwards referred to the General Man- 
ager of the last-named road, Mr. Geo. H. Nettleton, who, under date of December 10, 
1884, responded, that " Before the present owners of the Pleasant Hill & DeSoto Bailroad 
purchased the property, two trains each way were run daily, except Sunday, between 
Olathe and Pleasant Hill. The same service is in effect at this date. The road between 
Olathe and DeSoto Junction is not in condition to be operated. The former owners 
allowed it to run down until it became unsafe to run trains over it, when they were 
withdrawn. I am informed that there have been no trains over that part of the road in 
many months. I have no detailed report showing the exact condition of the track re- 
ferred to, but know, in a general way, that before the road can be safely operated, the 
ties will nearly all have to be renewed, the bridges overhauled, and some parts of the 
road-bed, where it has been damaged or washed away by floods, will have to be restored. 
Olathe and DeSoto Junction being already connected by railways that furnish a much 
better service than it would be possible for the Pleasant Hill & DeSoto Bailroad Com- 
pany to do, there is nothing to warrant the large expenditure that would be necessary 
before the track referred to can be made safe to use.'' 

The Board subsequently went to Olathe, and by appointment met a number of the 
citizens living along that portion of the road which has ceased to be operated, upon 
whose behalf the complaint was made, for the purpose of ascertaining the facts in refer- 
ence to the condition of this part of the line, and the probable amount of traffic and 
business which would be brought to it. It was quite evident that this would be wholly 
inadequate to meet the operating expenses which would be incurred in operating this 
portion of the road, even though it was in good order to start with. The ten miles, the 
non-operation of which is complained of, lies between Olathe and DeSoto Junction. The 
first-named place is connected with Kansas City by two roads — the Southern Kansas, 
and the Fort Scott & Gulf; and the latter place by the Atchison, Topeka & Santa F^ 
Bailroad. Very much the largest proportion of the freights furnished by the territory 
through which this ten miles of road runs is taken to or brought from Kansas City. The 
railroads named furnish shorter routes and cheaper rates than could possibly be afforded 
from a station midway between them upon the Pleasant Hill & DeSoto road. This 
would induce the bulk of these shipments to be made, as at present, from Olathe and 
DeSoto. Even if all the traffic created along the line of the Pleasant Hill & DeSoto 
road between Olathe and DeSoto were carried over that road, it would still be insuffi- 
cient to maintain that portion of the line except upon rates of freight charges which 
would render wagon transportation a cheaper mode of conveyance. 

But besides, none of the farmers and others living along or in the vicinity of this 
portion of the line are remote from a convenient railroad point. The longest distance 
is six miles, and so far as we could ascertain, only one person resided that distance. The 
rest of the settlement is within that distance to roads constantly operated. It therefore 
cannot be said that the operation of the line in question is necessary to meet either a 
pressing public necessity or convenience. 

There is another circumstance, however, that constitutes a source of public aggrava- 
tion. The county of Johnson voted and issued bonds to the amount of $100,000, and 
Lexington township $5,000, to aid in the building of this road, taking the stock of the 
road for the bonds. No contract, however, was made between the railroad company 
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thus aided and the county and township offering the aid, for the permanent maintenance 
and operation of the road. Such a result doubtless was contemplated by both parties at 
the time the aid was granted and accepted, and the public acquired a stake in the future 
fortunes of the road. But this was a stake that future ef/ntingencies might render unavail- 
ing. If a railroad can be operated only at a loss, some one must be found to bear the 
loss. If the capital stock is exhausted, it cannot be further assessed, and if the credit of 
the road has been already stretched to its utmost limit, there remains no other resource 
from which losses can be made good. Individual stockholders cannot be coerced by any 
process known to the law to supply deficiencies in earnings beyond the amount that may 
be due upon their stock subscriptions; neither can they be compelled to continue un- 
profitable operations. The company, nevertheless, by the acceptance of its charter, 
obligated itself to operate every part of its road, and this duty cannot be set aside at the 
mere pleasure of the company, without rendering it liable to a forfeiture of its corporate 
franchises. To enforce this last alternative in this case, would probably, at the present 
time, serve no useful purpose. It certainly could not unless some other company stood 
ready to purchase and operate the whole line, notwithstanding its unpromising future. 

But we do not understand that the company has abandoned that part of its road, but 
that it has suspended the operation of trains over it for the time being on account of its 
unfit and dangerous condition, and until the business and revenue of the road shall war- 
rant the expenditure of a sum sufficient to restore it. The present owner of the line 
has been in possession of the property by purchase but a short time. The portion of the 
line in question was out of repair and run down at the time of the purchase. It may 
with reason be presumed that if the present company intend to hold the property under 
its present charter, it will, when practicable, resume the operation of the whole line. 

As we do not find that its operation at this time is really necessary to subserve a 
public want, we refrain from pressing the immediate restoration of the road, and the 
resumption of trains over it.

PETITION. 

To the Board of MaUroad Commissioners of the State of Kansas: The undersigned are 
legal voters and residents of and within the distance of from three to seven miles of the 
town of Penfield, and within the counties of Osage and CofFey ; that we complain of the 
Southern Kansas Kailway Company, operating as one of its leased lines the Kansas 
City & Emporia Railway, whose road runs through the township of Olivet, and for cause 
of t*omplaint say : 

1st. That the wants of yo'::r petitioners are, that a switch, side-track and station house 
be put in at the town ot i enfield, situated on parts of sections 20 and 21, township 18, 
range 15, Osage county, Kansas. 

2d. That the place is seven and one-half miles by the most direct route, from Lebo, 
and the same from Melvem, being halfway between those two towns, and is the only 
town in Olivet township on said railroad, and that the nearest shipping points at pres- 
ent are Melvem and Lebo ; that the business and necessities of trade and travel at this 
point require that the railroad company put in and maintain a switch and station for 
the accommodation of the public. 
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3d. That as said railroad now takes on and puts off the United States mail at this 
point, that it be required also to furnish accommodations for passengers and freights ; 
that said town of Penfield is in the center of a rich agricultural and stock-producing 
country, which country is rapidly growing in wealth and population, and does now com- 
mand a large stock and grain-shipping industry. 

4th. That said railroad company has been repeatedly requested and petitioned to 
make the above-mentioned improvements and has failed to do so ; wherefore, your com- 
plainants request said Board to inquire into the same and decide thereon, and that said 
railroad company comply with the request of your petitioners.

DECISION. 

On the 6th of May, 1885, the petitioners presented to the Board a petition setting 
forth that a side-track and station at Penfield, in Osage county, along the line of the 
Kansas City & Emporia Railroad, were necessary to serve a public necessity and con- 
venience, and asking such action of the Board as might be necessary to secure the same. 
The petition is signed by 151 names. 

Subsequently, viz., on May 9th and other days up to the 20th of the same month, 
petitions were presented to the Board, asking the location of the station facilities at a 
point about one mile east of Penfield, named Aurora. These last petitions are signed by 
221 persons. 

The Board gave notice to the railway company, and to the parties petitioning, that 
all parties would have a hearing before the Board on Wednesday, the 20th of May, at 
the points named in the petitions. At the time and places appointed the Board met the 
parties interested, and heard their views and arguments in favor of the location of station 
facilities at the one place in preference to the other, as well as to the necessity for such 
facilities at all. A very earnest but good-natured rivalry had been evoked by the rival 
petitioners, and the contest before the Board was carried on with a great deal of spirit, 
but with marked fairness and intelligence. This was the more gratifying, since such 
contests usually create intense bitterness and disagreeable strife in neighborhoods. 

The Board entertain no doubt as to the advisability of establishing a side-track and 
other station facilities near the localities mentioned in the petitions. The distance be- 
tween stations now existing in that locality is nearly fourteen miles, Penfield and Au- 
rora being nearly midway between. The country between is a fine agricultural region, 
rapidly settling up and developing, and additional shipping facilities to those now pro- 
vided are needed for the proper accommodation of the people living on that part of the 
line. This the company, as we understand, concede. The chief difficulty is to deter- 
mine the location. 

So far as the public accommodation is concerned, the Board are of the opinion that a 
location at either of the places named would serve equally well. From our observation, 
as well as from a comparison of the different views expressed by the parties present, it 
was impossible to perceive that either place possessed a decided advantageover the other. 
At Penfield the ground lies more evenly, and side-tracks could be constructed at less ex- 
pense to the company. The town site is easy of approach from all directions, and eli- 
gibly located. On the other hand, Aurora is nearer a point midway between existing 
stations, and a greater number of persons living in that vicinity desire the location of 
the depot there — as evidenced from the number of signers of each petition respectively. 
But it is not worth while to go on balancing the reasons for and against the two contest- 
ing places, since this Board has adopted a line of policy in this class of cases from which 
we see no reason to depart in this instance. 

We have heretofore adopted and adhered to the policy, upon applications made to us 
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for the establishment of a side-track or station at any given point, of refraining from in- 
dicating the exact place at which the same should be planted. We have indicated only 
in a general way the locality where such additional shipping facilities are needed, leav- 
ing to the company directly interested the choice of definite location. Any other policy 
would subject the company in many instances, to the necessity of either paying an ex- 
orbitant price for land needed, upon which to make these improvements, or to resort to the 
expense and delay of instituting condemnation proceedings. Either of these alternatives 
should be avoided whenever possible. Besides, the fitness of particular localities and 
the relative expense of constructing and maintaining side-tracks and stations can be best 
determined from the survey and estimates of an engineer. We have therefore deemed 
it both just to the railroad company and a prudent economy, to leave to the company a 
reasonable discretion in locating these important improvements. Unless strong and 
commanding reasons should exist in any given instance, such, for example, as that the 
public convenience and accommodation could only be subserved at one point and not at 
another, we should not deem it wise to depart from the course heretofore pursued. No 
reasons exist in this case that would justify such a departure. We understand that the 
company is offered, free of cost, ground sufficient for these contemplated improvements 
at both places. The contest between them is a contest between rival town companies, 
rather than with the railroad company, and we cannot undertake to decide between 
rival claimants of this character. Very little improvement exists at either place. 

We are clearly of the opinion that additional shipping facilities are needed and 
should be provided by the company at or near the places from which these petitions 
come, and the Board recommend the building of a side-track and depot at some place 
near by, but whether at Penfield or Aurora is left to the determination of the respond- 
ent company.

PETITION. 

To the HonorableSy James Humphrey, Almoin OiUettj and- L. L. Turnery BaUroad Com- 
missioners of the State of Kansas — Gentlemen : We, the undersigned, voters, tax-payers, 
citizens and residents of Clifton, Washington county, Kansas, and its neighborhood, most 
respectfully beg to call your attention to the following grievances, viz. : 

That by reason of there being no side-track or depot accommodations on the line of 
the Kansas Pacific Railway, operated by the Union Pacific Railway, running through 
this city, within its limits, we are denied the privilege of using that road for business or 
pleasure, except through the agency at Vining, a neighboring corporate city, to which 
we are compelled to pay tribute, and distant about one mile west, which causes us much 
expense and inconvenience, and to the great detriment of our business. 

We would therefore respectfully beg and urge that at your earliest convenience you 
examine into these, and order the above-named company to provide for us such accom- 
modations as you may deem necessary for our relief, and the laws and their charter 
require ; and further suggest that these accommodations be located opposite the central 
part of the city, and directly south of the Central Branch depot, to facilitate the transfer 
of mails and passengers between the two railroads and for the accommodation of the 
undersigned, that being the most accessible point for all parties interested. 

We would further state for your information, that every effort and inducement within 
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the means of these, your petitioners, has been made to induce this railroad company to 

grant us these privileges, and as a last resort we appeal to you, feeling assured yon, as 

the representatives of the people, will listen and attend to these, our grievances, wants 

and necessities.

DECISION. 

On the 26th of last February a petition, signed by J. W. Chadwick, Mayor, and five 
hundred others, citizens of Clifton and immediate vicinity, was filed in this office, asking 
the interposition of the Board for the procurement at that point of station facilities along 
the line of the Junction City & Fort Kearney Railway, operated by the Union Pacific 
Company. The petition was referred to the respondent company, and the notice given 
to both parties that the Board would proceed to investigate the needs of the locality in 
question, in respect to additional railroad facilities at Clifton, on March 11. At this time 
the Board met at the place named, and instituted such investigation as the situation and 
the facts seemed to warrant. 

Clifton is a town of about 800 inhabitants, and situated in the heart of a fine agri- 
cultural region. It was a flourishing village at the time the Junction City & Fort 
Kearney Bailroad was located through that part of the country. The Central Branch 
road runs through the town, and the respondent company's road runs parallel with it, 
and but little more than the distance of a block apart. The Junction City & Fort 
Kearney road, however, makes no stop at Clifton, but the trains are run through the 
town to a distance of something over a mile beyond, where, at Vining, there is a station. 
This last town has been built up by the location of the company's depot at that point. 
At Clifton, the company has no side-track or shipping facilities of any kind. All pas- 
sengers going over the company's road to Clifton are put down at the next station 
beyond, and all freight destined for Clifton over the company's line, or shipped east 
over the same road, must be transferred the distance between Vining and Clifton. This, 
both to passengers and shippers, is inconvenient, vexatious, and expensive. If Vining 
was the nearest point to Clifton touched by the railroad, this inconvenience would be 
unavoidable, and in such case it would have to be borne, if not with cheerfulness, with 
patience and resignation. But here is a railroad that runs close by the business houses 
of the town, but instead of laying down their goods at a convenient place, it carries 
them beyond to the next neighboring town. We learned from the business men of 
Clifton that the expense and inconvenience attending the transfer of goods and mer- 
chandise from and to the station at Vining, puts to a great extent an embargo upon their 
use of the respondent company's road. This is especially true of grain, which can only 
be economically handled through elevators. This would be evident from the situation 
there. The rates to Missouri river points over both roads from Clifton are the same. 
The Central Branch has a depot located conveniently to the business of the town. Upon 
shipments over the Junction City & Fort Kearney road and its connections, in addition 
to the rate, the extra expense and cost of a long transfer is added. In the case of 
grain, all shipped over the company's road from Clifton must be hauled in wagons to 
Vining. These conditions compel the business men at Clifton to use, in the great bulk 
of their transactions requiring the services of a railroad, but the one road. We are 
clearly of the opinion that they are entitled to the use of both roads, and that this right 
to the use of both should be attended with as little expense and inconvenience as the 
supply of reasonable and adequate facilities would warrant. 

There are no natural obstacles upon the line of the company's road at Clifton to the 
erection of all needed shipping facilities. 

In considering this matter, the Board has found that it is not free from difficulties. 
The company has established a station at Vining, between one and two miles distant. 
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Another at Clifton would bring the two very near together. Were it not for the fact that 
Clifton is a town of considerable size, and of growing commercial importance, we should 
not feel justified in recommending the establishment of another station so near the one 
already existing. But under the circumstances existing to-day, we are convinced that 
the public necessities and the public rights to the reasonable use of railroad facilities im- 
pose upon this Board an imperative duty to ask the company to make a station at Clifton. 
In urging this, however, we do not think it would be just or advisable to remove the 
present station from Vining. Private interests of an important character have grown 
up at that point, which would be seriously disturbed by removal of the station from its 
present location, or at least by moving it altogether from the town. 

The Board recommends to the respondent company to build at Clifton, upon their 
Junction City <& Fort Kearney line, within a reasonable time, a side-track, and such rea- 
sonable station facilities as the wants of the place seem to require.

Fort Scott, Kas., April 6, 1886. 

Railroad Qjmmissioriers, Topeka, Kansas — Sirs: Since January 1, 1885, to April 1st, 
the rate of freight on coal from points south of Fort Scott to Fort Scott has been 3f 
cents per cwt., on all cars except St. Louis, Fort Scott & Wichita cars — which, if billed 
to some point on the Wichita road, has been three cents per' cwt. But there has been 
an order in effect from the Wichita road to the Gulf road to turn all Wichita cars received 
by them over to Popkiss & Wakefield, or that all Wichita cars were under the control 
of said Popkiss & Wakefield, who are only individual shippers over the road, giving 
them, as shippers, entire use of a three-cent rate of freight, or virtually making a differ- 
ence of three-fourths cents per cwt. between shippers, which is a difference of three- 
fifths cents per bushel on coal, or a margin of itself. In consequence of this difference 
in rate, other shippers were compelled to work at a loss of just that much, and this same 
difference has been used to keep other parties out of the market, and virtually caused 
the coal famine suffered by almost every town along the Wichita road last winter. Now 
we, being shippers over both lines of road, and having shipped since January 1 over the 
Wichita road eighty-six Gulf cars of coal, ask that somebody refund us three-fourths 
cents per cwt. on our shipments and put us on an equal footing with our only competi- 
tors, Messrs. Popkiss & Wakefield. 

We have time and again carried written orders from the officials of the Wichita road 
to the officials of the Gulf for Wichita cars, but with no effect, and in no instance have 
we got a Wichita car by mutual consent of anybody, being the only cars on which the 
three-cent rate applied. Wichita folks have time and again denied there being such an 
order in effect, or that there ever had been. We have time and again asked some expla- 
nation of the difference, from both the Gulf and Wichita roads, and received no definite 
reply, only a denial by one of there being such an order, and a claim set up by the other 
that they were bound to do so in order to get the cars. 

Now has any one shipper the right to control all the cars on which common freight 
is to be carried, especially when the control makes a difference of three-fourths cents per 
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cwt.? Or has any railroad the right to charge any more or less on one kind of car than 
another? And should Smith & Co. pay three-fourths cents per cwt. more than Popkiss 
& Wakefield on the same class of freight? If railroads are common carriers, should 
they not be common to all alike? And if concessions are made to one, why not to all? 
And why should we be compelled to work at a loss of three-fifths cents per bushel on 
coal in order that the Gulf road get the use of Wichita cars ? 

Now, gentlemen, feeling ourselves unjustly treated in this matter, we ask your de- 
cision as to who makes the difference in rate, and as a natural consequence, who owes us 
this difference in freight which we have paid the Gulf Bailroad, and for which we have 
expense bills? You will much oblige us by giving this matter your attention, and kindly 
giving us some answer in regard to it. Yours, J. W. Smith & Co. 

DECISION. 

The complainants complained to the Board on April 6, 1885, of the action of the 
two companies above named, in the supply to them of coal cars and of discrimination in 
both car facilities and rates against them and in favor of a rival firm, Messrs. Popkiss & 
Wakefield. The matter was referred to the respondent companies, and from their re- 
sponses, it appears that during the winter months the Fort Scott & Gulf road made a 
rate on coal shipments originating on its line and to be transferred to the Fort Scott & 
Wichita road at Fort Scott, to be carried to points on the last-named road, three- 
quarters of a cent per 100 lbs. less when loaded on cars of the Fort Scott & Wichita 
Company. 

This lower rate on coal shipments to the trade west of Ft. Scott was open alike to 
all who procured cars belonging to the Ft. Scott & Wichita Company. It thus became 
an object to secure these cars in preference to the cars of the Ft. Scott & Gulf Boad, in 
which to load coal. 

Messrs. Popkiss & Wakefield have established a large coal trade along the line of 
the Ft. Scott & Wichita Koad, and their supplies for their customers come in part from 
points south of Ft. Scott on the line of the Ft. Scott & Gulf road. The complainants 
have but recently commenced the business. The point of the complaint is, that the firm 
of J. W. Smith & Co. were deprived of the more favorable rate upon their coal shipments, 
by reason of the failure of the two companies to supply them with Ft. Scott & Wichita 
cars. 

The Board visited Ft. Scott on April 30th, and investigated the matters embraced in 
the complaint. We called upon the complainants for the purpose of ascertaining the 
facts, but could not learn anything definitely as to the number of cars ordered and the 
number furnished during the period covered by the complaint. We were only able to 
learn in a general way that only a small portion of their orders for Ft. Scott & Wichita 
cars had been filled. 

Upon further examination, we found that Popkiss & Wakefield had a contract to 
furnish the Ft. Scott & Wichita Railroad with its coal supplies, and that during the 
severest part of the winter season the company's supply was exhausted at a time when 
many of its coal cars were blocked up in snow drifts ; the company at this time issued an 
order to the Ft. Scott & Gulf road to furnish all its coal cars to Popkiss & Wakefield for 
its own coal supply. During this period the complainants could get no coal cars of the 
Wichita road for use in their trade, and they quite naturally concluded that they were 
being discriminated against. It should be here remarked that an order to this effect 
was justifiable under the circumstances, since the supply of fuel to the company was 
necessary to the continued operation of its road. But an order of this sort is liable to 
abuse, and such an order should always be so guarded as to prevent advantage being 
taken of it by shippers to their own profit, at the expense of others who possess equal 
rights in the distribution of car facilities. We are unable from the investigation we 
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were able to make, to see that the order was perverted to personal use in this instance. 
Upon an examination of the records of car supplies for the months of December, 
Janui^rj and February, we find the case stands thus : The total number of coal cai-s sup- 
plied by the Fort Scott & Wichita Company to Popkiss <fe Wakefield was 351 ; of these, 
248 were used in supplying coal to the company, leaving 103 cars used by that firm in 
tlieir western trade. The whole number of cars of coal shipped west from Fort JScott 
by the same firm, 573; out of this number 103 were Fort Scott & Wichita cars, or 18 per 
cent, of the total number used in their western trade. For the corresponding period the 
number of cars of coal shipped west by J. W. Smith & Co. was 97, of which number 22 
were Wichita cars, or 22S per cent, of the total supply. From this record it appears 
that the complainants, in proportion to the amount of their shipments, received their 
full quota of cars. 

It is quite true that they did not receive all the cars they called for and needed, and 
that their business greatly suffered in consequence. Popkiss & Wakefield make a similar 
complaint; they state that on account of their inability to procure coal cars they could 
not fill more than one-half of the orders made upon them by their customers, and that 
they could have sold at retail points along the line of the Fort Scott & Wichita road 
from 500 to l,(iOO more cars of coal had they been able to command the cars. Other 
evidence convinces us that the fuel supply along the line of this road during the severe 
weather of the last winter was greatly insufficient. These evils, by which both shippers, 
traders and the general public are subjected to losses, inconveniences and even suffering, 
can only be remedied by material additions to the company's present rolling stock. And 
the Board express the hope that the company will be in a position to more nearly meet 
public wants in this respect by the approach of another winter. 

Before the Board had completed its investigation of this complaint, another from the 

same parties came to the Board, under date of May 4th ; and as this last complaint relates 

to coal shipments over the Fort Scott & Wichita road, we continued the investigation, 

and embody our findings and opinion in this decision. This last complaint charges that 

a special rate of $15 per car of slack coal is made to Popkiss & Wakefield, while the 

complainants are charged the regular, which is a higher rate. The evidence upon which 

the charge is founded is contained in a letter of which the following is a copy : 

" Yates Center, Kas., 5—2, 1885. 

"Mestrs. J. W. Smith & Cb., Fort Scott, Kansas— Di&ab, Sirs : We received car-load of slack coal (No. 

1357) ; weight 35,650, or 445.50 bu., 8c, $35.65. The freight on the car was $22.30. 

"Messrs. Waters & Co. also received a car of coal from Popkiss & Wakefield, the same grade of coal, 

425 bushels, and the freight was only $15. Car weighed 34,000 lbs. 

(Signed) Webb & Co." 

We have inspected the bills of lading of both shipments. From these it appears that 
the car of coal consigned to Webb & Co. was shipped from Liberal, Mo., over the Fort 
Scott & Gulf road to Fort Scott; thence over the Wichita road to point of destination. 
The rate is GJc. per hundred pounds, and the freight is properly computed at $22.30. 
The car consigned to Waters <& Co. was shipped at Rich Hill, Mo., destined to Yates 
Center, and the rate quoted upon the bill is 6 J cents as in the other, but the weight is 
stated at 24,000 instead of 34,000 pounds. 

In explanation of this discrepancy, the General Manager submits to the Board the 
statement that " On all coal destined to our points coming off the Kansas City, Fort 
Scott & Gulf road, we take the weights of that company and bill accordingly. On coal 
coming off the Missouri Pacific Railway, for points on our line, we take the weights of 
that company and bill accordingly. None of this coal is re-weighed on our line." From 
the fact that the complaint refers to but one shipment in which a discrepancy in 
weights, as expressed in the bill of lading and actual weight, occurs, we are inclined to 
believe that this was occasioned by a clerical error of the billing-clerk, and was not de- 
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signed as a means of reducinjg the rate to Popkiss & Wakefield. Bat even if this was a 
nominal weight, less than the actual weight upon which it was designed the rate should 
be computed, it involved no discrimination on the part of the company complained of. 
Nor yet did it involve any discrimination on the part of the Missouri Pacific Company. 
It simply proved that the Missouri Pacific Company was making a less freight charge 
upon slack coal from Rich Hill than the Fort Scott & Gulf was from Liberal. If both 
shipments had been made over the same road, and the same discrepancy had occurred 
designedly, there would have existed good ground of complaint. But the fact that one 
company puts a car-load of coal weighing 34,000 pounds at 24,000 on its bill of lading, 
and computes its ordinary freight rate on the less weight, and another company com- 
putes its rate on actual weight, furnishes no ground of complaint against the road mak- 
ing the least charge, unless the same terms are afforded to one and denied to the rest by 
the same company. The Board finds nothing for correction in this.

Qrainfield, Kas., June 8, 1885. 

To the Honorable Railroad Oommiasionera for the State of Kansas — Greeting : Whereas, 
Grainfield, Gove county, Kas., is a thriving town on the Union Pacific Railway, Kansas 
Division, with several streets crossing the line and track of said railroad, on three of 
which said crossings or intersecting streets there is very considerable travel ; and 

Whereas, There is only one crossing of said railroad in said town, to wit, that on 
Main street; and 

Whereas, We have felt the want of at least one more crossing very much for the 
last two or three years, inasmuch as trains waiting for meals, or to unload or load freight, 
often obstruct or blockade the said one crossing, thereby hindering and delaying travel 
and business from twenty minutes to one hour ; and 

Whereas, We believe Kansas law requires railroads to make good crossings at the 
intersections of all public roads, streets, or highways, especially when requested to do so ; 
and 

Whereas, Several of us, early last autumn, verbally requested their road master for 
this division, and resident here, that a second crossing of said track be made on Oak 
street — next street east of Main street; and 

Whereas, He then promised us to have the same done within a short time, but 
winter set in and proved long and hard, and hindered him until the time of his depart- 
ure; and 

Whereas, Some two months ago we sent a petition, addressed to W. J. Converse, at 
Wallace, Kansas, asking that such crossing be made soon, to which he made no reply 
for a long time ; and 

Whereas, By repeated importunities in the meantime we elicited a reply by letter 
some three weeks ago, saying that he would '^ give us a definite answer next week,'' some 
two weeks ago, but none has yet come ; and 

Whereas, The population of this region is increasing rapidly, and the volume of busi- 
ness doubling, thereby rendering the necessity of such second crossing more and more 
urgent and pressing:

Now, therefore, we, the undersigned, resident citizens of Grainfield and vicinity, moat 
earnestly and respectfully petition your honorable body to give attention to this matter 
as soon as possible, and see that such second crossing be made as aforesaid on Oak street,. 
one square east of the present crossing. And your petitioners will ever be grateful.

Hon. Board ofBailroad Gommiasioners, Topeka, Kansas — Dear Sirs: Replying to your 
letter of June 22d, concerning the complaint of citizens of Grainfield, on account of in- 
sufficient number of crossings at that place : There is no street laid out across our right-of- 
way at Grainfield, neither is any part of the town on the south side of the track. It is 
all located on the north side. I do not think that traffic is impeded to any extent by our 
trains, as they are few and far between on that part of the road. However, in order to 
keep peace in the community, we shall not object to putting in another crossing east of 
the east switch. This crossing would be, as near as I can remember, some 600 feet from 
the one they ask to have put in, and would dear them from all trains standing at the 
station. 

I inclose herewith a plat of Grainfield, which please return after you have done with 
it.

decision. 

On June 23d the complainants presented to the Board an application for the estab^ 
lishment of a crossing over the respondent's railroad at Grainfield, at a point where Oak 
street crosses the railroad. The application thus addressed to the Board was referred 
by us to the respondent company, and on the 18th of this month the company responded 
in substance, that it was willing to put an additional crossing over its track at a point 
east of the east switch, which would be about 600 feet from the point where it is asked 
for. This response has been laid before the petitioners at Grainfield, who state that 
they prefer the proposed crossing to none, but still prefer that it should be made at Oak 
street. This leaves the Board to decide as to the location of the crossing. It appears 
that none of the streets of Grainfield cross the railroad. No part of the railroad touches 
the town. It does not appear that there is any regularly established highway crossing 
the railroad track at the point where the petitioners ask to have the crossing put in. 
The Board cannot require a railroad company to establish a crossing over its track at a 
point where it neither intersects a street nor public highway. 

Besides, the chief reason given by the petitioners for this additional crossing is, that 
the crossing at the road leading onto Main street is frequently blocked with trains, and 
rendered, for the time being, impassable. To put in another opposite Oak street would 
bring this second crossing within about 400 feet of the present one, which would also be 
subject to be in like manner blocked at times by freight trains. The place proposed by 
the company on this account seems to the Board, under existing circumstances, to be 
preferable. It is beyond the switch, where freight trains will not have to stand, and no 
switching will be done. 

In accordance with these views, we recommend to the company that an additional 
crossing be put over the company's track at Grainfield, east of the east switch, and as 
convenient for the public travel as possible.

All passengers to this point on night trains are compelled to stop off at 
Kinsley, or go through to Dodge City where they get off at a late hour, and frequently 
cannot get proper accommodations, and in several cases, to my personal knowledge, women 
as well as children have taken severe colds. Now, gentlemen, if this communication is 
not in proper form, or needs an explanation which I have not made, or should be in the 
form of a petition with signatures to it, please advise me.

Honorable Board of Bailroad CommissionerSj Topeka^ Kansas — Gentlemen: Your 
letter of May 14th, in regard to stopping our night passenger trains at Speareville, is re- 
ceived. In reply I will say that the matter has received careful consideration, as appears 
by a letter I wrote to Gilbert Bros, on April 8, copy herewith. The facts are, that the 
speed of our trains, Nos. 1 and 2, is very fast, and that we are unable to make any ad- 
ditional stops and make the journey to meet our necessities in competition with rival 
lines; and inasmuch as the town of Speareville is accommodated with a day train which 
arrives and departs from that town at seasonable hours, the railroad company is of the 
opinion that all the accommodation is furnished which it is reasonable to call upon the 
railroad company to furnish. We would be very glad indeed if it were possible for us 
to stop these trains at Speareville and other points of similar importance, but it is simply 
out of the question for us to do so 'unless we go out of western business, for which we are 
competing with other lines. In other words, if the company were obliged to stop these 
trains at such points as Speareville, there would be no object in running two trains, as 
trains Nos. 3 and 4, already referred to, are suflScient to accommodate the local business 
of the country along the line of our road — at least west of Newton. 

Hoping that this statement of facts will be satisfactory to your Honorable Board, I am, 
Yours very respectfully, A. A. Kobinson, General Manager.

The complainant lives at Speareville, Ford county. He complains that the night east 
and west express trains, designated Nos. 1 and 2, that run through this town, make no 
stop at this point, and that passengers bound to said station are compelled to alight at 
Kinsley or Dodge City, and reach Speareville on the day trains. That this is incon- 
venient and involves such passengers in additional expense, etc. The complaint was re- 
ferred to Mr. Robinson, General Manager of the respondent's road, who duly responded. 
From this response, it appears that the company's trains, Nos. 1 and 2, are very fast 
through trains. That the speed of these trains is such that if additional stops are made 
the trains could not make schedule time, nor meet the competition of rival lines for a 
share in the through business. That these trains only make stops at larger towns, and 
that if they were required to make stops at Speareville and other towns of similar im- 
portance along the company's line, they would have to go out of the western business. 
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That all these local points are accommodated by day trains, which make stops at all 
stations. 

Passenger trains stop at Speareville going east, each day, at 1:17 p. m., and west at 
2:14 p. M. We imagine that the travel to Speareville cannot be very great. Doubtless 
some who board the night express are put to inconvenience when, wishing to get off at 
Speareville, they are put down at the next station. But when all cannot be equally ac- 
commodated under existing conditions, it becomes a question whether a change would 
not incommode more than it would accommodate. The Atchison, Topeka <& Santa F^ 
Bailroad is an inter-state line ; it was not built exclusively nor even primarily for mere 
local accommodation. The public traveling over it to other States possess equal rights 
to whatever convenient accommodations can be afforded by fast trains and close connec- 
tions at termini, as do the local public to reasonable local accommodations. And the 
whole public are vitally interested in the regulation of speed of trains in such way as to 
render travel reasonably safe. To make frequent stops would necessitate increased speed 
to enable the trains to make schedule time, and increase of speed beyond a certain rate 
adds greatly to the jeopardy to life and property. The company has a right to compete 
with rival lines for a share of the western business, and so long as reasonable local ac- 
commodations are supplied, to adopt whatever measures are necessary to attain that ob- 
ject. 

We are clearly of the opinion that to make the change asked for would inflict an 
unwarranted injury upon the company's business; it would discommode a greater num- 
ber than would be benefited ; and that the day trains already existing supply reasonable 
accommodations to the people of Speareville.

COMPLAINT. 

Independence, Kas., May 15, 1884. 

L. L. Turner, Esq., Topeka, Kanaaa — Deab Sir: I wish to make a complaint against 
the Southern Kansas Railway Company. They overcharge me in freights, and then re- 
fuse to refund anything. Last summer they received some goods of mine, about 1,600 
pounds, on which the freight was $10.85. I sent the money to pay freight the morning 
following the night on which I received the notice that the goods were at depot, but Grave- 
ley refused to deliver the goods unless I paid him storage. This I refused to do. They were 
received in July, 1883, and sometime in December I went down to depot with the inten- 
tion of paying them their charges, and so try and have no more trouble with the com- 
pany, but when told that the charges were over $30, 1 refused to settle. I have been 
trying ever since to get some kind of a settlement, but without success. Yesterday I was 
informed that the charges would amount to $90 to $100 ; and as I refused to pay this, they 
shipped the goods to Lawrence to be sold for charges. 

I suppose you have certain forms to be followed in making complaint, and would be 
obliged if you would send me instructions and hints that you can, so that I may get my 
matter before the Commission in shape.

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ADDITIONAL COMPLAINT. 

Independence, Kas., July 7, 1884. 

Board Bailroad OommissionerSj Topekaj Kansas — Gentlemen: I have been delayed 
in making my complaint. I now present for your consideration the following claims : 
Demurrage on car wagons, $24; January 15, overcharge on car implements, $5.20. Jan- 
uary 2, 1884, I made claim to S. B. Hynes for $2.97, overcharge on 4 bales grain bags. 
After waiting two or three months to hear from him, I wrote asking him to return papers,, 
but to this he does not respond ; so I cannot send you them, but refer you to Mr. Hyne& 
for them. 

February 20, 1884, 1 am charged 34,100 lbs. on car implements that weighed about 
28,000 lbs. I have written shippers for exact weight of goods in this car, and will have 
paper ready to present when you try my case. 

Next comes overcharge of $10 on car wagons shipped to Grenola. You will see by 
letters attached that this has been the rounds. I will say in explanation, that Mr. Hynes- 
took the trouble of figuring out the charges for my benefit, and in doing so made a mis- 
take of $10 in his additions. 

On February 22d, I loaded and delivered bill of lading of car implements to agent,, 
consigned to myself at Grenola. Agent Graveley allowed car to remain a week in the 
company's yard here before they would forward it to Grenola. May 12, 1884, 1 sent 40 
bags of millet seed to depot; seed was loaded in car by my drayman, at request of freight 
agent. This seed laid in yard nearly a week before being forwarded, causing me loss of 
sale of the seed, and making it necessary to carry it until another season. 

On June 19th, a thresher was received at this point that should have gone to Elk 
City. I immediately notified agent here to forward to Elk City, but he refused to do it 
unless I would pay the freight. The machine was here until 27th, when it was for- 
warded on order of S. B. Hynes after I had written him the circumstances and threatened 
him with a complaint to you. 

It is very annoying, to say the least, to have a continual fight with the railroad agent, 
and then not have the attention shown me that business requires. 

I think I am very modest in my request, when I ask for the removal of J. M. Graveley 
from the position of agent at this place, and I am sure my desire is seconded by nearly 
all the business men of the place. Respectfully,

DECISION. 

The complainant made the Board complaint against the Southern Kansas Railway 
Company, in which he alleges: 

1st. Wrongful demurrage charges, amounting to $24. 

2d. Overcharge on car of implements, $5.20. 

3d. Overcharge on four bales of grain bags. 

4th. Overcharge in weight of car of implements of 6,100 lbs. 

5th. Overcharge on car of wagons shipped to Grenola, $10. 

After a protracted correspondence about these matters, from which the Board was un- 
able to obtain an accurate knowledge of the facts, the members made a personal investi- 
gation at Independence, on July 28, 1885. 

It appears from that investigation that the first item of complaint arose in this way: 
Complainant ordered from Mannhalltown, Iowa, a car of wagons to be shipped to him at 
a time stated. The wagons were shipped prematurely, and when they arrived at Inde- 
pendence, Kansas, he declined to receive them until he communicated with the shippers 
at Marshallt'twn. This occupied seven days, during which time the wagons remained in 
the company's car. Two dollars per day demurrage charges had accumulated by reason 
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of this delay, amounting (excluding the first twenty-four hours) to $12. This was paid, 
and complainant proceeded to unload the car. When partly unloaded a rain set in, and 
rendered the ground about the complainant's premises impassable to teams for another 
period of six days, during which time the rest of the wagons remained in the car, and 
$12 dollars additional charges were made for its further detention. In neither instance 
was the company to blame for the delay in unloading, and two dollars per day is a 
reasonable demurrage charge for detention after the first day. We see nothing to correct 
in this. 

The overcharges mentioned in two and three above, the company acknowledge, and 
agreed to refund to complainant. The complaint. No. 4, in which it is alleged excessive 
weights were charged for on a car of implements, is supported only by a table of manu- 
facturer's estimated weights. The way bill shows actual scale weights to be net 34,100 
pounds, the amount charged on the expense bill. We cannot take estimated weights of 
manufacturers as the true weight, against actual weight as tested by the scales. As to 
the fifth complaint, it appears that complainant shipped a car of wagons to Grenola and 
had the car stopped to unload part at Longton and then again at Elk Falls. The rate 
was^computed and paid on the freight to Grenola. The two points at which parts of the 
cargo were discharged were intermediate. This is permitted in shipments of straight 
car-loads, the rate being paid to the remotest station on the whole cargo, by payment of 
a charge for switching, etc., at the intermediate stations. In this case $10 for each stop 
was charged, and this we think was too much by one-half. This character of charge 
does not appear to be uniform on all roads, some making a charge of $5 for each stop ; 
and since the full rate is paid to the remotest station to which any of the freight is 
hauled, we are clearly of the opinion that $5 is a sufficient charge for a stop. 

In accordance with this, we request the company to refund to the complainant the 
$10, the amount charged in excess of what we find to be reasonable.

B. C. Decker, Esq., Kenneth, Kas. — Dear Sir: Referring to your letter of July 13th, 
addressed to the Secretary of this Board, in which you ask why it is that you are not 
permitted to double-deck cars for shipping sheep from Grainfield oyer the Kansas Pa- 
cific Railroad to Kansas City, we have to inform you that the matter has been taken up 
by the Board. From inquiries made by us, it appears that this matter has been dis- 
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cussed several times in meetiDgs of the general freight agents of the roads operating 
east and west of the Missouri river, and that the objections to double-decking cars for 
sheep have come chiefly from those representing lines east of the Missouri. 

In a conference between the members of our Board and the General Freight Agent 
of the Union Pacific Railway a few days ago, the matter was discussed, and the conclu- 
sion arrived at, that no serious objections existed to the practice of double-decking cars 
for sheep shipments over the Kansas Pacific road, and arrangements will be made here- 
after to permit shipments to be made in that form.

COMPLAINT. 

Leavenworth, Kas., January 10, 1886. 
To the Honorable Railroad OommiasionerSf Topeka^ Kansas — Gentlemen: We re- 
spectfully beg to call your attention to present method of doing the switching in this 
city. The mills and manufactories located on Choctaw street are tributary to the Leav- 
enworth, Topeka & Southwestern Railroad, and operated by the Atchison, Topeka & 
Santa F6 Railroad Company, with which road the Missouri Pacific only has connection. 
This causes a double switching charge on all freight coming from or going to the Union 
Pacific or the Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific Railway — $2 to the Leavenworth, Topeka 
& Southwestern, and $2 for the Missouri Pacific — $4 for every car handled, the whole 
distance of transportation being only a few city blocks. We look upon this as being 
arbitrary, and as to actual cost, it can be done for less money by wagon and team, but 
you are well aware this is a slow process where a large business is being done. Is there 
not a State law compelling railroads to make connections with other roads in the same 
city? Or, in other words, cannot the Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific and the Union 
Pacific Railways be compelled to make connections with the Leavenworth, Topeka & 
Southwestern Railroad? Any information or suggestion you can furnish us with on 
this subject will be appreciated by

The complainants above named represent to the Board that all freights destined to 
and carried from the Union Pacific road, coming from or going to the mills and manufac- 
tories situated on Choctaw street in the city of Leavenworth, are subjected to a double 
switching charge, amounting to four dollars each way per car for all cars handled. 

The Board brought the matter to the attention of the company, and made an exam- 
ination of the subject-matter of the complaint on the ground. The members of the Board 
have had several conferences with the officers of the respondent company relative to it; 
and the company has had a line surveyed and platted from its side-track, on Main street, 
to a junction with the Leavenworth, Topeka & Southwestern road, on Choctaw street. 
The building of this short switch seems to be the only available method of avoiding this 
double switching, and the burdensome charges incident thereto. The only objection or 
obstacle that seems to lie against constructing this switch into Choctaw street is the cost 
of securing the right-of-way. We are clearly of the opinion that the large interests in- 
volved, pertaining both to the company and the numerous manufacturing establishments 
located on Choctaw street, fully justify the outlay necessary to eflTect this object. The 
largest manufacturing establishments in the city are upon this street. Large shipments 
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of grain, and flour from the mills there, are being constantly made. Iron foundries, bridge 
works, and machine shops, the largest in the State, are constantly requiring the services of 
the railroads, and all of these are inaccessible to the cars of the Union Pacific Company, 
without payment of this double switching charge. This charge applies to all material 
delivered to these establishments, and all the products brought from them. This switching 
charge, added to the other freight charges, is so onerous a tax upon the business of this 
street that the manufacturing firms doing business there are compelled to avoid making 
shipments over the Union Pacific roads, whenever they can do so. The flour mills seek 
their grain supplies as much as possible upon the lines of roads having easier access to 
their mills; and the other establishments, markets for their products so as to avoid this 
switch tax — a tax that operates as a serious restriction to the great and growing indus- 
tries of that locality. It further results in serious detriment to the business and traffic 
of the Union Pacific road. 

It is true that the right-of-way for this projected switch, running as it must over a 
part of two lots, would involve considerable cost to the company; but we feel no hesita- 
tion in saying, after a careful examination of the situation there, that the increase of 
traffic which the building of the switch would bring to the companies' roads at Leaven- 
worth would rapidly compensate for the outlay. The need of it is so urgent, and the lack 
of this facility is so keenly felt, and constitutes so great an impediment to the business 
of that locality, that we are constrained to earnestly recommend the company to supply 
it. The matter has been already delayed a considerable time, and the Board has with- 
held an official recommendation in the hope and expectation that this object would be 
accomplished without it. We certainly think the company should not permit the supply 
of this needed facility to the business there to be longer delayed.

PETITION. 

To the Honorable Board of Bailroad Gommiasioners of Kansas: The petition of the 
undersigned residents of Biley and Pottawatomie counties shows to your honorable Board 
that the Manhattan & Northwestern Railroad Company was chartered in June, 1871 ; 
that in 1879 said company was reorganized as the Manhattan & Blue Valley Railroad 
Company, and constnicted by the last-named company from Manhattan to the Big Blue 
river, a distance of fifteen miles, to and above the town of Stockdale, in Riley county ; 
that since said railroad has been built ready for the rolling stock, the company has 
neglected to equip and operate the same; that to secure the construction of a railroad 
up the Blue valley, the county of Riley voted $140,000 in bonds to the original company? 
in 1871. The failure of the said Manhattan & Blue Valley Railroad Company to prop- 
erly equip and operate said railroad results in great loss and inconvenience to the people 
living in the Big Blue valley and along the line of said road. 

Your petitioners therefore pray that said company be required to place sufficient 
rolling stock upon said road, and that the same be operated. We respectfully ask that 
you give this matter your early and careful consideration.

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ORDER OF BOARD. 

On June 13, 1885, a petition was presented to the Board by Mr. Green, signed by 
himself and numerous others, residents of Riley county, asking that the respondent com- 
pany be required to operate trains upon fifteen miles of road upon the line of the Blue 
Valley Bailroad. The petition was referred to the company, and on the 29th of July a 
response thereto was made, as follows: 

'' Omaha, Julj 29, 1885. 
"Hon. E.J. Turner ^ Secretary Railroad CommUsioners, Tbpeka, Kansas — Dear Sib: Yoar faror of 
June 12 has been referred to me, and an acknowledgment delayed in consequence of mj desire to go 
over the ground personally. The President of the company had some conversation with the chairman 
of your Board regarding the Manhattan & Blue Valley line, and it is hoped that within a reasonable 
time the road will be built further north. I think your Honorable Board will agree with me, that we 
could not earn sufficient to pay anything like the expenses of operating the road to the end of the track 
as now laid. Yours truly, S. R. Gallowat." 

A copy of this response having been s^nt to the petitioners, who expressed to the 
Board their dissatisfaction with the assurances therein given, the 20th of August was ap- 
pointed for a further hearing of the matter. Upon that day the petitioners were rep- 
resented by Hon. N. Green and Mr. L. B. Elliott, and the company by its attorney, A. L. 
Williams, Esq. 

The history of this road is briefly as follows: It was first chartered in 1871, the cor- 
porate name of the oompany holding that charter being the Manhattan & Northwestern 
Bailroad Company. In 1872, the county of Biley voted and issued its county bonds to 
aid in building the road, to the amount of $140,000 ; and the township of Manhattan 
the sum of $50,000 in the township bonds of Manhattan, for the same purpose. This 
company constructed a grade through the county and laid about seven miles of track 
in 1874, and being overtaken by hard times was compelled to suspend operations. A 
mortgage put upon the road was afterward foreclosed, and the road was sold in these fore- 
closure proceedings in 1879. The Union Pacific Bailroad Company purchased the prop- 
erty of the purchaser at the foreclosure sale, and came into possession of it in 1881. The 
property is owned now by a new corporation, and is represented by a difierent charter. 
The road has been extended to a distance of sixteen miles from the initial point at Man- 
hattan by its present owner, and at that point work has been suspended on it. Its com- 
pletion to Marysville will connect it with a road already built to a junction with the 
Union Pacific main line in Nebraska. 

It is important to the company and to the people living along the projected road, that 
it be completed at an early day. In its present condition the operation of a portion of 
it would be of but little, if any, practical benefit to the people, and none whatever to the 
company. This, we believe, is clearly recognized by both parties, and it is seen that to 
render it of any real utility to the public it should be finished according to the design of 
the charter. 

The people of Biley county, who have contributed so largely toward the building of 
the road, are naturally impatient at the prolonged delay in building it. 

Counsel representing the company before the Board was authorized by the Union 
Pacific General Manager to assure the petitioners and this Board that the oompany 
would complete this road before commencing to build any other. Assurances to the same 
effect were given to the members of the Board by the same officer in person. With 
these assurances the gentlemen representing the petitioners expressed themselves as 
satisfied for the present, and were content to let their petition rest without further action 
for a reasonable length of time. In accordance with this wish, the Board so ordered.

The Union Pacific Railway Company, Bespondent, 

On the line of the Union Pacific Railroad, near Solomon City, there was established 
some years ago works for the manufacture or preparation of salt from the brine, which 
•exists there in apparently inexhaustible quantities. These works have not heretofore 
been either much extended or greatly prosperous. In February last the company operat- 
ing these works made complaint to the Board through Hon. A. P. Collins, within whose 
Representative district the works are located, that the rates of freight upon their product 
to local points, which furnished the salt company with a market, were too high, and 
tended to discourage production and the development of the works. The rates under 
which the salt company was working were those prescribed upon the distance tariff, and 
were higher than the local or terminal rates upon the same article. The company was 
compelled to compete with Eastern salt, upon a system of rates which placed the Kansas 
.product at a disadvantage. 

For the purpose of correcting the evil complained of, and to put these Kansas works 
upon a favorable footing, members of the Board conferred with the railroad company's 
freight agent upon the subject, the result of which is stated in the following communi- 
cation to the Board: 

Kansas City, February 25, 1885. 

Hon. Jos, Humphrey, Chairman State Board of Bailroad OommiasionerSj Topeka, Kas. — 
Deab Sib : Referring once more to the conversation had with you a short time ago re- 
garding the salt works at Solomon, will say that I agree with you that it is to the interest 
^of our company to do all we can consistently to promote and encourage this enterprise, 
and for your information will say that we have sent our Traveling Freight Agent to 
Solomon twice during the last three weeks, for the purpose of thoroughly investigating 
matters there, and I am in hopes that the works will see their way clear to start up, and 
that we shall be able to so encourage them as to warrant them in doing so. Just as soon 
as they are in a position to state just what is necessary in order to enable them to compete 
successfully, we shall go over the matter more fully, with a view of doing what is fair 
and right under the circumstances. 

Thanking the Board for calling my attention to this matter, I remain yours truly,

Some delay occurring in settling upon a system of rates adapted to this industry at 
•Solomon City, another conference was had with Mr. Munroe, First Assistant General 
Freight Agent of the company, at which it was agreed to adopt a special tariff based upon 
and conforming to the rates upon the local tariff — a reduction of about 20 per cent. This 
by way of experiment. It was further agreed that in any changes thereafter found nec- 
essary or advantageous, the prosperity and growth of this enterprise should be borne in 
mind, and be promoted. 

In pursuance of this conference, the Board received the following letter from the 
Freight Agent, and also a copy of special tariff referred to, which is also herewith given : 

Kansas City, May 22, 1885. 
Hon, Jam£8 Humphrey, Chairman Bailroad CommissionerSy Topeka, Kob, — Dear Sir: 
Referring to conversation had with you to-day, will say that for the sake of making the 
most thorough experiment, we will put in effect at once a special rate from Solomon on 
salt in car-loads and less, to all points upon our standard-gauge system in Kansas within 
400 miles of Kansas City, based on the same rate per mile from Solomon as we get from 
Kansas City on salt for corresponding distances. This special* will be good until Decem- 
ber 31st, but in issuing it, we do not wish it to be construed as a precedent for future 
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rates. If in case it is found to work an injostice to this company, we feel we should be- 
privileged to change it. Will send you copy of special as soon as issued.

COMPLAINT. 

Atchison, January 26, 1886. 
To the Board of BaUroad Commissioners, Topeka, Kansas — Gentlemen: I wish to* 
make a complaint to you against the Missouri Pacific Kailroad for violating section 10, 
railroad laws of the State of Kansas. The matter I complain of is, discriminating 
against Atchison in favor of Kansas City. I will make you one plain case, which will 
serve for the many, and when I meet you, if necessary, I will prove the many. The 
Missouri Pacific Railroad charges and has a live-stock tariff like this : From Everest to- 
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Atchison, 21 miles, $22 per car, which is excessively high, and from Everest to Kansas 
City, 68 miles, $26 per car. The rates are too high to Atchison, and too low to Kansas 
City. Bat that is not the worst feature. The man that ships hogs from points on their 
road to Kansas City gets a rebate on each car of $7.50, while the man leaving his stock 
at Atchison gets nothing. Gentlemen, this is my charge, and covers the Central Branch 
and Omaha Extension ; and there are other matters that I will bring before you as soon 
as I get the chance. I would be pleased to have you look this matter over at your earli- 
est convenience, and would be pleased to have you come to Atchison and have the in- 
vestigation. I stand ready to prove my charges.

DECISION. 

On January 26, 1885, Mr. Smith presented to the Board a complaint against the re- 
spondent company, charging discrimination in rates on the- shipment of hogs, as between 
Kansas City and Atchison. It was claimed that upon hog shipments made to Kansas 
City stock-yards, a rebate of $7.50 per car-load was allowed the shipper, while no rebate 
was given to shippers of hogs to the Atchison yards. This complaint applied to the 
Central Branch Union Pacific road, and the main line of the Missouri Pacific. After 
giving proper notice to the company complained of, the Board met at Atchison on the 
12th day of February, 1885, to investigate the complaint, and upon the examination 
then made, found the following to be the facts : The complainant, Mr. Smith, is engaged 
in the pork-packing business at Atchison, and his business was necessarily in competi- 
tion with the like business at Kansas City. 

It appeared from the evidence adduced, that a rebate of $5 per car was allowed by 
the railroad company upon shipments of hogs to the Kansas City stock-yards, and in ad- 
dition the stock-yard company paid through the railroad company $2.50 per car for all 
cars of hogs delivered at the yards. This, together with the fact that the comparatively 
small demand for hogs at Atchison failed to create a market there, rendered it difficult 
for Mr. Smith to obtain all the hogs his business required to make it successful. 

After learning all the facts, the Board advised the company that, so far as it was in 
its power to do so, Mr. Smith should be placed in a position of business equality with 
the parties engaged in like business at Kansas City. That he was entitled to the same 
rebates that the company allowed at the latter place to other shippers, and to the use of 
such terminal or transfer facilities at Atchison as his business needed and the company 
then possessed. The company, without a formal order from the Board, agreed to afibrd 
to Mr. Smith such rates and facilities as would be just and entirely satisfactory, and 
matters were then adjusted in a manner which we are informed is quite satisfactory to 
Mr. Smith.

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may load and unload oar grain and merchandise, etc., more conveniently. Also, that yon 
send some proper party or parties as soon as possible to investigate, if necessary. 

We sent the railroad company a large petition for switch, signed by nearly all the 
tax-payers in our township, of which they took no notice. 

Please let us hear from you as soon as convenient.

DECISION. 

This is a complaint by the trustee above named, of the lack of switch facilities at 
Mid-Lothian, in said township, along the line of respondent's railroad. Complainant asks 
that the company be requested to extend its switch into said town. The Board, on the 
■29th of August last, made an investigation of the matter, upon the ground. From that 
examination the Board learned that the St. Louis, Ft. Scott & Wichita Railroad was built 
to the point named by the 15th of March last. 

This township voted a subscription of fifteen thousand dollars to the capital stock of 
the railroad in the bonds of the township, upon the conditions: First, that the company 
should build said railroad of standard gauge from some point on the north or east of the 
•east side of said township, and running thence through said township to some point on 
the west side thereof, and have the same in operation on or before April 1st, 1885 ; 
second, to build a depot and necessary side-track and stock-yard in said township, which 
•depot was to be built not further west than the west line of section three ( 3 ), township 
thirty-three ( 33 ), range five ( 5 ), the same to be completed by April 1st, 1885. These 
conditions were fully complied with. 

In February last, a town was laid out on the east of the said section line, the west 
line of the town being 690 feet east of the line of said section three. The depot and 
side-track were located and built at this town, named Freeport, and, in the short interval 
o^ time since, a thriving and flourishing village has been established. In March follow- 
ing, and while the depot building was being erected at Freeport, other parties laid off 
and platted a town site immediately west of the section line designated, and this is the 
town of Mid-Lothian, which shows a surprising growth for the brief period of its exist- 
ence. 

The side-track located at Freeport is 2,300 feet long, and the end of the west switch 
is 650 feet from the section line. The two towns are so near together that, although 
they exist under separate organizations, for all purposes of business and traffic they may 
well be considered as one. A tract of seventeen acres of land alone separates them. 

The railroad company could not have located depot facilities at Mid-Lothian and com- 
plied with the terms of the subscription. Besides, Mid-Lothian was not laid off at the 
time of their location. It is clear that, at present, the railway company has all the 
facilities in that locality that it needs, or the public reasonably require. It would there- 
fore seem inconsistent and unreasonable for the Board to request the company to lay 
down additional side-track at that point. 

We feel satisfied that the towns named, if they can harmonize their interests, will 
have a rapid growth in the future, and that as the business and traffic of that region 
grows, additional side-track will be needed, and we have no hesitation in saying that in 
our judgment, when needed, it can be advantageously extended toward Mid-Lothian.

DECISION. 

In the matter of petitions from Idana along the line of the Kansas Central Bailroad, 
for depot accommodations at said point, the Board has duly considered the same, and the 
facts concerning the situation there. 

In its response to this Board, the company states that it is its intention to build a 
depot at this point next spring ; that on account of dullness of the times, and the conse- 
quent lack of business for the railroad company, they have been unable to do the work 
this year. 

The Board are of the opinion that the matter is too urgent to justify this delay. The 
town is 10 miles from Clay Center and 12 from Miltonvale, and there is no depot be- 
tween the two stations. There is a side-track, and trains stop there. They pass each 
way in the night-time. There is no house in which to put freight, and when delivered 
there it is dumped down on the ground, exposed to the weather. Passengers likewise 
waiting for trains, are without shelter or protection from inclement weather. Only 
freight upon which the charges have been prepaid, is delivered at this point. The rest 
is left at Clay Center, or carried on to Miltonvale, at which point the consignee is obliged 
to go and get it. 

It appears from the evidence submitted to the Board, that there is already consider- 
able business done at this point, and that shipments to and from the place would greatly 
increase if depot accommodations were provided. 

The distance of Idana from any other station is sufficient to require the mainte- 
nance of a station at that point. The fact that trade and business are already developing 
there, would indicate that this is a favorable point to plant a station, and the construc- 
tion of a side-track there shows that the company so considers it. 

To delay building a depot till spring will result in exposing passengers who alight, 
or take the train, at Idana, to the cold and storms of winter nights, and cause constant 
trouble, inconvenience, and probable loss to shippers. We are very clearly of opinion 
that the building of the depot should not be delayed till spring, and we recommend, in 
view of these facts, that the company build a suitable depot at this point before the set- 
ling in of winter.

INQUIRY BY THE ATCHISON. TOPEKA & SANTA FE RAILROAD COMPANY RELATIVE TO 
THE DISINFECTION OF STOCK CARS, AND OPINION OF THE BOARD. 

ToPEKA, Kas., April 29, 1885. 

Honorable Board of Railroad OommissionerSf Topeka, Kansas — Gentlemen: At the 
request of the Live-Stock Sanitary Board, through their Secretary, Dr. Holcombe, we 
have decided to put into effect a system of fumigating and disinfecting stock cars used 
within the State of Kansas, in order to prevent the spread of contagious diseases among 
the live stock of the State of Kansas. This will necessarily involve some labor and ex- 
pense, as well as incident delay to our cars. This was not contemplated, of course, when 
our live-stock rates were fixed, which are already very low. I think it quite right and 
proper that we should have some compensation for the service, and would suggest that 
under the scheme which we propose to adopt, a dollar per car would not be out of the 
way. This charge to be added to the charge collected on the live stock, not as a freight 
-charge, but designated as a charge for disinfecting and fumigating cars. 

It will probably be impracticable to disinfect all cars used in the local shipments of 
stock between stations within the State, as we could not prepare ourselves to put this in 
effect at every station on the line, but at stated points. Of course the charge made for 
this service would not be added to the expense of the shipments of live stock unless it 
was actually performed. 

I would like to have a decision on this point, as to whether you would consider such 
a charge as legal or not.

species are hauled in the State of Kansas'' — this additional expense being necessitated 
by an order of the Live-Stock Sanitary Commission of the State of Kansas, dated April 9, 
1885, of which the following is a copy : 

"A. A. Eobinsonf Esq., Oeneral Manager Atchison, Topeka de Santa M EaMroad Company t Topeka, Kcu. — 
Sir: Whereas, It is the opinion of the Live-Stock Sanitary Commission of the State of Kansas that it 
is necessary, for the prevention of the spread of infectious and contagions diseases, that no cars shall be 
used, or offered for use, for transporting stock in this State, unless such cars shall have been thoroughly 
cleansed and disinfected : 

" Therefore, you are hereby directed and ordered, in accordance with section 8, chapter 2, special 
session laws of 1884, State of Kansas, to cleanse and disinfect all cars used, or offered for use, by the 
Atchison, Topeka & Santa F6 Railroad, in this State, for transporting stock. Points selected for the 
cleansing of such cars shall be inaccessible to all animals. 

" After thoroughly cleansing, proper disinfection shall consist of the free use of steam, dilute car- 
bolic acid, dilute sulphuric acid, or chloride of lime. 

" Please inform this Board of the place selected for the cleansing contemplated in this order.

The disinfection required by said order is, of course, an expense which was not con- 
templated at the time of fixing the freight rates upon neat cattle. We therefore see no

able as applied to all cases when the disinfection is actually performed, so long as the- 

said order of the said Live-Stock Commission remains in force.

CHANGE IN RATES. AND LENGTH OF NOTICE REQUIRED.

Hon. L. L. Turner J Railroad Oommissioner, Topekaj Karhsas — Dear Sib: Referring to. 
conversation had with you last evening here in reference to various matters, will say,, 
that we would like to have the opinion of the Board as to the proper manner of advising 
the public of any such changes in rate as circumstances may seem to require. 

Section 16, chapter 124 of the Kansas Laws of 1883, provides that the company must 
give notice of changes in rates in such manner as the Commissioners may determine ; 
hence my inquiry at this time. 

I would also like the opinion of the Board as to whether we are required to give the 
sixty days' notice before changing any special rates. It is unnecessary for me to say to. 
you, of course, familiar as you are with the circumstances, that special rates are often a 
necessity, and without them a great deal of freight cannot be moved; and, too, these 
special rates, even between the same points, have to frequently be changed when the 
circumstances change. We have been in the habit of making special rates, good for all, 
between certain points on certain commodities as required by circumstances, and have 
not considered that the law requiring sixty days' notice before a change of tariff rates was. 
applicable to these special rates, but that it only applied to regular printed tariff rates. 

I will be glad, therefore, after you have looked the matter over, to have the opinion 
of the Board.

Your letter of the 6th inst., addressed to Commissioner Turner, has been submitted to 
the Board. The letter embraces two inquiries, viz.: 

1st. Whether section 16 of chapter 124, Laws of Kansas, requires sixty days' notice of 
a change in the rates, in cases where the rates are special and not embraced in the regular 
printed tariff, and the change is from a low to a higher rate. 

2d. In what manner such notice, when required, should be given. 

The section of the law referred to provides that " Neither said Board of Railroad 
Commissioners nor any railroad company shall raise the charge for the transportation of 
freight on any railroad without first giving sixty days' public notice of such change, in 
such manner as the Commissioners may determine." The word charge is used in a generic 
sense, and embraces all rates, both general and special, and any other charge for a trans- 
portation service not embraced in any given rate. We are therefore of opinion that a 
special rate cannot be withdrawn and a higher rate substituted without giving the re- 
quired notice. 

In answer to the second inquiry above, the Board has heretofore determined the 
manner in which notice should be given, viz., by posting a copy of the rates or charges 
which it is proposed to substitute, in a conspicuous place in that part of the station house 
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of the company accessible to the public, together with a notification stating the time 
when such rates will go into effect.

The Columbus Coal Company — Your communication to the Board of the 19th inst. is 
received. You ask : " Suppose a coal company is shipping to a point 50 miles from their 
shaft; their car of coal goes one-half of the distance on one road and the other half on 
another road. Now, as you are aware, the shorter the haul the higher the rate per 
mile. Well, in this case can the railroad company charge for two short hauls of 25 
miles each, or is it not proper that they should charge for one continuous haul for the 
50 miles?" 

We have to answer you, that there is no law compelling railroad companies to pro- 
rate upon the same freight hauled over their respective lines. Each company has a 
right to charge its own tariff rate for the distance hauled over its own line. If it were 
otherwise, and two connecting companies were required to make the two hauls as though 
they were one, and to charge as for one continuous haul, it would result that, compared 
with the cost of the service, the rate upon the two hauls would be more favorable than 
the rate upon the continuous haul upon the same line. The delays to cars and cost of 
transfers at the point of connection increase the expense of the service considerably over 
the expense incurred in a continuous haul. 

Upon some classes of through freights, connecting railroads quite frequently make 
through rates. This, however, is a voluntary arrangement on their part, and it is con- 
sidered doubtful whether railroads could be compelled by law to charge as for one haul 
when two are made.

INQUIRY BY union PACIFIC RAILWAY COMPANY ABOUT PAYMENT OF PASSENGER 

FARES ON FREIGHT TRAINS.

To the Honorable Board of Railroad Commissioners of the State of Kansas, Topeka, Kan- 
sas — Gentlemen: You have, as I understand it, decided that under the railroad act, 
railroads have no power to charge an excess to those who go upon the train without pro- 
curing tickets, and also asked the Legislature to correct this evil, which it failed to do. 
Another phase of the question now presents itself, and in behalf of the Union Pacific 
Bailway I desire to submit it to you for your opinion. 
17 
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I take it for granted that it will be conceded that railroads which furnish proper fa- 
cilities on passenger trains for the transportation of passengers, are not required to carry 
them apon freight trains, and may refuse altogether to do so, or may impose such condi- 
tions as they see fit, when they carry such passengers. Now on our road we have a very 
reasonable rule, requiring passengers to obtain a permit before riding upon freight trains. 
Since your ruling first referred to, it has been impossible to enforce this regulation, as 
passengers would climb upon the caboose without a permit, and when the train was in 
motion would tender their three-cent fare. You know of course, that it is impossible to 
stop freight trains to put passengers off, and equally difficult to keep men stationed at a 
caboose car to prevent them getting on during the long delays at the various stations * 
so that to protect itself, the company is compelled either to refuse to carry passengers, 
or to compel the procurement of a permit, by charging an excess to those who get upon 
trains at stations where they could procure tickets, and fail to do so. 

I therefore ask you whether, under the circumstances mentioned, it would be a viola- 
tio nof the law, in your judgment, for us to charge an excess to passengers upon freight trains, 
who refuse or neglect to obtain the proper permit, when an opportunity has been offered 
them so do so.

Dear Sir: Your letter of the 12th inst. was received on yesterday. You state that 
under certain reasonable regulations adopted by your company, persons are permitted to 
take passage on freight trains, notwithstanding proper facilities are afforded passengers 
for transportation on regular passenger trains. That the regulations adopted require 
passengers who propose to take passage on freight trains, to first procure a permit and 
prepay fare before boarding trains. That many passengers disregard this rule of the 
company, and enter the caboose car without such permit and tender their fare to the con- 
ductor on the train; and you ask whether, in our judgment, it would be a violation of 
the law if, under the circumstances mentioned, a charge in excess of the regular fare 
were made to those boarding the train without a permit, when an opportunity has been 
offered them to procure one. 

A railroad company cannot be required to carry passengers upon its freight trains, 
when it furnishes reasonable accommodations to the public upon its passenger trains. In 
snch case, if it carries passengers upon freight trains, it does so of its own choice, and 
may adopt such reasonable regulations as may tend to protect the company and the pas- 
senger — such as requiring the passenger to procure a permit or a ticket covering the 
passage. Rules of this character are of plain reasonableness, since it may not be either 
convenient or safe to carry passengers upon all freight trains; and the company has the 
absolute right to designate those upon which passage may be taken. It may also protect 
itself from the hazard of loss of the fare by requiring the passenger to procure a ticket 
at all stations where tickets are procurable, and it may enforce these regulations by ex- 
pulsion of the person who neglects to comply with them from its freight trains; but 
if the company collects the fare on the train, we do n<5t think it would be justified in 
collecting in excess of three cents per mile. 

The rate of three cents per mile to be charged for the transportation of passengers 
upon railroads in this State, exists without qualification as to the kind of accommodation 
furnished, or the character of train upon which the passenger is carried. The language 
of the statute, that " no railroad company shall charge or receive a rate in excess of 
three cents per mile for the transportation of any passenger who is over twelve years of 
age, upon any railroad in this State," applies to all trains upon which passage may be 
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taken. While the company that furnishes other passenger facilities cannot be required 
to carry passengers upon its freight trains, yet if it assumes and holds itself out to the 
public as ready to do so, it becomes a common carrier as to passengers carried on freight 
trains, and, we think, is restricted as to this service, to the rule of compensation pre- 
scribed by the statute. Very respectfully.

INQUIRY BY HON. E. B. ALLEN, SECRETARY OF STATE, CONCERNING LIABILITY OF RAIL- 
ROAD COMPANIES FOR KILLING STOCK ON TRACK. 

Board op Kailroad Commissioners, > 
ToPEKA, Kas., August 11, 1885. > 

Hon, E. B. Allen, Secretary of State — Dear Sir: In answer to your letter, and the 
one referred to us from Mr. Scanlon, relative to the law of liability of railroad companies 
for killing stock on their roads, we have to inform you that the statutes make each road 
liable for damages for stock killed by them, without regard to whether such killing was 
done through negligence or otherwise, in all cases where the railroad is not inclosed 
with a lawful fence. The damages are the full value of the cattle or other stock killed 
or injured. 

It is the duty of the owner or his agent to give written notice of the killing or injury 
done to his stock by a railroad, to the station agent of the company, stating the kind of 
animal killed and its value. 

If the company fails to pay the damages in thirty days from the time of receiving the 
notice, the party may sue the company in any court having jurisdiction, and recover, be- 
sides the value of damage done, an attorney's fee. 

Hogs are required to be kept up, and cannot lawfully be permitted to be at large ; and 
for killing them, a railroad company is only liable, providing it is guilty of gross care- 
lessness or negligence. 

It is not necessary to appoint appraisers to ascertain the value of stock killed. This 
can be established by the testimony of anyone acquainted with the stock, and capable of 
forming a judgment of the value. Yours truly,

INQUIRY BY HON. J. M. MORGAN, OF OSBORNE COUNTY, 

Whether the Railroad Companies are justified in charging for a double weight upon 

Shipments of Plate Glass. 

Board of Railroad Commissioners, \

H&a. J. M, Morgan, Osborne, Kansas — Dear Sir: Referring to your favor of the 3d 
inst., which was not received until the 12th: It is impossible to determine whether there 
was an overcharge on the shipment of glass referred to, without being able to examine 
the expense bill. It is presumed, however, that you desire attention to the fact of the 
railroad company charging for double weight upon the shipment. Inclosed please find 
a copy of the joint western classification, which, you will notice, is in effect upon all the 
roads of this State. This designates plate glass and looking-glasses as double first- 
class, while glass of a different character, such as common window-glass, is carried at a 
lower rate. All classifications should be made with a view of enabling the people to 
bear the burden of railroad traffic as easily as possible. Thus the rate on coal and other 
absolute necessities of life should be, comparatively, very low, while articles of conveni- 
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ence should afford a higher rate, while unnecessary articles, generally termed luxuries, 
should afibrd the highest proportion of revenue. This is on the presumption that a man 
who can afford to purchase plate glass, fine carriages, or other articles of like character, 
can better afford to pay a higher proportion of the revenue that goes to make up a road's 
earnings, than can the poor man upon coal or other necessaries of life. 

Of course it is immaterial to the railroad company whether they conform to a classi- 
iication, or charge the same rate upon all commodities of shipment. 

Thus you will see that the classification is supposed to serve the interests of the people 
and not the railroad company. The Board of Railroad Commissioners have reduced 
several articles to a lower classification, such as coffee, sugar, bacon, etc., deeming the 
proportionate rate of tariff upon these articles, with others not mentioned, as too high. 
Considering this view of the case, do you think the classification referred to is unreason- 
able?

EAILEOAD LAW. 



LAW CEEATING THE BOARD OF RAILROAD COMMISSIONERS AND 

DEFINING THEIR DUTIES. 



CHAPTEB OXXTV. 
An Act (Concerning Railroads and Other Common Carriers. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Kansas: 

Section 1. No railroad company shall charge or receive a rate in excess of three cents 
per mile for the transportation of any passenger who is over twelve years ot age, upon 
any railroad in this State, nor in excess of half that sum per mile for the transportation 
of any passenger of the age of twelve years or under. Each passenger over twelve years 
of age paying fare, shall be entitled to have transported, without any additional charge> 
baggage not exceeding one hundred pounds in weight ; and each passenger of twelve years 
of age or under, paying fare, shall be entitled to have transported, without additional 
charge, baggage not exceeding fifty pounds in weight. 

Sec. 2. The Executive Council shall, before the first day of April next, elect three 
competent persons, who. shall constitute a Board of Railroad Commissioners, and who 
shall hold their offices from the date of their respective elections for the terms of one, 
two and three years from the first day of April next. The Executive Council shall, in 
like manner, before the first day of April in each year thereafter, elect a Commissioner, 
to continue in office for the term of three years from said date, and in case any vacancy 
occurs in said Board, by resignation or otherwise, shall in the same manner elect a Com- 
missioner to serve for the residue of the term. The Executive Council may at any time 
remove such Commissioners, or any of them, and elect others to fill the vacancy ; and all 
votes cast by each member of the Executive Council for the election of any person to the 
office of Railroad Commissioner, or removal from the same, shall be recorded in a journal 
kept by them for that purpose, which journal shall be kept open at all times for public 
inspection. The said Board of Commissioners shall have power to appoint a secretary, 
and remove him at pleasure. No person owning any bonds, stock or property in any 
railroad company, or who is in the employment, or who is in any way or manner pecuni- 
arily interested in any railroad, shall be eligible to the office of Railroad Commissioner 
or secretary of said Board. Said Railroad Commissioners and secretary shall be qualified 
electors of the State : Provided, That no more than two of the Commissioners shall be- 
long to the same political party. Said Commissioners and secretary shall be sworn to 
the due and faithful performance of the duties of their respective offices before entering 
upon the discharge of the same. Each of said Commissioners shall enter into bonds, 
with security to be approved by the Executive Council, in the sum of $10,000, condi- 
tioned for the faithful performance of his duties. 

Sec. 3. Said Commissioners shall keep their office in the State House, or at some other 
suitable place in the city of Topeka, and they' or either of them may act officially in any 
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part of the State. They shall each receive a salary of three thousand dollars per annum, 
and the secretary shall receive a salary of one thousand five hundred dollars per annum, 
to be paid as the salaries of other State officers are paid ; and the said Board shall be 
provided, at the expense of the State, with necessary office furniture and stationery. 

Sec. 4. To provide a fund for the payment of the salaries and current expenses of the 
Board of Commissioners and secretary, the Board shall certify to the Auditor of State, on 
or before the 20th of May, in each year, the amount necessary to defray the same; which 
amount shall be divided pro rata among the several railroad companies, according to the 
assessed valuation of their property in the State, and the Auditor shall thereupon certify 
to the county clerk of each county the amount due from the several railroad corporations 
located and operated in said county, and the county clerk shall place the same on the tax 
rolls of his county, to be collected the same as other taxes upon railroad property ; and 
the county treasurer shall account to the State for the same as provided by law for the 
other State funds: Provided, That in unorganized counties the amount so found due from 
railroad companies therein shall be included in, and levied and collected with, such taxes 
as are levied and collected by the State from railroad companies located in said unor- 
ganized counties. 

Sec. 5. Said Commissioners shall have the general supervision of all railroads in the 
State operated by steam, and all express companies, sleeping-car companies, and all other 
persons, companies or corporations doing business as common carriers in this State; and 
shall inquire into any neglect or violation of the laws of this State by any person, com- 
pany or corporation engaged in the business of transportation of persons or property 
therein, or by the officers, agents or employ^ thereof; and shall also from time to time 
carefully examine and inspect the condition of each railroad in th^ State, and of its 
equipment, and the manner of its conduct and management, with reference to the public 
safety and convenience. Whenever in the judgment of the Railroad Commissioners it 
shall appear that any railroad corporation or other transportation company fails, in any 
respect or particular, to comply with the terms of its charter or the laws of the State, or 
whenever in their judgment any repairs are necessary upon its road, or any addition to 
its rolling stock, or any addition to or change of its stations or station houses, or any 
change in its rates for transporting freight, or any change in the mode of operating its 
road and conducting its business, is reasonable and expedient in order to promote the 
security, convenience and accommodation of the public, said Commissioners shall inform 
such corporation of the improvement and changes which they adjudge to be proper, by 
a notice thereof in writing, to be served by leavhig a copy thereof, certified by the Com- 
missioners' secretary, with any station agent, clerk, treasurer, or any director of said 
corporation ; and a report of the proceedings shall be included in the annual report of 
the Commissioners to the Governor. Nothing in this section shall be construed as reliev- 
ing any railroad company, or other transportation corporation, from their responsibility 
or liability for damage to person or property. 

Sec. 6. Said Commissioners shall on or before the first Monday in December in each 
year make a report to the Governor of their doings for the preceding year, containing 
such facts, statements and explanations as will disclose the working of the system of 
railroad transportation in this State, and its relation to the general business and prosper- 
ity of the citizens of the State, and such suggestions and recommendations in respect 
thereto as may seem appropriate. Said report shall also contain as to every railroad cor- 
poration doing business in this State — 

First, The amount of its capital stock. 

Seeondf The amount of its preferred stock, if any, and the condition of its preferment. 

Third, The amount of its funded debt, and the rate of interest. 

Fourth, The amount of its floating debt. 
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Fifthj The cost and actual present cash value of its road and equipment, including 
permanent way buildings and rolling stock, all real estate used exclusively in operating 
the road, and all fixtures and conveniences for transacting its business. 

Sixthj The estimated value of all other property owned by such corporation, with a 
schedule of the same, not including lands granted in aid of its construction. 

Seventhj The nu^nber of acres originally granted in aid of the construction of its road, 
by the United States or by this State. 

Eighth, Number of acres of such land remaining unsold. 

Ninth, A list of all its officers and directors, with their respective places of residence. 

Tenth, Such statistics of the road and of its business for the year as may in the judg- 
ment of the Commissioners be necessary and proper for the information of the Legislature,' 
or as may be required by the Governor. Such report shall exhibit and refer to the condi- 
tion of such corporation on the first day of July of each year, and the details of its business 
transacted during the year ending June 30th. 

Eleventh, The average amount of tonnage that can be carried over each road in the 
State with an engine of given power. 

Sec. 7. To enable said Commissioners to make such report, the president or managing 
officer of each railroad or transportation company doing business in this State shall an- 
nually make to the said Commissioners, on the 15th day of September of each year, such 
returns, in the form which they may prescribe, as will affi)rd the information required 
for their said official report. Such returns shall be verified by the oath of the officer 
making them ; and any corporation herein named, whose returns shall not be made as 
herein prescribed, by the 15th day of September, shall be liable to a penalty of one 
hundred dollars for each and every day after the 16th day of September that such re- 
turns shall be willfully delayed or refused. 

Sec. 8. The said Commissioners shall have power, in the discharge of the duties of 
their office, to examine any of the books, papers or documents of any such company or 
corporation, or to examine under oath or otherwise any officer, director, agent or em- 
ploy^ thereof, or any other person. The Commissioners, or either of them, are empowered 
to issue subpenas and administer oaths in the same manner and with the same power to 
enforce obedience thereto, in the performance of their said duties, as belong and pertain 
to courts of record in this State ; and any person who may willfully obstruct said Com- 
missioners in the performance of their duties, or who may refuse to give any information 
within their possession that may be required by said Commissioners within the line of 
their duty, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and shall be liable, on conviction 
thereof, to a fine of not exceeding one thousand dollars, in the discretion of the court ; 
the cost of such subpenas and investigation to be first paid by the State, on the certificate 
■of said Commissioners. 

Sec. 9. It shall be the duty of any railroad company, when within its power so to 
•do, and upon reasonable notice, to furnish suitable cars to any and all persons who may 
apply therefor for the transportation of any and all kinds of freight, and to receive and 
transport such freight with all reasonable dispatch, and to provide and keep suitable 
facilities for the receiving and handling of the same at any depot on the line of its road ; 
and also to receive and transport in like manner the empty or loaded cars furnished by 
any connecting road, to be delivered at any station or stations on the line of its road, to 
be loaded or discharged, or reloaded and returned to the road so connecting ; and for 
compensation it shall not demand or receive any greater sum than is accepted by it from 
-any other connecting railroad for a similar service. 

Sec. 10. No railroad company shall charge, demand or receive from any person, 
<X)mpany or corporation, for the transportation of any property or for any other service, 
a greater sum than it shall at the same time charge, demand or receive from any other 
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person, companj or corporation, for a like service from the same place, or upon like con- 
dition and under similar circumstances; and all concessions of rates, drawbacks, and 
contracts for special rates shall be open to and allowed all persons, companies and cor- 
porations alike; nor shall it charge more for transporting freight from any point on its 
line than a fair and just proportion of the price it charges for the same kind of freight 
transported from any other point. 

Sec. 11. No railroad company shall charge, demand or receive from any person, com- 
pany or corporation, an unreasonable price for the transportation of persons or property, 
or for the hauling or storing of freight, or for the use of its cars, or for any privilege or 
service afforded by it in the transaction of its business as a railroad company. And upon 
complaint in writing, made to the Board of Railroad Commissioners, that an unreason- 
able price has been charged, such Board shall investigate said complaint, and if sus- 
tained shall make a certificate under their seal, setting forth what is a reasonable charge 
for the service rendered, which shall be prima facie evidence of the matters therein 
stated. 

Sec. 12. It shall be unlawful for any railroad company to make any contract or enter 
into any stipulation with any other railroad company running in the same general di- 
rection, by which either company shall directly or indirectly agree to divide, in any 
manner or proportion, the joint earnings upon the whole or any part of the freight 
transported over such roads; and any violation of this provision shall render the rail- 
road company violating the same liable to a penalty of $5,000 for each month for which 
such earnings are divided, to be recovered for the use of the common-school fund, in the 
name of the State. » 

Sec. 13. No railroad company shall be permitted, except as otherwise provided by 
regulation or order of the Board, to change or limit its common-law liability as a com- 
mon carrier. All railroad companies shall, on demand, issue duplicate freight receipts 
to shippers, in which shall be stated the class or classes of freight shipped, the freight 
■charges over the road giving the receipt, and, so far as practicable, shall state the freight 
<;harge8 over other roads that carry such freight. When the consignee presents the rail- 
road receipt to the agent of the railroad that delivers such freight, such agent shall deliver 
the article shipped on payment of the rate charged for the class of freights mentioned 
in the receipt. 

Sec. 14. In all cases where^ complaint shall be made in accordance with the provi- 
sions of section 18, hereinafter provided, that an unreasonable charge is made, or that 
the rates charged for freight are unjust, unreasonable, or extortionate, and the Board 
shall find such complaint to be true, they shall require a modified charge for the service 
rendered, such as they shall deem to be reasonable, and shall certify their finding to the 
managing officer of the road against which complaint is made ; and the rates so deter- 
mined by the Board to be reasonable shall be, by the railroad company affected thereby, 
accepted, and posted up in a conspicuous place in each depot on the line of its road that 
may be designated by said Board ; and such rates so found shall, in all actions arising in 
any court in the State, be taken to be reasonable compensation for the services for which 
they are provided, until the contrary is proven ; and all compensation demanded or re- 
ceived by any such railroad company in excess of the rates so determined by the Board, 
shall in any such action be taken to be unjust, unreasonable, and extortionate, until the 
contrary is proved. All cases of a failure to comply with a recommendation of the 
Board of Commissioners shall be embodied in the report of the Board of Commissioners 
to the Governor, and the same shall apply to any unjust discrimination, extortion or 
overcharge by said company, or any other violation of this act by such company. 

Sec. 15. Any person, partnership or corporation engaged in business, other than that 
of a common carrier, may own or lease railroad cars, and may load and bill the same to 
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any railroad point, and all railroad companies and connecting lines to whom any such 
car is delivered shall receive and transport the same with all reasonable dispatch towards 
its destination : Provided, That such cars shall be constructed in conformity to the rules 
and regulations of the company to which such application is made, and for such com- 
pensation as may be fixed by the Commissioners; and having arrived at its destination, 
it shall be unloaded, and shall be, unless otherwise ordered by such shippers, returned to 
its starting-point with like dispatch, and shall not be deviated from its route, and shall 
be in all respects handled the same as a car belonging to any railroad company: Provided, 
That it may be by said railroad company reasonably loaded upon its return trip and the 
owner be allowed a reasonable sum for its use ; and such owner shall be responsible for 
all necessary repairs. 

Sec. 16. Neither said Board of Railroad Commissioners nor any railroad company 
shall raise the charge for the transportation of freight on any railroad without first giving 
sixty days^ public notice of such change, in such manner as the Commissioners may de- 
termine. 

Sec. 17. Any person, upon written permission given by the Board, may exercise in 
the same manner and to the same extent as is now enjoyed by railroad companies, the 
right of condemning and appropriating land, and laying out and constructing any spur, 
switch or railroad track thereover, and connecting the same with any railroad already 
constructed ; and the right to use such spur, switch or track shall be public, at rates and 
on terms and conditions such as the Board shall prescribe, if the parties interested can- 
not agree. 

Sec. 18. It shall be the duty of said Commissioners, upon the complaint and applica- 
tion of the mayor and council of any city, or the trustees of any township, to make an 
examination of the rate of freight tariff charged by any such company, and of the con- 
dition or operation of any railroad, any part of whose location lies within the limits of 
such city or township ; and if twenty-five or more legal voters in any city or township 
shall, by petition in writing, request the mayor and council of such city or the trustee 
of such township to make the said complaint and application, and the mayor and council 
or the trustee refuse or decline to comply with the prayer of the petition, they shall 
state the reason for such non-compliance, in writing, upon the petition, and return the 
same to the petitioners ; and the petitioners may thereupon, within ten days from the 
date of such refusal and return, present such petition to said Commissioners; and said 
Commissioners shall, if upon inquiry and hearing of the petitioners they think that the 
public good demands the examination, proceed to make it in the same manner as if 
called upon by the mayor and council of any city or the trustee of any township. Be- 
fore proceeding to make such examination in accordance with such application or peti- 
tion, said Commissioners shall give to the petitioners and railroad company reasonable 
notice, in writing, of the time and place of entering upon the same. If upon such an 
examination it shall appear to said Commissioners that the complaint alleged by the ap- 
plicants or petitioners be well founded, they shall so adjudge; and they shall then and 
there decide what is a reasonable charge for such freights, and shall inform the corpora- 
tion operating such railroad company of their adjudication within ten days, and shall 
also report their doings to the Governor, as provided in section six of this act, and shall 
certify to such complainants the result of such adjudication ; and such adjudication shall 
be 'prima fade evidence of what is a reasonable charge in all actions for such service. 

Sec. 19. Any railroad company which shall violate any of the provisions of this act 
shall forfeit for every such offense, to the person, company or corporation aggrieved 
thereby, three times the actual damages sustained by the said party aggrieved, together 
with the costs of suit, and a reasonable attorney's fee, to be fixed by the court; and if an 
appeal be taken from the judgment, or any part thereof, it shall be the duty of the ap- 
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pellate court to include in the judgment an additional reasonable attorney's fee for ser- 
vices in appellate court or courts. 

Sec. 20. Any railroad company or individual willfully violating or evading any of 
the provisions of this act not otherwise herein provided for, shall for each offense forfeit 
and pay a penalty of not less than one hundred nor more than five thousand dollars. All 
penalties provided for in this act shall be recovered by a civil action, to be instituted and 
prosecuted in the name of the State by the county attorney of the county in which the 
offense has been committed, upon the direction of the Board of Kailroad Commissioners. 
If upon the trial of such action the jury shall find for the plaintiff, they shall assess and 
return with their verdict the amount of the fine to be imposed upon the defendant, and 
the court shall render judgment accordingly. All such penalties so recovered shall be 
aid into the school fund of the county in which such offense has been committed ; and 
the Board of Railroad Commissioners may require the Attorney General to assist such 
county attorney in the prosecution of any such action. No bond for costs shall be re- 
quired of the State in any such action. 

Sec. 21. In any action against any railroad company for violation of the provisions 
of this act, the plaintiff may join in the same petition as many different causes of action 
as he may have against such company arising under this act. 

Sec. 22. Any person who shall willfully and corruptly swear, testify or affirm falsely 
to any material matter, upon any oath, or affirmation, or declaration, legally adminis- 
tered in any cause, matter or proceeding before said Board, or any member thereof, or in 
any return, answer or report required by this act to be made, shall be deemed guilty of 
willful and corrupt perjury, and shall be punished by imprisonment in the penitentiary 
at hard labor, for a term not exceeding seven years. 

Sec. 23. Said Board of Commissioners shall keep an accurate record of all its official 
acts, and shall also provide a seal, on which shall be the impression, ^^ Board of Kailroad 
Commissioners, State of Kansas. Seal.'' All process or certificates issued or given by 
the Board, shall be attested by said seal. Copies of the record of the Board, certified 
by the secretary and attested with the seal of the Board, shall be received in evidence 
with the like effect as copies of other public records. 

Sec. 24. Any member of said Board while acting in the performance of his duties as 
such, together with such clerk, accountant, expert or other agent whose services he 
deems to be important in the discharge of said duties, shall have the right of passing at 
all times over all railroads and on all railroad trains, or any part thereof, in this State, 
free of charge. 

Sec. 25. Nothing in this act shall be construed to estop or hinder any person or cor- 
poration from bringing suit against any railroad company for any violation of any of the 
laws of this State for the government of railroads. 

Sec. 26. In construing this act, unless such meaning be repugnant to the context, or 
to the manifest intention of the Legislature, the term *^ railroad company" shall include 
and be construed to mean any incorporated railroad company, or any express or trans- 
portation company, or any railroad bridge company, or any person or persons, lessee, 
assignee, trustee, receiver, partnership, joint-stock company, or corporation, engaged 
wholly, partially,jointly or severally in laying out, constructing, owning, operating, using 
or maintaining any railroad operated by steam, or any portion or part of any such rail- 
road line. The word "person" shall include persons, partnerships, joint-stock companies, 
or corporations. 

Sec. 27. Sections fifty-six, fifty-seven, fifty-eight and fifty-nine of chapter twenty- 
three of the General Statutes are hereby repealed. 
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Sec. 28. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its publication in 
the official State paper.
